His  Honor,  Jas.  L.  Mitchell,  the  outgoing  Mayor,  then  addressed 
the  Council  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the    Common    Council: 

By  the  fortunes  of  war — or  politics  rather — I  this  night  take  my  leave  of 
you,  but  before  retiring  I  desire,  in  this  public  manner,  to  acknowledge  the 
courtesy  extended  me  and  the  uniformly  kind  treatment  I  have  received  at 
the  hands  of  the  officers  of  the  city  government  and  the  members  of  the 
Council.  During  my  term  of  office  I  have  collected  and  paid  fines  into  the 
city  treasury  to  the  amount  of  $7,505,  And  now,  while  it  will  be  the  prov- 
ince of  my  successor  to  recommend  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  for  the 
public  good,  if  you  will  bear  with  me  for  a  moment,  I  will  simply  make  a  few 
suggestion  :  You  are,  and  must  not  forget  that  you  are,  the  servants  of  the 
people;  they  expect  you  to  act  in  their  interest  and  for  their  good.  And  it 
is  your  duty  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  city  with  the  same  prudence,  hon- 
esty and  economy  as  you  would  your  own,  or  as  if  you  were  the  agents  of  pri- 
vate individuals.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  man  to  live  within  his  means,  and 
no  one  will  continue  as  his  agent  in  private  business  a  man  who  runs  him  in 
debt  beyond  his  ability  to  pay.  Keep  this  in  mind  while  acting  for  the  city, 
and  it  will  help  you  in  the  discharge  of  your  duties.  For  years  past  our 
Councils  have  been  in  the  habit  of  anticipating  their  expenditures,  the  taxes 
to  be  collected  at  the  end  of  the  year,  so  that  for  most  of  the  year  warrants 
were  to  be  issued  or  money  borrowed,  and  when  the  warrants  were  redeemed 
and  the  borrowed  money  paid,  very  little  if  any  money  was  left  in  the  treas- 
ury to  run  the  city  for  the  next  year.  In  other  words,  for  the  last  four  or  five 
years  at  least  the  city  has  been  nearly  a  year  behind  with  its  indebtedness. 
Whose  fault  this  has  been  I  am  not  saying.  Nevertheless  the  fact  has  exist- 
ed and  still  exists.  As  taxes  are  already  high  enough,  there  is  only  one  way 
out  of  the  difficulties  former  Councils  have  placed  you  in,  and  that  is  to  cur- 
tail expenses.  And  in  order  to  do  this  effectually,  I  would  not  order  any  im- 
provements during  the  year,  either  in  the  way  of  viaducts,  sewers,  street  im- 
provements or  lampposts,  unless  it  is  an  absolute  public  necessity.  As  the 
cost  of  one- fourth  of  all  the  street  improvements  come  off  of  the  city,  by 
waiting  until  the  streets  improved  through  some  of  the  adjacent  farms  have 
been  driven  over  a  few  times,  and  the  gravel  packed  down  before  ordering  any 
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more  improvements  of  like  character,  you  may  save  over  hundred  thousand 
dollars  to  the  city  per  year,  in  this  item  alone.  Don't  order  the  erection  of 
street  lamps  simply  for  the  purpose  of  giving  contractors  business,  and  that 
when  the  gas  is  lit  in  them  it  may  be  seen  that  no  habitation  is  near.  The 
city  has  to  pay  $24  a  year  for  each  lamppost  in  the  service  of  the  city,  whe- 
ther it  lights  up  a  thickly  settled  street  or  a  country  road.  Expenses  may  be 
cut  down  in  this  particular. 

For  years  past  twice  as  much  money  has  been  expended  in  street  repairs  as 
need  be.  Let  men  who  work  for  the  city  be  required  to  put  in  their  time  as 
faithfully  as  if  working  for  private  individuals,  and  then  one-half  the  num- 
ber of  men  employed  will  do  as  much  work  as  has  been  done,  and  from  $40,- 
000  to  $50,000  saved  each  year.  Let  no  man  be  employed  to  boss  men  upon 
the  streets,  unless  he  is  a  practical  laboring  man  himself,  and  one  who  will 
lay  hold  and  work  and  not  stand  around  with  an  umbrella  over  himself  in 
hot  weather,  or  retire  to  a  friendly  stove  in  cold  weather.  Many  other  sug- 
gestions as  to  economy  might  be  made;  but  your  own  good  sense  will  point 
out  the  subjects  for  its  exercise,  and  your  faithfulness  to  your  constituents 
will  see  to  its  execution.  One  of  the  worst  things  that  can  befall  a  Council 
is  a  habit  of  trading  votes — to  agree  to  vote  for  something  wrong  for  the  pur- 
pose of  getting  votes  for  something  you  believe  to  be  right.  Let  every  mea- 
sure stand  or  fall  upon  its  own  merits.  Select  for  places  within  your  gift 
none  but  those  who  are  honest  and  well  qualified.  And  while  suggesting 
that  you  be  economical  in  all  things,  I  would  have  you  parsimonious  in  none. 
Our  city  is  growing  and  prospering  at  a  rate  that  almost  defies  competition, 
so  let  nothing  be  done  that  will  retard  her  growth  or  cripple  her  progress  ; 
and  the  whole  people  will  say  to  you,  "  Well  done  good  and  faithful  serv- 
ants." 

And  now,  begging  your  pardon  for  taking  up  so  much  of  your  time,  permit 
me  to  introduce  my  successor,  the  Hon.  John  Caven,  who  is  a  ripe  scholar,  a 
polished  gentleman,  and  an  honest  man,  and  1  bespeak  for  him  at  your  hands 
the  same  kind  treatment  that  has  ever  been  shown  me. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  John  Caven,  then  addressed  the  Council 
as  follows : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council : 

As  trustees  of  the  city's  business,  important  questions  of  finance  must  at 
once  be  met  and  solved,  and  in  my  judgment  we  should  commence  by  repu- 
diating the  dangerous  fallacy  that  cities  may  venture  deeply  into  debt,  trust- 
ing its  payment  to  the  future — assuming  that  as  the  city  is  a  perpetual  corpor- 
ation, and  that  as  the  future  will  be  benefited,  the  future  should  help  bear  the 
burden.    Should  the  expenditures  be  always  judicious,  this  reasoning  should

be  entirely  without  force,  but  it  is  so  easy  and  tempting  to  issue  paper,  paya- 
ble some  years  away,  that  we  are  liable  to  enter  upon  projects  of  supposed 
improvements,  that  would  scarcely  be  entertained,  if  cash  in  hand,  raised  by 
taxation,  was  required.  Another  danger,  is,  that  a  considerable  debt,  once 
made,  is  seldom,  if  ever,  reduced — is  a  perpetual  incumbrance,  and  a  nucleus 
for  a  continual  increase,  under  various  plausible  pretexts,  and  without  excit- 
ing alarm.  Were  we,  to-night,  add  one  million  dollars  to  the  city  debt,  it 
would  arouse  universal  attention  and  alarm,  but,  if  a  debt  of  $20,000,000  ex- 
isted, such  addition  would  scarcely  attract  passing  comment.  It  becomes  a 
refuge  of  concealment  for  dishonest  management.  With  a  large  debt  em- 
bracing issues  of  different  dates,  and  amounts  and  renewals,  it  is  easy  to  con- 
ceal great  frauds.  Peculations  are  committed,  and  the  stolen  proceeds  em- 
loyed  to  defend  the  plunderer  from  punishment,  and  even  stifling  investiga- 
tion. 

The  history  of  older  cities  admonish  us  of  the  danger  of  heaping  up  a 
great  debt.  Let  us,  take  warning  in  time,  and  not  learn  an  old  story  at  great 
cost.  By  lavish  expenditure,  we  may  seem  to  flourish  for  a  time,  but  a  large 
debt  is  an  unsafe  foundation  for  a  permanent  prosperity. 

The  condition  of  the  treasurery  is  such,  that  for  the  next  ten  months,  we 
must  resort  to  the  city's  credit.  This  being  true,  that  credit  must  be  made 
good.  This  cannot  be  done  by  issuing  warrants,  payable  at  no  particular 
time.  Nothing  is  so  expensive  to  a  borrower,  as  bad  credit.  The  city  pays 
largely  in  excess  of  fair  prices,  and,  if  such  warrants  are  issued  to  employees, 
they  must  suffer  the  discount,  and  the  burden  falls  heaviest  upon  those  least 
able  to  bear  it.     Thus,  either  the  city  or  its  workmen  are  the  sufferers. 

In  my  judgment,  it  would  be  best  to  at  once  make  a  loan  on  the  best  terms 
we  can.  It  will  be  cheaper  and  better  in  every  respect.  I  hope  the  Finance 
Committee  will  at  once  be  charged  to  proceed  promptly  in  this  matter.  This 
also  reminds  us,  that  we  cannot  afford  to  be  extravagant  on  borrowed  mon- 
ey. Let  us,  to-night,  adopt  a  resolution  that  for  the  coming  year,  our  expen- 
ditures shall  not  exceed  our  income  Divide  our  expenses  into  ordinary  and 
extraordinary,  and  when  the  amount  set  apart  for  extraordinary  expenses 
has  been,  appropriated,  then  simply  let  us  stop*  Section  33  of  the  charter, 
provides  that  "  the  Treasurer  shall,  on  the  last  day  of  each  month,  furnish  to 
the  Clerk  a  statement  of  all  the  receipts  and  disburstments  made  by  him 
during  the  month,  and  the  balance  then  in  the  treasury,  belonging  to  each 
fund,  general  and  special,  which  statement  the  Clerk  shall  lay  before  the 
Council  at  its  next  meeting,  to  be  dispssed  of,  as  the  Council  may  direct." 

In  order  to  keep  promptly,  ani  continually  before  us,  our  exact  financial 
status,  this  section  should  be  complied  with.  Let  us  know  every  month  what 
are  our  resources.  What  we  have  expended.  How  much  we  have  appro- 
priated.    How  much  the  debt  has  increased  or  decreased,  and  in  order  to  do

so,  more  certainly,  before  we  pass  any  ordinance  requiring  expenditure,  it 
should  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  department  of  the  city  government,  to  re- 
port the  amount  required  to  be  expended.  For  street  improvement  the  city 
is  liable  for  the  cost  of  crossings.  When  the  ordinance  is  past,  it  is  not 
known  what  such  cost  will  be.  When  the  contract  is  let,  this  can  be  ascer- 
tained,and  should  at  once  be  reported,  and  thus  the  Council  will  not  only 
know  what  we  have  actualy  appropriated,  but  also,  at  all  times,  the  amount 
required  for  the  work  already  authorized.  We  will  know  when  we  have 
reached  the  bottom  of  the  municipal  purse.  Make  no  improvement  until 
needed.  Let  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  pay  for  it,  and  we  will 
not  be  likely  to  incur  imprudent  expenditures. 

One  of  the  greates  calamities  that  can  befall  a  city,  is  a  great  conflagration, 
and  yet  it  is  not  uncommon.  In  a  few  moments,  the  labor  of  years  is  turned 
to  ashes.  Costly  piles  of  human  labor  have  vanished  in  smoke.  Would  it 
not  be  well  to  have  in  view  the  construction  of  buildings  more  nearly  fire 
proof,  at  least,  where  large  and  in  masses.  Nothing  with  so  little  expense 
will  contribute  so  much  to  this  end  as  incombustible  roofing.  Within  certain 
limits,  we  require  outer  walls  to  be  of  incombustible  material,  but,  as  I  under- 
stand, have  no  regulation  respecting  roofing.  During  a  dry  period  and  a 
strong  wind,  when  a  fire  occurs,  this  vast  area  of  tinder  roofing  seems  like 
inviting  calamity.  With  our  wide  streets  and  self-protecting  roofing,  under 
anything  like  ordinary  circumstances,  we  might  hope  to  confine  conflagra- 
tions within  narrow  limits.  The  ordinance  on  this  subject  should  be  amend- 
ed with  a  view  to  more  effectual  protection. 

Into  great  importance  has  grown  the  relationship  of  railroads  to  the  city. 
Their  great  importance  is  self-evident.  To  them  we  owe  the  result,  that  in- 
stead of  a  country  village,  we  are  a  large  city,  growing  and  prospering,  with 
but  few  parrallels.  What  oceans,  lakes,  harbours  and  navigable  rivers  have 
been  to  other  cities,  railroads  are  to  Indianapolis.  The  railroad-car  js  the  ship 
of  the  prairies.  As  in  the  past  so  in  the  future,  our  prosperity  is  inseparably 
buried  up  with  our  railroad  system.  Within  the  recollection  of  many  of  us, 
the  main  lines  bordered  our  suburbs,  but  are  now  in  the  heart  of  the  city, 
interferring  much  with  the  communication  between  the  sections.  Streets  are 
blockaded,  travel  hindered,  and  life  and  limb  endangered  at  the  crossings.  As 
grows  the  city  and  railroad  traffic,  so  grows  this  inconvenience.  The  prosperity 
and  the  evil  keep  even  pace.  We  must  secure  the  good,  abate  the  evil.  A  rem- 
edy must  be  found,  but  not  be  onerous  requirements  upon  the  railroads,  for  at 
last  this  would  be  an  onus  upon  ourselver,  by  sundering  what  contributes  so 
largely  to  our  prosperity.  Elevated  ways  and  tunnels  have  been  tested.  They 
are  exceedingly  costly,  and  not  altogether  satisfactory.  To  construct  them 
at  every  important  crossing,  would  be  an  immense  expense,  and  a  few  would 
be  but  a  partial  relief.     I  had  hoped  the  proposed  Belt  Railroad  would,  with- 
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out  cost  to  the  city,  and  profit  to  its  owners,  accomplish  the  desired  result. 
A  large  portion  of  traffic  that  now  passes  through  the  city,  would  pass  round 
its  border,  leaving  but  the  passenger  trains  and  the  local  freight,  to  crossover 
streets,  which  would  not  be  a  serious  impediment.  As  there  is  a  probability 
-that  this  road,  at  no  distant  period;  will  be  constructed,  it  would  be  well  to 
defer  entering  upon  any  large  system  of  expense,  until  the  road  has  been 
tried,  hoping  that  will  obviate  the  main  difficulties,  with  less  expense  than 
any  other  plan.  In  this  view  I  am  sustained  by  gentlemen  whose  judgment 
is  worth  much  more  than  my  own,  and  hence  1  recommend  it,  with  all  the 
more  confidence.  This  road  circling  the  city  at  a  convenient  distance,  with 
its  ready  and  cheap  connection  with  all  the  roads  centering  here,  so  well 
adapted  to  the  delivery  of  coal,  ore,  and  other  heavy  raw  material,  affords  the 
best  location  for  manufactories  in  the  West,  and  will  doubtless  draw  to  it 
many  of  those  now  here,  and  hundreds  more  will  spring  up  along  its  line, 
and  in  a  few  years  it  will  be  one  continuous  circle  of  vast  industries. 

For  the  great  crimes,  State  Legislation  has  provided;  yet  you  are  required 
to  legislate  for  the  punishment  of  a  large  number  of  offenders,  against  the 
peace  and  good  order  of  society,  and  yours  is  the  most  delicate,  and  difficult 
task.  For  the  assasin,  the  highwayman,  the  task  seems  plain,  for  them,  the 
eye  of  pity  has.no  tear,  the  hand  of  justice,  no  glove.  Offenders  against  your 
ordinances  do  not  rise  to  the  turpitude  of  great  criminals.  The  unfortunate 
drunkard,  the  vagrant,  the  poor  lost  women — often  ;more  sinned  against  than 
sinning — the  child  of  poverty,  want,  ignorance,  viciousness,  training  and  ex- 
ample, oftentimes  the  victim  of  treachery  and  baseness  of  the  deepest  dye, 
having  battled  with  temptation,  to  which  some,  who  think  they  are  better, 
might  have  yielded.  Your  officers  can  raid  them  at  mid-night,  and  drag 
them  from  the  wretched  places  they  call  home.  The  City  .Judge  can  fine, 
and  imprision  them,  take  from  them  their  sin-earned  pittance,  and  turn  them 
into  the  street  penniless,  but  driven  more  inexorably  to  vice — no  path  open 
but  that  of  sin,  starvation  or  suicide.  What  wonder,  if,  at  last,  they  come  to 
regard  society  as  a  persecutor  closing  every  door  of  hope  and  mercy  ?  This 
can  make  then  more  miserable  and  desperate,  but  is  society  any  better  ?  Is 
this  the  best  this  age  can  do,  only  fine  and  imprison?  By  confining  large 
numbers  together,  without  employment,  each  one  learns  all  that  is  bad  they 
all  know.  To  work  men  on  the  public  streets,  for  offences,  not  high  crimes, 
has  something  abhorent.  It  completes  the  work  of  abasement,  loss  of  self- 
respect,  and  yet  they  should  have  employment  of  such  a  character  as  might 
be  complied  with  efforts  at  reformation.  I  know  it  is  full  of  difficulties,  the 
offenders  often  unskilled  in  any  craft,  short  terms  of  imprisonment,  and  their 
daily  varying  numbers,  diversities,  makes  it  difficult  to  devise  employment. 
The  task  is,  indeed,  difficult,  sometimes  apparently  hopeless,  yet  philanthro- 
phy  must  not  tire  ;  many  of  them  are   not  wholly  lost.      Here  is  joint  work 
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for  the  law  giver  and  philanthropist.  It  would  be  well  to  especially  charge 
your  Committee  on  Benevolence,  to  take  into  consideration  what  improve- 
ment, if  any,  can  be  made  in  the  disposition  of  city  prisioners. 

A  word,  gentlemen,  for  myself.  We  meet,  some  of  us  comparatively  stran- 
gers, but  on  my  part,  with  only  feelinge  of  good  will  and  esteem,  with  the 
hope  that  this  feeling  is  mutual,  and  it  will  be  my  endervor  to  maintain  and 
deserve  it.  Should  the  rulings  of  your  chairman  seem  to  be  eroneous,  I  only 
ask  of  you  the  charity  and  courtesy  of  attributing  the  error  to  judgement, 
and  not  to  intention.  The  parlimentiary  remedy  is  not  by  reflections  upon 
the  chair,  but  by  an  appeal  to  your  own  body,  in  whose  dicisions  I  will  cheer- 
fully acquiesce. 

Gentlemen,  to  us  a  city  of  one  hundred  thousand  people  has  confided  the 
management  of  their  municiple  affairs,  we  are  to  act  upon  interests  of  great 
moment;  to  wisely  and  judiciously  expend  vast  revenues;  to  protect  the 
the  public  peace,  and  the  city's  honor.  Let  us  approach  these  duties,  im- 
pressed with  their  magnitude,  and  importance.  Excuse  me,  if  I  suggest  that 
we  spend  no  time  in  political  discussions.  They  accomplish  no  good,  but 
consumes  valuable  time  and  excites  personal  animosities.  He  who  would 
best  serve  his  party,  can  do  it  best  by  best  serving  the  city.  Let  as  at  all 
times,  and  on  all  occasions,  observe  the  several  official  and  personal  amenities. 
Let  the  emulation  be :  who  can  make  the  best  record — who  best  perform  his 
duty — who  be  first  to  detect  mismanagement  and  extravagance — who  shall 
stand  faithfulest  watcher  of  the  public  treasury.  •  This  we  owe  to  the  politi- 
cal constituencies,  whose  chosen  representatives  we  are.  We  owe  it  to  the 
high  obligation  involved  in  the  mere  fact  that  we  are  custodians  of  a  trust. 
We  owe  it  to  the  oath  we  took  with  uplifted  hand.  Thus  animated,  let  us 
proceed  to  labor,  and  so  pefform  it,  that  when  the  time  passes  when  we  shall 
return  these  trusts  to  those  who  have  honored  us ;  when  we  rise  from  these 
seats  for  the  last  time,  and  as  we,  for  the  last  time  pass  from  this  hall,  the 
whole  people  of  Indianapolis,  as  with  one  voice,  will  say  of  each  and  all  of  us, 
"Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servants." 

Which,  on  motion  by  Mr.  Ransdel],  were  ordered  printed  in  the 
Proceedings. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Gimber,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to 
Hon.  James  L.   Mitchell  for  his  impartial  rulings,  etc.,  etc.

Mr.  Dietz  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  was 
declared  duly  elected  to  the  office  of  City  Civil  Engineer. 

Chief  Fire  Engineer. — Mr.  Geiger  nominated  M.  G.  Fitchey 
and  Mr.  Ransdell  nominated  John  G.  Pendergast. 

A  ballot  was  then  had,  which  resulted  in  Mr.  Fitchey  receiving

Mr.  North  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  was 
then  declared  duly  elected  to  the  office  of  Wood  Measurer  for  the 
East  Market. 

Wood  Measurer,  West  Market.— Mr.  Laughlin  nominated  Wil- 
liam C.  Naylor  and  Mr.  Thalman  nominated  John  Redmond. 

A  ballot  was  then  had,  which  resulted  in  Mr.  Naylor  receiving 
15  votes,  Mr.  Redmond  9  votes  and  scattering  one  vote. 

Mr.  Naylor  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  was 
then  declared  duly  elected  to  the  office  of  Wood  Measurer  for  the 
West  Market. 

Committee  Clerk.-— Mr.  Madden  nominated  Charles  P.  Fant  and 
Mr.  Ransdell  nominated  Wm.  S.  Cone. 

A  ballot  was  then  had,  which  resulted  in  Mr.  Fant  receiving  14 
votes,  Mr.  Cone  11  votes  and  1  blank. 

Mr.  Fant  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  was 
then  declared  duly  elected  to  the  office  of  Committee  Clerk. 

Board  of  Police. — Mr.  Madden  nominated  Enos  B.  Reed,  f.  W. 
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Stratford  and  R.  C.  McGill — Mr.  Webster  nominated  J.  C.  Adams, 
W.  H.  Craft  and  I.  Thalman. 

Mr.  Kahn  moved  that  the  person  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  be  chairman  of  said  Board. 

Mr.  Albershardt  moved  to  lay  the  motion  of  Mr.  Kahn  on  the 
table. 

The  question  being  on  laying  the  motion  of  Mr.  Kahn  on  the

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned  officers  of  the  Indianapolis  Home  for  Friend- 
less Women,  in  behalf  of  said  institution,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  represent 
that,  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  approved 
February  26, 1873,  it  was  provided  that  in  cities,  in  which  there  was,  or  should 
thereafter  be,  established  a  Home  for  Friendless  Women,  the  fines  and  pen- 
alties assessed  and  collected  for  the  breach  of  certain  city  ordinances  men- 
tioned in  said  act,  should  be  applied  to  such  homes  in  support  of  the 
expenses  thereof.  That  the  Indianapolis  Home  for  Friendless  Women  is 
within  the  provisions  of  said  act;  and  that  the  managers  thereof,  some  three 
months  after  the  taking  effect  of  said  act,  made  an  application  to  the  City 
Council  for  an  order  directing  the  City  Treasurer  to  pay  over  to  said  Home 
the  fines  contemplated  by  said  act,  which  had  been  assessed  and  collected  up 
to  that  time,  but  the  Council  refused  to  grant  such  order.  Whereupon  the 
said  Home,  in  its  corporate  capacity,  commenced  a  proceeding  in  the  Superior

If  the  Council  is  unwilling  to  do  this,  the  undersigned  ask,  as  an  act  of 
justice,  that  the  city  direct  an  appeal  to  be  prosecuted  without  delay  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  from  the  judgment  of  the  Superior  Court,  to  the  end  that 
the  controversy  may  be  speedily  settled  by  the  Court  of  last  resort.

Mr.  Madden,  from  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report: 

Indianapolis,  May  17,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  to  whom  was  referred 
sundry  papers,  would  report  as  follows  : 

First.  A  motion  was  offered  by  Councilman  Darnell,  asking  for  stone 
crossings  on  the  north  side  of  First  street  and  on  Illinois  street.  Owing  to 
the  condition  of  the  Treasury,  your  Committee  recommend  that  no  stone 
crossings  be  laid  at  this  time.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Health  would  respectfully  call  your  attention 
again  to  the  fact  that  in  this  city  of  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  in 
this  month  of  May,  with  a  daily  mean  temperature  of  sixty-three  degrees, 
there  is  not  a  single  scavenger  at  work  subject  to  any  municipal  regulation, 
nor  accountable  to  any  department  of  the  city  government.  The  small 
amount  of  garbage  and  slops  that  is  removed  is  taken  by  parties  who  are 
paid  by  the  citizens  for  their  services,  but  a  large  majority  of  the  household- 
ers refuse  to  pay  anything.  And  in  the  absence  of  any  ordinance  in  regard 
to  the  matter,  the  Board  of  Health  can  do  no  more  than  to  recommend  that 
the  Council  contract  with  a  responsible  company  for  the  removal  of  the  gar- 
bage of  the  city,  and  amend  the  pending  garbage  ordinance  so  that  every 
household  shall  be  compelled  to  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  the  scav- 
enger of  their  district. 

Unless  some  such  ordinance  is  passed  very  soon,  and  its  provisions  impar- 
tially enforced,  the  prevailing   diseases    of  the   summer  months  must   be 
greatly  aggravated,  and  the  danger  of  epidemic  diseases  greatly  increased.

Gentlemen  : — West  Michigan  street  is  improved,  and  is  twenty-two  feet  wide. 
The  bridge  on  this  street,  crossing  White  river,  is  thirty  feet  in  width.  This 
leaves  a  hole  on  each  side  of  the  street  four  feet  wide  in  its  approach  to  said 
bridge,  as  is  shown  in  the  accompanying  sketch. 

This  is  very  dangerous  to  travel,  and  in  my  opinion  said  street  should  be 
widened  so  as  to  correspond  with  the  width  of  said  bridge,  commencing  at  a 
point  about  114  feet  east  of  said  bridge,  as  shown  in  sketch  herewith. 

The  total  cost  of  this  improvement  will  be  about  $75,  which  will  include 
placing  cinders  to  protect  the  embankment  a  length  of  sixteen  feet  on  each 
side.

Gentlemen : — There  are  four  suits  pending  in  the  Marion  Superior  Court 
against  the  City,  to  wit:  Stoughton  J.  Fletcher  vs.  City,  Isaac  N.  Phipps  vs. 
City,  J.  M.  Ridenour  vs.  City,  and  Martha  Ridenour  vs.  City.  These  suits  are 
appeals  from  assessments  of  benefits  and  damages  made  by  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, by  reason  of  the  proposed  opening  of  Hanna  street,  from  Clifford 
avenue  to  Washington  street. 

1st.  From  inquiry  made  in  reference  to  the  matter,  I  am  convinced  that 
if  these  suits  are  prosecuted  to  a  judgment,  the  damages  will  be  largely  in- 
creased. 
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2d.  It  is  very  doubtful,  under  the  circumstances,  whether  the  city  could 
compel  their  adjudication  in  the  appellate  court,  because  the  Council,  on  the 
14th  of  September,  1874,  passed  a  resolution  approving  of,  and  concurring  in, 
the  report  of  the  Commissioners  assessing  the  benefits  and  damages.  That 
afterwards,  on  the  9th  of  November,  1874,  the  Council  passed  an  order 
amending  and  setting  aside  the  concurrence  and  approval  made  on  the  14th 
of  September.  The  appeals  were  taken  on  the  24th  of  September,  and  the 
parties  averse  to  the  city  now  plead  the  last  order  of  the  Council  in  abate- 
ment of  the  proceedings. 

The  parties  to  these  suits  agree  that  they  will  proceed  no  further  with  liti- 
gation if  the  city  will  agree  to  let  the  order  of  the  Court  be  made  that  these 
proceedings  abate  at  the  costs  of  the  city.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Qentlemcn : — The  Board  of  Health  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  horses  infected  with  glanders   are  frequently  watered  at  the 
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public  fountains  of  the  city;  and  as  it  has  long  been  a  well  known  fact  to 
medical  men  that  glanders,  and  the  infectious  and  contagious  diseases  can 
be,  and  are,  transmitted  from  the  inferior  animals  to  man,  and  cases  of  such 
transmission  are  known  to  have  occurred  in  this  city;  therefore,  we  do  not 
consider  it  transcending  our  duties  to  recommend  to  your  honorable  .body  to 
pass  an  ordinance,  whereby  all  persons  shall,  under  penalty  of  fine  or  impris- 
onment, or  both,  be  prohibited  from  allowing  animals  known  to  be  afflicted 
with  such  infectious  or  contagious  diseases,  to  drink  from  the  public  foun- 
tains. 

2d.  We  would  also  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  stock  and  meat  in- 
spector. In  order  that  the  people  of  this  city  may  be,  as  far  as  possible,  pro- 
tected against  purchasing  and  eating  unwholesome  and  diseased  meats,  we 
would  urge  the  necessity  of  appointing  a  competent  person,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  inspect  all  cattle,  hogs  and  sheep,  intended  for  consumption  as 
food  by  our  citizens,  and  report  for  prosecution  any  person  who  may  be  guilty 
of  exposing  for  sale  any  diseased  or  unwholesome  meat.  This  need  is  imme- 
diate, as  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  meat  unfit  for  food  has  been  sold  in 
this  city. 

3d.  As  a  sanitary  measure  especially  affecting  the  health  and  comfort  of 
sickly  children  during  the  summer  months,  we  would  respectfully  urge  the 
necessity  of  opening  for  the  public  use  the  parks  which  are  now  closed. 
With  proper  restrictions  for  the  protection  of  improvements,  the  opening  of 
the  closed  parks  will  certainly  be  conducive  to  the  general  health  of  the 
city. 

4th.  We  would  also  recommend  the  filling,  by  the  Street  Commissioner, 
that  part  of  Sullivan  street  from  Bismarck  street  to  Bradshaw  street,  which 
is  a  filthy  pond,  and,  as  we  are  informed,  the  street  from  some  technical 
point  cannot  be  improved.

Gentlemen : — There  are  four  suits  pending  in  the  Marion  Superior  Court 
against  the  City,  to  wit:  Stoughton  J.  Fletcher  vs.  City,  Isaac  N.  Phipps  vs. 
City,  J.  M.  Ridenour  vs.  City,  and  Martha  Ridenour  vs.  City.  These  suits  are 
appeals  from  assessments  of  benefits  and  damages  made  by  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, by  reason  of  the  proposed  opening  of  Hanna  street,  from  Clifford 
avenue  to  Washington  street. 

1st.  From  inquiry  made  in  reference  to  the  matter,  I  am  convinced  that 
if  these  suits  are  prosecuted  to  a  judgment,  the  damages  will  be  largely  in- 
creased. 
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2d.  It  is  very  doubtful,  under  the  circumstances,  whether  the  city  could 
compel  their  adjudication  in  the  appellate  court,  because  the  Council,  on  the 
14th  of  .September,  1874,  passed  a  resolution  approving  of,  and  concurring  in, 
the  report  of  the  Commissioners  assessing  the  benefits  and  damages.  That 
afterwards,  on  the  9th  of  November,  1874,  the  Council  passed  an  order 
amending  and  setting  aside  the  concurrence  and  approval  made  on  the  14th 
of  September.  The  appeals  were  taken  on  the  24th  of  September,  and  the 
parties  averse  to  the  city  now  plead  the  last  order  of  the  Council  in  abate- 
meut  of  the  proceedings. 

The  parties  to  these  suits  agree  that  they  will  proceed  no  further  with  liti- 
gation if  the  city  will  agree  to  let  the  order  of  the  Court  be  made  that  these 
proceedings  abate  at  the  costs  of  the  city.

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Health  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  horses  infected  with  glanders  are  frequently  watered  at  the 
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public  fountains  of  the  city;  and  as  it  has  long  been  a  well  known  fact  to 
medical  men  that  glanders,  and  the  infectious  and  contagious  diseases  can 
be,  and  are,  transmitted  from  the  inferior  animals  to  man,  and  cases  of  such 
transmission  are  known  to  have  occurred  in  this  city ;  therefore,  we  do  not 
consider  it  transcending  our  duties  to  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  to 
pass  an  ordinance,  whereby  all  persons  shall,  under  penalty  of  fine  or  impris- 
onment, or  both,  be  prohibited  from  allowing  animals  known  to  be  afflicted 
with  such  infectious  or  contagious  diseases,  to  drink  from  the  public  foun- 
tains. 

2d.  We  would  also  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  stock  and  meat  in- 
spector. In  order  that  the  people  of  this  city  may  be,  as  far  as  possible,  pro- 
tected against  purchasing  and  eating  unwholesome  and  diseased  meats,  we 
would  urge  the  necessity  of  appointing  a  competent  person,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  inspect  all  cattle,  hogs  and  sheep,  intended  for  consumption  as 
food  by  our  citizens,  and  report  for  prosecution  any  person  who  may  be  .guilty 
of  exposing  for  sale  any  diseased  or  unwholesome  meat.  This  need  is  imme- 
diate, as  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  meat  unfit  for  food  has  been  sold  in 
this  city. 

3d.  As  a  sanitary  measure  especially  affecting  the  health  and  comfort  of 
sickly  children  during  the  summer  months,  we  would  respectfully  urge  the 
necessity  of  opening  for  the  public  use  the  parks  which  are  now  closed. 
With  proper  restrictions  for  the  protection  of  improvements,  the  opening  of 
the  closed  parks  will  certainly  be  conducive  to  the  general  health  of  the 
city.       ' 

4th.  We  would  also  recommend  the  filling,  by  the  Street  Commissioner, 
that  part  of  Sullivan  street  from  Bismarck  street  to  Bradshaw  street,  which 
is  a  filthy  pond,  and,  as  we  are  informed,  the  street  from  some  technical 
point  cannot  be  improved.

To  th«  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  give  you  in  detail,  as  far  as  my  examination  has  exten- 
ded, the  extent  of  the  damage  sustained  by  the  city  during  the  recent  high 
water,  in  the  different  sections  of  the  city,  and  which  requires  your  immediate 
attention. 

I  cannot  give  you  the  exact  figures  on  account  of  the  quantity  of  water  at  the 
various  points. 
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I  find  that  Fall  creek,  during  high  water,  overflows  on  Millersville  pike,  junt 
below  the  Peru  Railroad  bridge,  and  passes  down  through  Fletcher's  swamp,  Car 
Shops,  Boot  and  Allen's  addition  and  all  the  low  grounds  in  that  section,  and 
passes  west  on  Home  Avenue,  south  on  Delaware,  and  across  to  Pennsylvania, 
etc. 

I  would  respeetfully  recommend  the  raising  of  the  grade  on  Millersville  pike 
at  the  point  above  mentioned  sufficiently  high  and  strong  in  order  to  prevent  a 
like  occurrence. 

I  also  find  the  embankment  on  both  sides  of  the  new  channel  of  Fall  Creek  has 
been  washed  out  to  an  extent  of  from  200  to  250  feet  on  both  sides,  immediately 
below  GeisendorfFs  dam,  and  about  320  feet  on  the  north  side  and  200  feet  on  south 
side  near  the  mouth. 

These  breaks  ouglit  to  be  filled  up  at  once,  and  the  slopes  on  both  sides  of 
embankment  sodded  over,  or  sown  with  grass  seed  and  young  willows  planted,  as 
this  will  materially  strengthen  the  banks  and  lessen  the  danger  of  washing  during 
high  water. 

The  breaks  at  GeisendorfFs  dam  should  be  made  about  5  feet  wider  than  for- 
merly. 

It  will  also  be  necessary,  and  I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  building  of  an 
embankment  on  the  east  side  of  White  river,  from  the  north  side  of  Fall  creek, 
runnning  north  about  400  feet,  in  order  to  prevent  the  water  of  White  river  from 
washing  out  the  bank  of  Fall  creek,  on  the  north  side,  during  high  water. 

On  account  of  the  recent  high  water  in  White  river  and  Fall  creek,  there  has 
been  about  170  feet  of  the  improved  portion  of  west  Michigan  street  washed  out 
at  a  point  where  the  old  channel  of  Fall  creek  crosses  Sand  street.  On  account  of 
the  water  in  the  channel  I  could  not  ascertain  the  exact  number  of  yards.  I  would 
recommend  the  repairing  of  this  street  at  once. 

I  would  also  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the  enlarging  of  the  west  bank 
of  Fall  creek,  from  GeisendorfFs  dam  to  the  high  bluff  north  of  the  pest  house,  by 
raising  and  widening  the  same  so  as  to  make  it  3  feet  above  high  water  mark,  and 
about  5  feet  wide  at  the  top. 

I  also  find  that  culvert  on  Clifford  street,  over  Pogues  run,  has  given  away  some 
8  or  10  feet  and  needs  to  be  rebuilt.  I  understand  that  the  contractor,  who  built 
this  culvert,  has  given  bond  that  it  would  stand  five  years,  and  can  be  made  to  do 
this  work  at  his  own  expense. 

I  also  find  that  the  culvert  on  East  Michigan  street  has  given  away  some  10  or 
12  feet  at  the  north  end  and  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  at  once. 

I  also  find  that  the  culvert  on  Morris  street  has  given  away  at  the  north  end  some 
10  or  12  feet  and  requires  rebuilding. 

I  also  find  that  east  end  of  culvert  on  Illinois  street,  crossing  Pogues  run,  needs 
slight  repairing. 
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This  can  be  done  by  the  Street  Commissioner  under  the  supervision  of  myself. 

I  also  find  that  embankment  at  White  river  bridge,  on  Morris  street,  on  northeast 
and  northwest  corners,  requires  filling  up  and  protecting  with  cinders  or  stone  at  the 
base.  This  work  can  fee  done  by  the  Street  Commissioner,  under  the  supervision  of 
myself. 

I  also  find  that  wooden  bridge,  at  the  north  end  of  Delaware  street  over  the  State 
ditch  in  front  of  Exposition  buildings,  is  down  and  needs  to  be  rebuilt. 

This  work  can  be  done  by  the  Street  Commissioner  under  the  direction  and  super~ 
vision  of  myself.

Indianapolis,  June  7th,  1S75. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — I  would  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following 
report  of  the  work  and  expenditures  of  my  office  for  the  past  year,  from  May  1st, 
1874,  to  May  1st,  1875. 

On  taking  possession  of  the  office  after  my  appointment,  I  found  very  little  in  it, 
and  at  my  own  expense  I  purchased  several  pieces  of  apparatus,  and  some  expensive 
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chemicals  with  which  to  conduct  tests.  I  also  found  a  great  many  of  the  Cincin- 
nati pattern  tin  lamps  broken,  and  to  save  expense  to  the  city  I  went  to  work  at 
them  myself,  and  during  the  year  I  repaired  about  50  of  them. 

Of  the  old  lamp  cocks  that  came  in,  I  fixed  as  many  as  were  fit  to  be  used  again, 
the  others  I  traded  for  new  ones. 

During  the  year  I  noticed  that  the  gas  bill  for  the  Illinois  Street  Tunnel  was 
higher  than  it  ought  to  be,  and  permission  was  granted  by  the  Counci  to  make  a 
change.  Accordingly,  I  purchased  4  locomotive  head-lights  and  fitted  them  up  for 
gas,  performing  the  labor  myself,  and  the  result  was  the  saving  of  over  $150.00  per 
month  in  the  gas  bill.  I  would  further  say,  that  a  few  weeks  before  my  time  was 
out,  some  person  set  fire  to  the  drip-cock  in  the  reflector  boxes,  burning  them  so 
that  they  became  useless.  I  have  taken  two  of  the  boxes  to  my  shop,  and  with  the 
consent  of  your  honorable  body,  will  take  the  other  two  and  repair  them,  and  fit 
them  up  in  the  tunnel  again  by  the  first  of  the  present  month,  at  no  cost  to  the  city. 

I  would  also  state,  that  during  the  year  I  have  tested  for  the  Gas  Company 
835  meters,  25  of  which  I  rejected  as  incorrect ;  the  remaining  815  being  within  the 
2  per  cent,  limit,  I  badged  as  correct. 

I  have  also,  from  time  to  time,  conducted  Pholometrical  and  chemical  tests  as  to 
the  illuminating  power  and  purity  of  the  gas  furnished  to  the  city  and  consumers, 
and  have  found  it  to  be  of  excellent  quality.  At  no  time  did  I  find  the  candle 
power  less  than  18  candles,  and  though  there  were  traces  of  impurity,  I  could  not 
get  a  weighable  quantity.  The  only  trouble  with  the  gas  is  the  high  pressure,  and 
that  should  be  looked  after.  I  had  a  great  deal  of  trouble  through  the  winter  with 
frozen  lamps,  for  which  it  is  hard  to  suggest  a  remedy,  as  the  winter  was  unusually 
severe,  and  the  same  thing  may  not  happen  again  in  years. 

During  the  year  I  have  located  and  superintended  the  erection  of  454  lamp 
posts,  all  of  which  were  erected  according  to  contract,  and  were  accepted. 

The  expenses  of  my  office  for  the  year  amounted  to  $72,436.03,  of  which  amount 
$53,242.00  was  paid  for  gas  for  street  lamps,  $6,659.60  was  paid  for  gas  for  the 
engine  houses  and  other  places,  $6,568.08  was  paid  for  lamp-lighting,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $5,966.35  for  repairs  on  street  lamps,  etc. 

On  leaving  the  office,  I  stored  away  in  the  Photometer  room  all  the  material  I 
had  on  hand,  viz  :  12  boxes  glass,  3  cases  matches,  about  20  dozen  burners,  and  the 
apparatus  belonging  to  the  city  laboratory,  which  are  all  in  good  condition.  The 
year  was  one  of  hard  work,  and  the  only  regret  I  have,  is  that  I  was  unable  to 
accomplish  more  work  than  I  did.

$200,000.00,  on  twenty  years  time,  for  the  payment  of  the  warrants  falling  due  in 
September  and  November,  1875. 

Your  Committee  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  fact  that  this  course  is  necessary 
to  maintain  the  credit  of  the  city ;  and  in  our  judgment  the  policy  pursued  by  the 
Council  for  the  past  few  years  in  carrying  over,  from  year  to  year,  large  amounts 
of  indebtedness,  and  borrowing  money  temporarily  to  keep  up  the  current  expenses, 
would,  under  present  circumstances,  be  inexpedient  and  unwise,  and  we  cannot 
recommend  a  continuance  of  it.  "What  is  needed  now,  is  the  strictest  economy  in 
all  the  departments  of  the  city,  and  the  limiting  of  the  expenditures  to  the  actual 
receipts  of  the  treasury  ;  and  providing  for  and  maintaining,  as  the  charter  provides, 
a  sinking  fund  for  the  gradual  payment  of  the  accumulated  debt.  This  can  be  done 
by  an  increase  of  the  tax  levy,  which  will  not  prove  a  hardship  upon  the  tax-pay- 
ers, as  the  rate  of  taxation  has  been  lower  here  than  in  most  cities. 

The  expenditures  for  the  past  few  years  have  exceeded  the  revenue  over  $200,- 
000,  each  year,  and  it  now  becomes  us  to  carefully  guard  against  any  increase  of 
the  debt  in  the  future.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  expenses  can  be 
considerably  curtailed  in  the  expenditures  for  bridges,  cisterns,  fire  department, 
purchasing  gravel  roads,  hospitals,  sewers,  street  improvements  and  street  repairs.

Gentlemen : — The  covered  wooden  drain  which  the  City  recently  constructed  at 
the  intersection  of  Randolph  and  Michigan  streets,  just  west  of  the  Indiana  State 
Reformatory  grounds,  has  been  proven,  by  the  late  rains,  to  be  wholly  inadequate 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  away  the  accumulated  water  in  the  crooked  run.  The 
volume  of  water  collecting  at  that  point  and  finding  no  outlet,  backs  up  and  over- 
flows the  Reformatory  grounds,  causing  great  damage  and  interfering  very  seriously 
with  the  improvements  now  being  made  by  the  State. 

This  sewer  should  be  nearly  three  times  its  present  size,  in  order  to  accomplish 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  placed  there.  I  ask,  therefore,  the  immediate  attention 
of  your  honorable  body  to  this  subject,  in  order  that  the  city  may  not  be  made  liable 
for  damage  done  to  State  property. 

Accompanying  this  I  send  you  the  report  of  Mr.  Win.  H.  Morrison,  Civil 
Engineer,  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  examination  of  the  grounds.     .

Sir: — I  have  examined,  since  the  recent  rains,  the  covered  wooden  drain  built 
by  the  city  immediately  west  of  Kandolph  street,  and  south  of  Michigan  street  ; 
and  the  valley  of  the  branch  running  through  the  Eeformatory  grounds,  and  have 
to  report,  that  said  drain  or  sewer  is  insufficient  to  carry  off  the  water  of  the  branch, 
and  therefore  materially  injures  the  Eeformatory  grounds. 

The  average  area  of  the  cross  section  of  the  natural  channel  of  said  branch 
above  the  State  grounds,  is  about  thirty  square  feet ;  and  in  high  water  this  channel 
is  insufficient  ;  the  water  overflowing  the  adjacent  grounds.  My  judgment  is,  that 
a  covered  drain,  to  pass  the  water  of  this  branch  without  much  damming  up  of  the 
water,  ought  to  have  a  cross  section  of  not  less  than  forty  (40)  square  feet ;  whereas 
the  area  of  the  cross  section  of  the  wooden  drain  constructed  by  the  city  is  only 
about  sixteen  (16)  square  feet.

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  submitted  the  following  report : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council : 

The  charter  requires  the  Mayor  to  pay  into  the  City  Treasury,  within  one  month 
after  they  are  received,  all  fines  and  penalties  collected  by  him. 

The  act  of  1873  provides  that  all  fines  and  penalties  collected  for  the  violation  of 
certain  ordinances,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Home  for  Friendless 
Women,  and  that  the  Mayor  shall  pay  such  amount  into  the  City  Treasury  every 
three  months. 

A  suit  to  test  the  question  of  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  so  direct  the  City's 
revenues  was  decided  against  the  city,  and  the  Council  directed  an  appeal  to  be 
taken,  which  leaves  the  question  yet  undecided. 

If  the  decisions  of  the  lower  court  is  sustained ,  nearly  all  the  fines  collected  will 
go  to  the  Home  of  the  Friendless,  and  there  would  be  but  a  trifle  to  pay  into  the 
treasury  monthly.  As  all  monies,  however  received,  will  remain  in  the  treasury  until 
the  decision  of  the  Superior  Court,  perhaps  a  year  or  two,  I  thought  it  best  to  pay 
the  whole  amount  into  the  treasury,  monthly,  specifying  the  amount  due  Home  of 
the  Friendless,  if  the  suit  is  decided  in  their  favor,  and  if  so  decided,  it  can  easily 
be  ascertained.  I  herewith  report  amount  received  during  the  month  of  May,  and 
detailed  statement,  as  required  by  law:

The  second  survey  in  Centre  street  will  be  the  cheapest,  as  it  will  require  to  be 
but  10  feet  wide  at  the  top,  and  3  feet  higher  than  high  water  mark;  no  gravel  to  be 
used,  and  the  slope  to  be  equal  as  one  to  one  and  a  half. 

This  will  take  3,113  cubic  yards  of  dirt,  the  cost  of  which,  estimated  at  50  cents 
per  cubic  yard,  will  be  $1,556.50. 

The  first  survey  on  Millersville  Pike,  or  Washington  avenue,  will  require  to  be 
18  feet  wide  at  the  top  and  2  feet  higher  than  high  water  mark,  and  will  take  5100 
cubic  yards  of  dirt  and  642  cubic  yards  of  gravel,  the  estimated  cost  of  which 
will  be  : 

5.100  cubic  yards  of  dirt  at  50  cents $2,550  00 

644  cubic  yards  of  gravel  at  60  cents , 385  00 

Total  $2,935  00 

The  gravel  to  be  16  feet  wide,  15  inches  in  the  centre  and  sloping  to  5  inches  a 
the  sides,  and  the  slope  to  be  in  proportion,  from  one  to  one  and  a  half. 

The  water  summit  is  directly  in  the  centre  of  Millersville  Pike,  from  which  the 
water  runs  a  distance  of  about  700  feet  to  Fall  creek  on  the  north  side,  and  about  4 
miles  to  the  State  ditch  on  the  south  side,  as  shown  in  the  annexed  plat,  and  indi- 
cated by  a  light  blue  ground. 

If  you  build  the  levee  on  Centre  street,  and  should  another  freshet  occur  and 
overflow  Millersville  Pike,  it  will  form  a  pond  or  basin  on  blocks  10,  11, 12, 13,  and 
part  of  14,  in  Howland  &  Tuttle's  sub-division  to  Northwood,  (as  indicated  in  the 
annexed  plat  by  a  light  blue  ground,)  and  will  have  no  outlet.  This  will  cause 
serious  damage  to  said  property,  and  the  owners  can  fall  back  on  the  City  lot 
damages. 
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If  you  build  the  first-mentioned  levee  on  Millersville  Pike,  it  will  prevent  the 
ovorflow  of  the  above  mentioned  ground,  and  will  cause  the  water  to  run  directly 
into  Fall  creek  ;  besides,  after  the  Pike  is  graveled  and  has  settled  by  travel,  there 
will  be  not  near  the  danger  of  washing  as  there  would  be  by  the  levee  on  Centre 
street. 

My  opinion  is,  that  the  levee  on  Millersville  Pike  will  be  the  best,  and,  every 
thing  considered,  the  cheapest,  and  will  be  the  surest  means  of  preventing  the  water 
from  Fall  creek  from  reaching  the  city  during  a  freshet. 

I  have  asked  several  contractors  what  they  would  furnish  the  dirt  for,  on  the 
ground,  and  their  prices  vary  so  much  that  I  am  unable  to  give  the  exact  cost  of  the 
dirt ;  but  my  opinion  is  that  if  the  work  is  let  by  contract,  it  can  be  furnished  on  the 
place  for  50  cents,  and  gravel  for  60  cents  per  cubic  yard.

Upon  examination,  I  find  that  the  Irvington,  Stratford   and  Indianapolis  Street 
Car  Railroad  Company  is  building  a  street  car  track  on  the  north  half  of  said 
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avenue,  between  the  points  above  mentioned,  which  is  owned  by  the  State  as 
aforesaid,  and  are  excavating  portions  of  the  ground  on  the  south  half  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  the  grade  of  said  track,  thereby  making  the  grade  of  said  avenue 
higher  on  the  north  side  and  lower  on  the  south  side  than  it  should  be,  as  shown  by 
the  profile  on  file  in  my  office. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  said  company  should  be  notified  to  lower  their  track 
in  conformity  with  the  established  grade  of  said  avenue,  and  discontinue  excavating 
the  same  on  the  south  half,  and  if  they  fail  to  lower  their  track  to  the  established 
grade,  they  will  have  no  legal  claim  on  the  city  for  damages  by  reason  of  preventing 
the  running  of  street  cars  over  said  track  while  said  avenue  is  being  improved,  when 
so  ordered  by  the  city.

Gentlemen : — In  reply  to  your  communication  of inst.,  in  reference  to  the 

repair  of  sidewalks,  I  submit  the  following  as  the  result  of  my  investigation  of  the 
subject : 

The  Acts  of  1867,  3  Ind.  St.  98,  Sec.  98,  gives  the  City  Council  power  to  order 
repairs  of  side- walks  in  front  of  any  lot  or  lots,  and  in  case  of  failure  or  refusal  by 
the  owner  to  make  them,  to  cause  them  to  be  made  by  the  Street  Commissioner, 
and  to  have  the  costs  made  a  lien  upon  the  lot  or  lots.  Buk  the  Act  referred  to 
seems  to  contemplate  the  passage  of  an  ordinance,  or  by  law,  providing  how  and  in 
what  manner  the  repairs  shall  be  made,  and  the  costs  assessed  and  collected  and  the 
lien  enforced. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  ordinance  of  the  Council  passed  in  pursuance  of 
this  Act,  and  as  comprehensive  as  required. 

Ordinance  July,  1869,  (City  Ord.,  p.  121,)  provides  that  no  work  shall  be  done 
upon  any  sidewalk,  the  cost  of  which  shall  exceed  $50.00,  except  in  pursuance  of 
ordinance  or  resolution.  Sec.  14,  Ord.,  Dec.  28,  1863,  (City  Ord.,  p.  154,}  provide* 
that  the  owner  of  a  lot,  his  agent  or  occupant,  may,  at  his  own  expense,  make  iuhv»- 
sary  repairs  witli  the  consent  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Street  Commissioner. 

Sec.  15,  of  the  same  ordinance,  provides  method  of  proceeding  by  Street  OommiB- 
sioner,  in  case  of  failure  of  such  owner,  agent  or  occupant,  to  make  such  repairs. 
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It  is  doubtful  if  the  provisions  of  this  section  can  be  enforced  against  a  mere  agent 
or  occupant.  Moreover,  this  section  does  not  cover  cases  where  the  owner  is  a  non- 
resident, infant,  insane  person,  or  cannot  be  found  ;  nor  is  there  any  provision  by 
which,  in  such  cases,  or  in  any  other,  the  expense  of  such  repairs  can  be  made  a  lien 
upon  the  lot. 

Neither  is  there  any  provision  by  which  the  expenses  of  such  repairs  can  be 
assessed  against  all  the  property  owners  of  a  particular  square,  pro  rata  according 
to  frontage. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  a  new  ordinance  upon  the  subject.

In  some  of  the  squares,  where  the  length  is  not  over  420  feet,  as  is  the  case  in  squares 
of  the  old  plat,  this  system  of  lighting  streets  will  answer  very  well,  but  in  the 
outside  additions,  where  the  squares  vary  from  300  to  700  feet,  the  system  is 
entirely  inadequate  for  the  proper  lighting  of  the  streets  and  ought  to  be  amended 
at  once. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  lamps  should  not  be  located  at  a  greater  distance  than  140 
feet  apart,  nor  less  than  100  feet ;  this  is  allowing  that  each  lamp  should  properly 
light  a  circle  of  140  feet  in  diameter,  which  I  think  it  will  do,  and  would 
recotaamend  that  your  honorable  body  pass  an  order  to  this  effect.

Your  Committee,  together  with  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  inspected  the  point  above 
referred  to,  and  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  ground  and  surroundings,  believe 
that  a  levee  can  be  built  at  a  point  immediately  north  of  the  Edge  Tool  Factory, 
running  east  from  the  Peru  railroad  to  a  point  on  the  bluff  north  of  the  pike,  that 
Would  compromise  the  difficulties  that  now  seem  to  exist,  and  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
the  one  recommended  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer  in  his  report  of  last  Monday 
night.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — In  explanation  of  the  accompanying  bill,  I  would  state  that  I  took 
the  contract  for  grading  and  graveling  Fifth  street,  between  the  Central  Canal  and 
the  unimproved  portion  of  the  street,  basing  my  bid  on  the  profile  and  notes 
furnished  by  the  Citf  Engineer,  showing  over  one-half  of  the  length  of  the  street, 
about  a  surface  grade,  the  balance  a  cut. 

Before  going  to  work,  I  called  on  the  Engineer  two  or  three  times  for  stakes  on 
that  part  of  the  street,  showing  the  light  work;  but  for  some  unexplained  reason 
could  not  get  them.  I  went  on  with  the  other  part  of  the  street,  and  when  the 
grading  was  nearly  done,  was  informed  by  Mr.  Patterson  that  the  grade  had  been 
changed,  and  that  a  heavy  fill  must  be  made  next  the  canal,  to  get  over  a  bridge 
that  was  to  be  built.  I  told  him  it  would  add  much  to  the  expense  of  doing 
the  work,  and  I  must  be  paid  extra  for  it.  He  came  up  and  set  part  of  the  stakes, 
but  had  forgotten  the  plat  book,  but  gave  directions  where  to  make  the  fill,  and  also 
to  make  the  cut  a  foot  deeper. 
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This  was  done ;  but  when  he  set  the  stakes,  it  was  found  that  the  line  ten  feet  too 
far  south,  the  fill  having  been  made,  and  the  part  he  directed  to  be  made  deeper  had 
to  be  filled  over  a  foot.  When  Mr.  Brown  came  on  the  work,  he  said  Mr- 
Patterson  had  made  a  mistake,  but  would  allow  me  for  the  extra  work.  When 
Mr.  Dietz,  the  present  Engineer,  went  to  inspect  and  receive  the  work,  I  called  his 
attention  to  extra  work  and  gave  him  the  amount ;  but  Mr.  Patterson  objected  to 
any  allowance  being  made  for  extra  work,  and  the  estimate  was  not  reported  to 
the  Council  until  the  next  meeting. 

I  was  afterwards  allowed  sixty  (60)  dollars  for  the  work ;  that  being  less  than 
one-half  of  the  cost  of  doing  it.  I  would,  therefore,  ask  that  the  additional  amount 
named  in  the  bill  be  allowed  me.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — I  have  been  directed  by  your  honorable  body  to  examine  into  and 
make  survey  of  the  northeastern  part  of  the  city,  and  report  the  most  practicable, 
feasible  and  best  way  of  draining  that  section  of  the  city,  would  respectfully  report 
that  I  have  been  unable  to  examine  and  survey  said  section,  (with  the  exception  of 
three  points,  a  report  of  which  I  submit  below,)  for  want  of  time,  and  the  work  is 
of  such  magnitude  that  I  will  be  unable  to  accomplish  the  same  in  any  reasonable 
time,  and  attend  to  the  regular  duties  of  my  office  in  the  interval,  with  my  present 
force,  and  will  be  obliged  to  employ  additional  help. 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  my  examinations  and  surveys  of  the  three  (3)  points 
above  referred  to  : 

The  grade  on  North  Alabama  street,  from  Home  avenue  to  Linden  street,  is  very 
defective. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  there  was  an  excavation  made  in  said  street  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  gravel,  and  after  the  improvement  was  made,  the  grade  sunk  for  the 
reason  that  the  ground  was  not  solid  underneath,  thus  causing  the  defect  in  the 
grade  above  referred  to. 

It  will  be  necessary,  to  secure  the  proper  drainage  of  said  street,  to  raise  the  grade 
of  the  same  from  Home  avenue  to  Linden  street,  and  at  any  other  points  north  of 
Home  avenue  that  may  be  necessary,  and  also  to  lower  tfte  gutters  between  five  and 
six  inches  from  Linden  street  north  to  State  ditch. 

This  work  can  be  done  by  the  Street  Commissioner. 
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It  will  also  be  necessary,  to  secure  the  proper  drainage  of  Pennsylvania  street  in 
the  neighborhood  of  the  intersection  of  Home  avenue,  to  build  a  sewer  in  Pennsyl- 
vania street,  from  Home  avenue  to  Second  street,  (not  yet  opened)  and  west  on 
Second  street  to  connect  with  Second  street  sewer,  on  the  west  line  of  Meridian 
street. 

This  ought  to  be  done  at  once,  and  Second  street  opened  to  permit  the  building  of 
said  sewer. 

Said  work  will  have  to  be  done  by  contract. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  cleaning  out  of  the  gutters  at  the  crossing  of  Meridian 
street  on  Tinker  street,  and  the  lowering  of  the  gutters  on  the  north  line  of  Tinker 
street  to  a  point  where  the  sewer  commences  in  said  street,  to  permit  the  water  of 
this  locality  running  into  said  sewer. 

This  work  can  also  be  done  by  the  Street  Commissioner.

Gentlemen  : — As  per  your  instructions,  I  have  made  two  additional  surveys  for  a 
levee  immediately  east  of  the  Peru  Railroad  bridge,  near  Fall  Creek,  together 
with  the  estimated  cost  of  same,  and  described  in  the  accompanying  plat  as  No.  3 
and  No.  4. 

Levee  No.  3  is  located  north  of  Millersville  Pike,  and  between  said  pike  and 
Fall  Creek  ;  said  levee  is  to  be  1075  feet  long  and  12  feet  wide  at  the  top,  the  slope 
to  be  one  to  one,  requiring  7765  cubic  yards  of  earth,  the  cost  of  which  will  be,  at 
40  cents  per  cubic  yard,  $3,106,00. 

Levee  No.  4  is  located  immediately  north  of  levee  No.  3,  and  the  nearest  one  to 
Fall  Creek  ;  said  levee  is  to  be  1375  feet  long,  and  12  feet  wide  at  the  top,  the  slope 
to  be  one  to  one,  requiring  9532  cubic  yards  of  earth,  the  cost  of  which  will  be,  at 
40  cents  per  cubic  yard,  $3,812,80. 

The  ground  upon  which  these  levees  are  to  be  built  is  much  lower  than  Millers- 
ville Pike,  and  if  either  one  of  said  levees  are  to  be  established,  no  culverts  should 
be  permitted  to  be  pnt  in,  for  by  so  doing,  it  would  endanger  the  washing  out  of 
the  entire  embankment. 
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It  is  also  my  opinion,  that  if  either  one  of  said  levees  be  built,  that  the  entire 
force  of  the  current  in  Fall  Creek  during  a  freshet,  will  centre  at  a  point  against  the 
Peru  railroad  embankment  between  said  levee  and  the  creek,  and  I  am  afraid  will 
force  a  passage  at  said  point,  or,  if  it  fails  to  do  this,  it  may  be  possible  for  it  to 
force  a  passage  through  said  railroad  embankment  from  the  west  side,  and  thus 
getting  behind  the  said  levees,  will  cause  a  repitition  of  the  same  damage  that 
occurred  a  short  time  since. 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that,  if  the  city  can  procure  the  right,  the  levee  on 
Millersville  Pike  will  be  the  best,  as  the  embankment  of  same  has  been  made  solid 
and  compact  by  travel  and  will  make  an  A  No.  1  foundation. 

The  embankments  of  the  other  projected  levee  will  be  fresh,  and  will  take  several 
years  for  them  to  become  solid  and  compact. 

In  any  event,  this  is  a  matter  that  requires  the  immediate  action  of  your  honorble 
body,  and  one  of  the  proposed  levees  should  be  decided  upon  at  once. 

If  the  city  cannot  obtain  the  right  for  building  the  levee  on  Millersville  Pike,  I 
would  respectfully  recommend  the  building  of  the  levee  described  as  No.  3,  in  the 
annexed  plat,  as  it  is  the  cheapest. 

The  levee  described  as  No.  4  in  the  annexed  plat  is  equally  as  good  as  levee 
N©.  3,  but  it  will  cost  more  because  it  is  longer  by  three  hundred  feet.

By  section  1  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  March  3,  1865,  3d 
Ind.,  Statute  7,   "  the  Indiana  State  Board  of  Agriculture  is  empowed  to  purchase

and  hold  real  estate  for  the  purpose  of  holding  state  fairs,  and  other  uses  of  the 
Board,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  eighty  acres."  By  section  3,  it  is  provided 
"  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  said  Board  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation." 

The  foregoing  act  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  repealed,  either  expressly  or  impliedly, 
even  if  it  could  be,  by  any  subsequent  act.  I  do  not  regard  it  as  necessary  in  order 
to  exempt  the  land  from  taxation,  that  it  should  be  enclosed,  or  that  state  fairs 
should  be  held  on  the  ground  itself.  If  actually  used  for  any  object  legitimately 
connected  with  state  fairs,  or,  even  if  not  used  at  all,  but  held  in  good  faith  in 
anticipation  of  some  such  object  in  future,  it  should  be  exempt.  If  devoted  to 
some  object  wholly  and  clearly  foreign  to  state  fairs,  it  would  cease  to  be  exempt. 

It  might  be  claimed,  perhaps,  that  any  real  estate  owned  by  fhe  Board  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  the  above  named  act,  would  be  exempt,  although  held  for 
no  other  purpose  but  that  of  re-investing  the  proceeds  in  other  real  estate  for  the 
same  general  object  for  which  the  corporation  was  organized. 

If  necessary  to  determine  this  last  question,  I  should  ask  time  for  a  fuller 
statement  of  the  facts  and  for  further  consideration.

Gentlemen  : — The  Council  at  its  last  meeting  passed  a  resolution  directing  the 
Street  Commissioner  to  raise  and  reboulder  the  gutter  on  the  west  side  of  Pennsyl- 
vania street,  from  Market  to  Ohio  street,  which  is  now  being  done. 

We  know  of  no  reason  why  this  partiality  should  be  shown  the  west  side  of  the 
street,  especially  as  the  gutters  on  the  east  side  are  in  a  much  worse  condition  than 
those  on  the  west. 

For  three  years  past,  the  east  side  of  Pennsylvania  street  in  front  of  the  new  hotel*

Gentlemen: — I  was  directed  by  your  honorable  body,  in  connection  with  the 
Street  Commissioner,  to  examine  the  grade  of  Tennessee  street,  between  McCarty 
and  Ray  streets,  with  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  the  overflow  of  water  into  private 
property  along  the  line  of  said  street.  Would  report  that  we  have  examined  the 
same,  and  find  tb  at  since  the  canal  has  been  filled,  that  the  water  of  this  locality 
must  be  drained  along  McCarty  street  into  Pogues  run.  In  order  to  do  this,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  lower  the  gutters  on  Tennessee  street  from  Ray  to  McCarty  street, 
and  grade  and  *pave  the  sidewalks  with  brick  between  said  points.  If  the  side- 
walks are  only  filled  with  gravel,  it  must  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  hence 
we  recommend  the  grading  and  paving  of  the  same. 
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I  was  also  directed  to  examine  the  gutter  sewer  on  west  side  of  Mississippi  street, 
between  Washington  and  Maryland  streets,  and  report  the  best  method  of  draining 
the  same  at  that  point ;  would  report  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  best  plan  will  be  to 
boulder  the  gutters  on  the  west  side  of  Mississippi  street,  and  boulder  and  curb  the 
east  side  of  same. 

There  is  not  much  fall  at  this  point,  and  the  gutter  sewer  is  but  a  one  foot  pipe, 
and  if  the  Street  Commissioner  should  clean  it  out  it  would  fill  up  again  inside  of 
one  month. 

I  was  also  directed  to  report  the  best  plan  for  getting  rid  of  the  water  that 
accumulates  in  the  gutters  on  East  street  immediately  north  of  Massachusetts 
avenue.  Would  report  that  I  have  examined  the  same,  and  find  it  best  to 
recommend  the  curbing  of  the  sidewalks,  and  bouldering  the  gutters  on  East  street, 
from  Massachusetts  avenue  to  St.  Clair  street,  and  regrading  said  street  between 
eaid  points.

Gentlemen : — I  deem  it  my  duty  to  inform  you  of  a  large  waste  in  the  consumption 
of  gas  in  the  City  Station  House. 

There  was  consumed  at  this  point  during  the  month  of  July,  24,500  cubic  feet  of 
gas,  against  8,000  cubic  feet  for  the  month  previous,  making  a  difference  in  the 
consumption  of  Jgas  at  said  point  between  the  month  of  May  and  June  of  16,500 
cubic  feet. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  parties  in  charge  of  the  Station  House  be  instructed 
to  look  after  this  matter,  and  try  and  prevent  a  like  waste  in  the  future. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  difference  in  the  consumption  of  gas 
between  the  east  and  west  side  of  the  Illinois  street  tunnel. 

The  east  side  consumed  during  the  month  of  Jnne  27,800  cubic  feet,  and  the  west 
side  consumed  but  z0,000  cubic  feet,  making  a  difference  in  the  consumption  during 
the  month,  between  the  two  sides  of  the  tunnel,  of  7,800  cnbic  feet. 

This  is  accounted  for  from  the  fact  thar  the  west  side  of  the  tunnel  which  consumed 
the  least  is  lit  up  by  two  large  reflectors,  one  located  at  each  end  of  the  tunnel,  aud 
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only  two  drop  lights  in  the  center,  while  the  other  side  has  no  reflectors  and  is  lit 
entirely  by  drop  lights,  eight  in  number. 

I  would  recommend  the  erection  of  two  additional  reflectors  in  the  east  side  of 
said  tunnel,  as  it  will  be  a  large  saving  of  gas  to  the  city.

This  drain  had  a  capacity  of  sixteen  square  feet,  but  it  was  insufficient  to  carry 
off  the  water  of  said  branch  or  creek.  Nevertheless  the  damage  would  not  have 
been  so  great  had  not  the  Reformatory  people  built  a  bridge  two  and  a  half  feet 
high,  immediately  east  of  said  drain,  thereby  lessening  the  capacity  of  said  covered 
drain  from  sixteen  to  six  square  feet.

Gentlemen: — I  was  directed  by  your  honorable  body,  in  connection  with  the 
Street  Commissioner,  to  examine  the  grade  of  Tennessee  street,  between  McCarty 
and  Ray  streets,  with  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  the  overflow  of  water  into  private 
property  along  the  line  of  said  street.  Would  report  that  we  have  examined  the 
same,  and  find  tb  at  since  the  canal  has  been  filled,  that  the  water  of  this  locality 
must  be  drained  along  McCarty  street  into  Pogues  run.  In  order  to  do  this,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  lower  the  gutters  on  Tennessee  street  from  Ray  to  McCarty  street, 
and  grade  and  *pave  the  sidewalks  with  brick  between  said  points.  If  the  side- 
walks are  only  filled  with  gravel,  it  must  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  hence 
we  recommend  the  grading  and  paving  of  the  same. 
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I  was  also  directed  to  examine  the  gutter  sewer  on  west  side  of  Mississippi  street, 
between  Washington  and  Maryland  streets,  and  report  the  best  method  of  draining 
the  same  at  that  point ;  would  report  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  best  plan  will  be  to 
boulder  the  gutters  on  the  west  side  of  Mississippi  street,  and  boulder  and  curb  the 
east  side  of  same. 

There  is  not  much  fall  at  this  point,  and  the  gutter  sewer  is  but  a  one  foot  pipe, 
and  if  the  Street  Commissioner  should  clean  it  out  it  would  fill  up  again  inside  of 
one  month. 

I  was  also  directed  to  report  the  best  plan  for  getting  rid  of  the  water  that 
accumulates  in  the  gutters  on  East  street  immediately  north  of  Massachusetts 
avenue.  Would  report  that  I  have  examined  the  same,  and  find  it  best  to 
recommend  the  curbing  of  the  sidewalks,  and  bouldering  the  gutters  on  East  street, 
from  Massachusetts  avenue  to  St.  Clair  street,  and  regrading  said  street  between 
said  points.

Gentlemen : — I  deem  it  my  duty  to  inform  you  of  a  large  waste  in  the  consumption 
of  gas  in  the  City  Station  House. 

There  was  consumed  at  this  point  during  the  month  of  July,  24,500  cubic  feet  of 
gas,  against  8,000  cubic  feet  for  the  month  previous,  making  a  difference  in  the 
consumption  of  Jgas  at  said  point  between  the  month  of  May  and  June  of  16,500 
cubic  feet. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  parties  in  charge  of  the  Station  House  be  instructed 
to  look  after  this  matter,  and  try  and  prevent  a  like  waste  in  the  future. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  difference  in  the  consumption  of  gas 
between  the  east  and  west  side  of  the  Illinois  street  tunnel. 

The  east  side  consumed  during  the  month  of  Jnne  27,800  cubic  feet,  and  the  west 
side  consumed  but  z0,000  cubic  feet,  making  a  difference  in  the  consumption  during 
the  month,  between  the  two  sides  of  the  tunnel,  of  7,800  cnbic  feet. 

This  is  accounted  for  from  the  fact  thar  the  west  side  of  the  tunnel  which  consumed 
the  least  is  lit  up  by  two  large  reflectors,  one  located  at  each  end  of  the  tunnel,  and 
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only  two  drop  lights  in  the  center,  while  the  other  side  has  no  reflectors  and  is  lit 
entirely  by  drop  lights,  eight  in  number. 

I  would  recommend  the  erection  of  two  additional  reflectors  in  the  east  side  of 
said  tunnel,  as  it  will  be  a  large  saving  of  gas  to  the  city.

Gentlemen: — The  matter  of  sewering  Crooked  Creek  on  east  Michigan  street  was 
referred  to  roe  with  instructions  to  make  a  profile,  plan  and  estimates  for  a  brick 
sewer  of  sufficient  capacity  to  carry  off  the  water  that  flows  into  said  creek.  Would 
report  that  I  have  made  profile  for  said  sewer,  from  Randolph  street  to  Pouge's 
Run,  and  the  same  is  now  on  file  in  my  office. 

The  said  sewer  will  be  located  in  the  center  of  Michigan  street  and  must  have  a 
capacity  sufficient  to  drain  two  and  one  half  miles  of  territory  or  about  twelve 
hundred  acres  of  ground.

Gentlemen  : — I  was  instructed  to  examine  Illinois  street,  from  Washington  street 
to  South  street,  and  advertise  for  bids  for  the  construction  of  a  brick  sewer  in  same 
of  sufficient  size  (to  be  determined  by  me,)  to  carry  the  water,  would  report  that  I 
have  made  such  examination  and  find  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  build  a  sewer 
between  Washington  street  and  Maryland  street,  for  the  reason  that  the  two  foot  pipe 
now  in  Illinois  street  between  said  points  will  connect  with  the  sewer  now  being 
built  on  Maryland  street,  from  Illinois  street  to  Kentucky  avenue,  and  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  carry  the  water  to  said  sewer. 

A  larger  sewer  than  three  feet  cannot  be  built  in  Illinois  street  south  to  South 
street,  without  raising  the  sidewalk  in  tunnel,  or  excavating  lower  than  the  bed  of 
Pogue's  Run. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  the  building  of  a  three  foot  brick  sewer  in  Illinois 
street,  from  Georgia  street  to  South  street,  and  a  two  foot  sewer  in  said  Illinois  street 
between  Maryland  and  Georgia  streets,  which  will  connect  with  the  three  foot  sewer 
above  referred  to  until  such  time  as  there  is  a  sewer  built  in  Georgia  street,  when  it 
can  be  re-connected  with  that  sewer.

*  Unless  some  such  act  or  resolution  exists,  then  the  State  Auditor  has  the  general 
custody  of  the  Park. 

It  may  be  conceded  that  the  city  has  a  general  police  power  over  the  Park  in  so 
far  as  to  authorize  it  to  prevent  the  gathering  of  any  assembly,  or  the  doing  of  any 
act  thereon  detrimental  to  the  comfort,  health,  good  order  and  general  wellfare  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

But  it  must  also  be  conceded  that  the  police  power  of  the  city  is  not  as  extensive 
as  applied  to  the  park,  as  it  is  over  the  streets,  alleys  and  sidewalks  of  the  city.  It 
may  prevent  the  congregating  on  these  of  assemblies  otherwise  lawful  upon  the  sole 
ground  that  they  obstruct  travel  upon  them,  but  it  cannot  upon  this  ground  forbid 
such  assemblies  in  the  Park. 

If  the  State  Auditor  choose  to  permit  persons  to  assemble  in  the  Park,  and  they 
do  so  assemble  and  conduct  themselves  decently  and  otherwise  lawfully,  the  city 
has  no  power  to  prevent  their  so  doing.  I  think  the  City  Council  has  no  power  to 
pass  the  motion  as  framed,  and,  if  passed,  I  do  not  think  the  courts  would  enforce  it.

Gentlemen  : — The  Board  af  Health  respectfully  calls  your  attention  to  those  dan- 
gerous nuisances,  the  undrained  vacant  lots  that  exist  in  almost  every  square  in  the 
city. 

The  raisingof  streets  and  alleys  has,  in  hundreds  of  places,  cut  off  natural  drain- 
age and  formed  ponds  in  which  tre  weeds  and  stagnant  water  will  ferment,  during 
the  hot  months,  and  produce  the  most  dangerous  class  of  diseases. 

We  suggest  that  the  Marshal  be  directed  to  set  to  work  immediately  to  enforce 
the  filling  up  of  all  ponds  owned  by  residents  in  the  city,  and  to  fill  such  as  are 
owened  by  non-residents  and  assess  the  cost  against  the  property. 
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Now,  that  there  is  a  contract  for  the  removal  of  the  garbage  from  the  city,  we 
suggest  that  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  issue  a  proclamation  informing  the  people  of  the 
fact,  and  requiring  every  household  to  avail  themselves  of  the  scavenger's  services.

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordinances  would  beg  leave  to 
report  : 

In  reference  to  the  proposed  ordinance  "supplemental  to  Building  Permit 
ordinance"  introduced  Dec.  14.  1874,  requiring  bond  of  the  builder  and  regulating 
the  space  to  be  occupied  by  building  material,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  present  existing  laws  if  carried  out,  wonld  be  all  sufficient  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  public  ;  that  sufficient  power  is  already  vested  in  the  City  Marshal 
to  keep  the  streets  and  sidewalks  comparatively  free,  and  while  we  need  do  nothing 
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to  retard  improvement  and  building  up  of  the  city,  we  would  recommend  that  his 
honor,  the  Mayor,  instruct  the  City  Marshal  to  enforce  the  law  in  regard  to 
obstructing  the  streets  and  sidewalks  of  the  city,  particularly  the  prominent 
thoroughfares  thereof. 

Your  Committee  deems  it  impolitic  to  place  on  the  backs  of  all  and  every  city 
order  issued  this  year,  "  this  order  is  redeemable  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer 
on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1876,  and  bears  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven-thirty  one 
hundredth  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  it  is  believed  that  the  additional  one-thirty  one 
hundredth  per  cent,  would  not  cause  bankers  and  others  to  take  the  said  warrants  at 
par  and  only  cause  an  additional  expense  to  the  city  without  beneficial  results.

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned,  your  petitioners,  respectfully  represent  that  they 
are  the  owners  of  property  on  North  Pennsylvania  street,  between  First  and  Tinker 
streets,  that  the  grading  of  the  streets  in  that  vicinity  is  such  that  the  drainage  of 
several  hundred  acres  flows  through  Home  avenue  into  Pennsylvania  street,  with 
no  artificial  or  natural  outlet ;  that  for  the  past  three  years  a  portion  of  the  under- 
signed have  suffered  from  this  cause,  not  only  damage  to  personal,  but  a  deteriora- 
tion in  the  value  of  their  real  property,  also  great  inconveniences,  besides  which, 
the  health  of  the  neighborhood  has  been  materially  affected,  especially  during 
warm  weather,  by  stagnant  water.

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together  with  sundry  contracts,  bonds  and  papers  relating  to  the  same,  would  pre- 
sent the  following  report : 

We  believe  the  passage  of  the  above  entitled  ordinance  and  the  letting  of  the 
contract  to  any  party  or  parties  under  the  same,  would  be  a  violation  of  the  spirit 
at  least  of  the  City  Charter,  or  in  other  words  civil  suits  between  parties  ought  not 
be  enforced  by  the  criminal  process  and  charter  officers  of  the  City,  all  of  which  the 
bid  and  contract  of  Mr.  Naltner  contemplates.  The  Council  may,  however,  make 
the  non-removal  of  garbage  a  penal  offense,  and  further,  let  the  contract  for  the 
removal  of  the  .same  to  any  party,  and  give  him  the  exclusive  control  and  right  to 
remove  all  garbage,  slops  and  waste  matter  from  the  City  limits,  as  well  as  regulate 
the  schedule  of  prices  and  all  minor  details,  all  of  which  is  now  provided  for  by  the 
ordinance  passed  May  24,  1875,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  regulating  the  removal  of 
garbage,  and  slops  and  waste  matter  from  the  city  limits." 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  ordinance  can  be  amended 
so  as  to  protect  the  contractor  without  the  city  assuming  any  responsibility,  to-wit : 
In  case  the  house  holder  having  his  or  her  garbage  removed  for  one  month  and  at  the 
expiration  of  that  time  refusing  to  pay  the  contractor  his  fees  for  the  removal  of  his 
or  her  garbage,  slops  or  waste  matter,  he  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars  for  every  day  such  person  or  persons  fail  to  comply  with  the  ordinance, 
or  shall  tail  or  refuse  to  pay  said  contractor  for  the  removal  of  the  same,  and  the 
contractor  shall  not  be  required  to  remove  said  householder's  garbage  or  slops  until 
said  party  or  parties  shall  have  paid  the  contractor  his  fees. 

We  understand  Mr.  Naltner  will  accept  the  work  under  the  ordinance  with  the 
above  amendment,  at  his  bid,  fifteen  cents  per  week,  and  do  his  own  collecting,  and 
would  recommend  the  ordinance  be  so  amended  and  the  contract   awarded  to  Mr. 

Naltner,  he  filing  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  thousand  dollars  not  to  maintain 

or  keep  a  nuisance.

Gentlemen:— Your  petitioners  respectfully  show  that  by  the  recent  floods,  the 
dyke  or  south  bank  of  the  new  channel  of  Fall  Creek,  where  it  was  diverted  from 
its  former  course  directly  to  White  river,  has  been  mostly,  if  not  wholly  cut  out  and 
washed  away ;  that  this  embankment  or  dyke,  up  to  the  time  of  its  destruction,  was 
only  ten  (10)  feet  in  width,  and  it  is  not  thought  strange  it  gave  way  under  the 
great  pressure  of  the  late  rise. 
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Now,  your  petitioners  respectfully  suggest  that  a  bank  or  dyke  of  ten  feet  in  width 
is  too  narrow  and  insufficient  to  withstand  a  pressure  of  even  less  proportions  than 
the  late  one  ;  that  by  every  breakage,  the  city  is  put  to  great  expense  in  damage  to 
streets  and  culverts,  affected  by  the  water  so  escaping.  Your  petitioners  therefore 
pray  that  in  the  rebuilding  of  this  dyke  or  south  bank,  it  be  made  forty  feet  in 
width  instead  of  ten.  They  are  sustained  in  this  by  Samuel  J.  Patterson,  Esq., 
the  owner  of  the  land  upon  which  the  present  or  late  bank  and  channel  were 
situated.  Mr.  Patterson  will  allow  the  use  of  a  strip  thirty  feet  south  of  the 
present  ten  without  cost  to  the  city,  on  the  event  the  embankment  is  made  to  cover 
the  whole  forty  feet  in  width,  and  made  of  uniform  height  and  level  throughout  its 
extent. 

A  dyke  of  this  width,  and  perhaps  a  few  inches  higher  than  the  late  one,  could 
not  be  seriously  hurt  by  any  sudden  rise,  and  a  partial  rupture  would  be  unlikely 
to  effect  permanent  harm  before  assistance  could  be  rendered.  The  dirt  required 
for  the  enlarged  dyke  can  be  obtained  without  cost  to  the  city,  out  of  the  present 
bed  of  the  creek,  thereby  deepening  it  to  the  river.

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  bridges  on  the  line  of  Pogues  Run  from  its 
mouth  to  Clifford  avenue  and  herewith  report  the  extent  of  damages  to  same 
caused  by  the  flood : 

FIRST. 

The  Morris  street  bridge  has  been  entirely  destroyed  and  cannot  be  repaired.  I 
would  recommend  the  erection  of  an  iron  bridge  on  said  street,  and  the  raising  of 
the  street  several  feet,  so  as  to  give  the  water  more  of  an  out-let. 

SECOND. 

The  Mississippi  street  culvert  is  all  aright,  and  only  needs  to  be  protected  with 
cinders  at  the  east  end. 

THIRD. 

The  iron  bridge  on  Tennesseee  street  is  all  right. 

FOURTH. 

The  Eddy  street  culvert  is  all  right  and  only  requires  to  be  protected  with  cinders 
and  stone  at  the  center  pier  of  the  east  end. 
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FIFTH. 

The  Illinois  street  bridge  is  almost  entirely  destroyed,  and  I  would    recommend 
that  it  be  torn  down  and  replaced  by  an  iron  bridge. 


SIXTH. 

The  South  street  culvert  has  caved  in  at  the  north  end,  for  about  ten  feet  of  each 
arch,  and  one  pier  needs  repairing  on  the  south  end.  I  would  recommed  that  this 
culvert  be  repaired  and  protected  with  cinders. 

SEVENTH. 

The  three  east  end  arches  on  the  East  street  culvert  has  caved  in  for  about  fifteen 
feet,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  balance  of  the  culvert  be  taken  down  and  an 
iron  bridge  erected  in  its  place. 

EIGHTH. 

The  arches  of  the  Washington  street  culvert  has  sunk  about  four  inches  at  both 
ends  and  needs  to  be  repaired  and  protected  with  cinders. 

I  noticed  that  at  this  culvert  the  water  was  two  and  a  half  feet  higher  at  the  north 
end  than  it  was  at  the  south  end,  causing  the  whole  neighborhood  to  be  covered 
with  water.  This  was  caused  by  the  arches  being  to  small  and  not  having  sufficient 
capacity  to  carry  the  water  through.  The  same  trouble  will  be  experienced  with 
this  culvert  every  time  there  is  high  water,  and  I  would  therefore  recommend  the 
erection  of  an  iron  bridge  in  its  place. 

NINTH. 

The  wooden  bridge  on  New  York  street  requires  to  be  repaired  at  once.  This 
work  can  be  done  by  the  Street  Commissioner. 

TENTH 

About  half  of  the  bridge  on  Michigan  street  has  caved  in  at  the  north  end,  and  I 
would  recommend  that  the  balance  of  the  bridge  be  taken  down  and  an  iron  bridge 
erected  in  its  stead,  and  the  grade  of  the  bridge  raised. 

ELEVENTH. 

The  Clifford  avenue  culvert  is  entirely  destroyed,  and  I  would  recommend  that  an 
iron  bridge  be  erected  in  its  place. 
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The  flood  of  1866  brought  down  a  large  number  of  trees  and  rubbish,  which 
obstructed  the  culverts  to  such  an  extent  that  the  water  appeared  much  higher  than 
it  actually  was. 

The  bed  of  Pogues  Run  was  entirely  unobstructed  during  the  late  flood,  which 
gave  the  water  a  free  passage  Had  it  been  choaked  up  as  it  was  in  1866,  it  is  my 
opinion  the  water  would  have  reached  at  least  from  one  to  two  feet  higher  than 
it  did. 

We  may  expect  a  much  larger  quantity  of  water  in  Pogues  Run  than  we  have 
ever  had  yet.  Every  year  the  country  along  its  route  becomes  more  settled  and 
better  drained,  and  must  of  necessity  increase  the  amount  of  water  flowing  into  the 
Run. 

It  has  been  clearly  indicated  that  arched  culverts  are  great  obstructions,  because 
they  occupy  too  much  space,  and  are  too  easily  choked  up.  For  these  reasons  I 
would  recommend  that  iron  bridges  be  erected  in  their  places  whenever  it  is  possi- 
ble to  do  so. 

If  you  repair  those  culverts  that  are  damaged,  and  build  new  ones  in  place  of 
those  destroyed,  it  will  take  at  least  four  years  for  them  to  become  solid  and  compact, 
and  if  another  flood  should  come  on  them  while  they  are  fresh,  and  the  new  earth 
settling  and  pressing  them  down  from  the  top,  they  will  again  be  destroyed.  This 
was  the  trouble  with  some  of  the  culverts  at  the  time  of  the  late  flood. 

The  bed  of  the  Run  should  be  lowered  about  two  feet,  and  I  would  recommend 
that  the  bottom  be  planked  at  different  places  through  the  center  of  the  city  in  order 
that  it  may  be  more  easily  cleaned  and  at  less  expense.  Dirt  will  be  washed  down 
from  time  to  time,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  clean  it  out  every  year. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  build  temporary 
bridges  on  those  streets  where  the  old  ones  have  been  destroyed,  so  that  the  streets 
can  be  used  until  such  time  as  new  bridges  can  be  erected,  and  also  that  the  City 
Marshal  be  instructed  to  notify  the  property  owners  along  the  line  of  Pogues  Run, 
who  are  the  owners  of  lumber  and  wood  yards  located  thereon,  to  have  the  same 
protected  with  walls  or  tight  fences,  the  same  to  reach  above  high  water  point,  in 
order  to  prevent  material  from  being  washed  into  the  stream  and  obstructing  and 
choking  up  the  mouths  of  the  culverts.

I  would  also  suggest  the  importance  of  recommending  to  the  towns  above  us,  such 
as  Noblesville,  Anderson,  Muncie  and  others,  to  have  similar  scales  put  on  their 
bridges,  and  to  report  to  us  what  point  on  these  scales  was  reached  by  the  late  flood 
at  their  respective  places.

Gentlemen : — Your  petitioner  would  respectfully  represent  to  your  honorable  body 
that  he  is  a  tenant  of  the  city,  occupying  that  part  of  the  Tomlinson  estate  known  as 
32  East  Ohio  street,  paying  for  the  same  a  rental  of  $360.00  per  year ;  that  he  has 
occupied  the  premises  for  the  past  four  years,  and  that  he  has  paid  his  rent  promptly 
on  tbe  first  day  of  each  month,  in  advance,  ever  since  the  property  came  into  the 
possession  of  the  city ;  that  about  the  first  of  last  March  the  coal  house  hitherto 
attached  to  the  premises  was  closed  by  Dr.  Tomlinson,  since  which  time  there  has 
been  no  coal  house  nor  anything  in  lieu  of  one  that  your  petitioner  could  use  ;  that 
he  is  now  and  has  been  since  the  said  first  day  of  March,  dependent  on  a  neighbor 
for  the  use  of  a  privy  for  himself  and  family,  there  being  none  belonging  to  the 
premises,  the  one  hitherto  belonging  to  the  premises  being  on  the  portion  of  the  said 
Tomlinson  estate  leased  by  Drs.  Waterman  &  VanVerhis. 

Your  petitioner  has  from  time  to  time  stated  these  facts  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and 
has  continued  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  his  rent  under  the  expectation  that  the  city 
would  provide  such  necessary  adjuncts  to  the  property  as  are  customary  and  of  righ 
belong  thereto,  and  that  for  want  of  these  necessaries  himself  and  family  have  suf- 
fered great  inconvenience.

That  about  the  first  of 
August,  after  the  house  had  been  in  a  state  of  chaos  ever  since  the  advent  of  the  car- 
penters, some  plasterers  came  and  made  an  expeditious  and  workmanlike  job  of 
repairing  the  plaster,  but  in  so  doing  a  large  amount  of  old  plaster  was  removed 
which  your  petitioner  had  to  clear  out  and  dispose  of  at  his  own  expense,  and  that 
in  so  removing  the  plaster  the  papering  of  several  rooms  was  ruined  ;  that  the  said 
paper  was  put  on  by  your  petitioner  at  his  own  expense,  and  was  in  the  main  yet 
in  good  repair,  but  the  rooms  are  not  now  in  a  respe«table  condition  to  live  in.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  owners  of  real  estate  upon  Delaware  street 
between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Washington  street  would  respectfully  remon- 
strate against  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  introduced  on  the  19th  of  July,  which 
provides  that  this  street  be  macadamized  between  said  limits,  at  the  expense  of  the 
owners  of  adjoining  property. 

It  is  now  just  five  years  since  a  solid  road  bed  of  screened  river  gravel,  almost  two 
feet  deep,  was  taken  from  this  street  at  great  expense  and  labor,  and  in  its  place  the 
present  wooden  pavement  put  down,  also  at  great  expense.  The  graveled  street  was 
at  that  time,  the  most  solid  and  permanent  roadway  in  the  city,  and  needed,  to 
make  it  a  first  class  street,  only  the  bouldering  of  the  gutters,  and  the  removal,  by 
slight  fills,  of  the  small  inequalities  of  the  surface. 
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But  over  the  remonstrance  of  almost  every  real  estate  owner  on  this  portion  of 
the  street,  the  ordinance  was  passed,  and  the  block  pavement  forced  upon  us.  This 
latter  pavement  was,  at  that  time,  opposed  because  it  was  perishable,  unfit  for  heavy 
travel,  and,  withal,  very  expensive.  The  worst  apprehensions  have  been  more  than 
realized.  It  has  rotted,  it  is  worn  into  holes;  it  is  in  a  wretched  condition  ;  it  is  an 
unhealthy  nuisance  ;  it  is  avoided  by  teams,  and  instead  of  being  an  improvement 
it  is  a  damage  to  every  one  of  ns. 

Many  property  holders  regarded  its  construction  as  unwise,  and  an  outrage  upon 
their  rights.  The  gravel  with  which  they  had  paved  Delaware  street,  but  a  tew 
years  before  at  great  expense,  was  removed  one  square  east  to  Alabama  street,  where 
it  now  lies,  forming  a  roadway  vastly  superior  to  Delaware  street.  The  city  has 
paid  us  not  one  cent  for  the  gravel  thus  wrongfully  taken  from  us  and  by  arbitrary 
power,  has  held  it  from  that  day  to  this. 

The  putting  down  of  this  block  pavement  was  an  experiment  here,  of  which  we 
were  the  victims.  Subscriptions  were  taken  up  in  different  parts  of  the  city  to  buy 
off  remonstrants  and  silence  opposition.  Thousands  of  dollars  were  expended  or 
promised  in  this  manner,  to  fasten  this  outrage  upon  us.  And  now  it  is  proposed  to 
make  another  experiment.  It  is  now  proposed,  at  our  expense,  to  find  out  whether 
a  macadamized  street  will  answer  public  purposes,  or  like  the  Nicholson  pavement, 
prove  to  be  a  signal  failure. 

We  protest  against  being  made  the  victims  of  another  experiment.  If  it  must  be 
made  let  those  who  are  anxious  to  make  it  have  it  done  in  front  of  their  own  prop- 
erty.    We  apprehend  that  they  have  very  little  within  the  the  limits  of  the  city. 

In  other  cities  where  these  experiments  are  made,  they  are  made  in  front  of  public 
property  or  at  the  public  expense,  and  are  not  saddled  upon  individuals.  N  o  other 
mode  is  just  and  fair. 

It  is  a  serious  question  whether  the  macadamized  street  will  answer  the  purposes 
required.  It  has  been  in  many  places  condemed  and  totally  disused.  We  have 
tried  it  in  this  city  and  abandoned  it.  Washington  street  was  macadamized  by  the 
national  government  in  the  most  perfect  manner,  out  of  the  best  material  the  country 
affords,  and  after  some  years  use,  it  was  condemned  and  covered  up  with  the  present 
surface  of  boulders. 

Whether  there  is  any  material  now  within  reach  with  which  to  make  macadam- 
ized roads  that  will  not  rapidly  wear  into  dust  and  ruts  is  to  be  tried,  and  ought  to 
be  tested  carefully  and  long  enough  to  make  a  thorough  experiment  before  it  is 
adopted.  The  city  alone  can  do  this  at  its  own  expense,  and  we  respectfully  suggest 
that  it  cannot  be  done  too  soon.  Before  extensive  and  costly  improvements  are 
made  in  the  future,  tests  of  the  various  kinds  of  roadways  should  be  made. 

At  present,  Delaware  street  can  be  repaired,  the  worn  places  can  be  renewed  and 
a  roadway  twenty-five  or  thirty  feet  wide  in  the  center  can  be  put  in  with  new  blocks 
which  will  last  until  some  permanent  improvement  can  be  made  with  safety.  This 
street  is  not  now  ready  for  another  roadway.  It  is  not  supplied  with  water  pipes  and 
sewerage,  and  whatever  is  put  down  now  must  very  soon  be  torn  up  in  order  to 
make  these  improvements.     All  disturbances  of  the  surface  made  for  these  purposes 
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create  irregularities  which  can  never  be  removed.  The  ground  should  be  allowed 
to  settle  about  these  substructures  before  the  final  work  on  the  surface  is  done.  And 
for  the  present  the  street  should  be  repaired  until  these  works  are  properly  made. 

We  therefore  earnestly  protest  against  the  macadamizing  this  street,  and  ask  that 
the  present  pavement  be  repaired  as  hereinbefore  suggested,  at  the  expense  of  the 
city.

The  undersigned  would  further  respectfully  represent  that  the  injunction  he 
obtained  some  months  ago  against  the  filling  of  the  channel  and  diverting  the  course 
of  water  of  the  creek  at  that  point,  was  dismissed  by  the  court,  during  ray  absence 
by  consent  of  attorney,  on  mistaken  information  ;  which  injunction  1  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  renew,  however  reluctly  on  my  part,  if  proper  measures  are  not  adopted 
to  protect  the  interests  of  much  valuable  property  in  that  neighborhood. 
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The  improvemeut  of  Michigan  street  is  an  expensive  one  at  that  point,  which 
assessment  the  property  owners  will  cheerfully  pay  if  protected ;  otherwise  they  will 
be  compelled  to  insist  in  all  legall  ways.

with  five  ply  capped  ends,  capable  of  standing  a  pressure  of  four  (400)  pounds  to 
the  square  inch  when  delivered,  at  $1.05  per  foot  for  hose. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  warrants  and  agrees,  that  should  any 
of  the  said  Carbolized  Hose  fail,  or  give  out  within  thirty  months  from  date  of 
purchase,  from  any  defect  in  manufacture,  to  replace  the  same  free  of  charge  on 
return  of  the  defective  lengths ;  and  the  party  of  the  first  part  further  warrants, 
that,  during  the  said  period,  the  said  hose  shall  remain  unaffected  by  mildew  and 
rot.  And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  accept  the  said  hose 
and  couplings,  if  delivered  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications  ;  and  if  not 
so  delivered,  they  hereby  agree  to  notify  the  party  of  the  first  part  of  any  defect 
that  may  exist  therein,  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  delivery  of  said  hose  and 
couplings  to  them.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Cotincil  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — I  was  directed  to  survey  New  York  street  between  Blake  and 
Minerva  streets,  and  report  if  the  houses  on  the  north  side  New  York  street  are  not 
built  out  too  far  in  said  street. 

I  have  surveyed  the  same  and  find  that  the  west  half  of  the  second  dwelling  west 
of  the  alley  running  north  and  south,  between  Blake  and  Minerva  streets,  stands  out 
in  the  street  four-tenths  of  a  foot,  and  the  remaining  four  dwellings  between  the  last 
above  named  dwelling  and  Minerva  street  are  each  standing  in  the  street  seventy* 
five- hundredths  of  a  foot. 

SECOND. 

I  was  also  directed  to  examine  the  gutters  ton  the  south  side  of  Cedar  street 
between  Fletcher  avenue  and  Dillon  street,  and  also  on  the  north  side  of  English 
avenue,  from  Cedar  to  Dillon  street,  and  report  the  work  necessary  to  be  done  to 
relieve  the  citizens  along  the  line  named. 

I  have  examined  the  same  and  would  recommend  that  gutter.*  be  bouldered  to 
a  width  of  from  eight  to  ten  feet.     This  is,  in  my  opinion,  all  that  is  necessary. 

THIRD. 

Upon  examinatian  I  find  that  the  State  ditch  should  be  enlarged  from  Hill 
avenue  to  the  Exposition  grounds,  by  widening  the  same  so  that  the  width  will  be 
ten  feet  at  the  bottom  and  sloping  at  the  sides  from  one  to  one  and  a  half.  It  should 
also  be  deepened  wherever  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  the  proper  fall.  Thi? 
should  be  done  immediately. 

FOURTH. 

A  short  time  since  we  contracted  with  a  party  to  fill  up  the  break  in  West  Michi* 
gan  street,  but  before  the  work  was  commenced  the  late  Hood  cawie  and  washed  ou! 
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a  much  larger  portion  of  the  street  than  was  contracted  for.  The  contractor  declines 
to  perform  said  work,  as  he  is  not  prepared  to  furnish  the  material  for  such  a  large 
job. 

I  would  therefore  recommeud  that  the  work  be  readvertised  at  once,  as  the  street 
cannot  be  used  until  the  same  is  repaired. 

FIFTH. 

We  have  advertised  for  proposals  for  the  improvement  of  Home  avenue  between 
Delaware  and  Pennsylvania  street. 

I  do  not  see  how  the  water  can  be  drained  from  said  street  until  the  sewer  in 
Second  street  is  built,  or  some  other  provisions  made  for  carrying  off  the  water. 

There  is  now  a  large  basin  of  water  at  the  intersection  of  Home  avenue  and 
Pennsylvania  street,  which  has  no  out-let;  and  after  Home  avenue  is  improved,  the 
accumulation  of  water  will  be  still  greater.  There  should  be  some  provisions  for 
carrying  off  the  water  of  said  street  before  the  same  is  improved. 

SIXTH. 

There  should  be  an  additional  span  attached  to  the  east  end  of  the  Morris  street 
bridge  over  White  river. 

The  river  forms  a  large  bend  at  this  point  during  high  water,  and  the  force  of  the 
current  rushes  against  the  north  side  of  the  street  for  about  five  hundred  feet,  causing 
the  river  to  run  at  right  angles  for  the  distance  above  named.  By  building  an 
additional  span  at  the  east  end  it  would  give  the  water  a  quicker  passage  and 
lessen  the  danger  of  the  abutments  being  washed  out. 

The  grade  of  Morris  street  must  be  raised  about  three  feet,  immediately  east  of 
this  bridge  for  a  distance  of  five  hundred  feet,  and  the  same  should  be  done  at  once. 

SEVENTH. 

In  compliance  with  your  orders,  I  have  located  twelve  new  lamps  on  the  following 
streets  to-wit : 

On  Wood  street  from  Michigan  to  North  streets,  three  lamps. 
On  Fifth  street  from  Meridian  to  Illinois  streets,  three  lamps. 
On  Liberty  street  from  Ohio  to  New  York  streets,  three  lamps. 
On  Vermont  street  from  Liberty  to  Noble  streets,  three  lamps. 

The  same  have  been  erected  and  finished,  and  I  would  respectfully  ask  an  order 
to  light  said  lamps  from  and  after  the  14th  day  of  August,  1875.

Indianapolis,  August  16,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen:— In  reply  to  your  request  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  liability  of  the  city 
to  pay  for  lamp  posts  that,  through  the  negligence  of  the  lamp  lighters,  are  not 
lighted,  I  will  say  that  the  original  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common  Council  on 
March  19th,  1866,  provides  that  the  gas  company  shall  furnish  gas  to  the  city  at 
$300  per  thousand  cubic  feet.  Subsequent  to  this  ordinance,  to-wit  :  on  May  1st, 
1868,  the  Common  Council  entered  into  a  contract  by  which  the  gas  company  was  to 
light  and  keep  in  repair  the  lamps,  in  addition  to  supplying  them  with  gas,  and  for 
which  the  city  was  to  pay  the  gas  company  per  post,  $30.00  per  year,  to-wit:  $24  00 
for  the  gas  consumed,  and  $6.00  for  lighting,  extinguishing  and  keeping  in  reoair 
the  lamps.  This  contract,  by  its  terms,  terminated,  on  May  1st,  1873,  and  by  it* 
terms,  at  the  expiration  oi  the  time  therein  specified,  the  ordinance  aforesaid  of 
March  19th,  1866,  should  be  the  contract  between  the  city  and  the  gas  company, 
and  this  was  ratified  by  ordinance  of  the  Council  adopted  Nov.  13,  1873,  whereby, 
except  in  the  particulars  therein  specified,  the  ordinance  of  March  19,  1866,  was 
declared  to  be  revived,  and  to  constitute  the  basis  of  the  contract  between  the  city 
and  gas  company, 

I  find,  upon  examination  of  the  records,  no  other  ordinance  or  contract  on  the 
subject  since  the  date  of  the  above  named  ordinances  and  contract ;  that  since  May 
1st,  1873,  the  city  has  had  control  of  the  repairing,  lighting  and  extinguishing 
the  lamps,  and  that  the  gas  company  has  acquiesced  in  this  contract  by  presenting 
her  accounts  rendered  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  annum  per  lamp  post,  and  three  dollars 
($3.00)  per  thousand  feet  for  gas  otherwise  consumed. 

I  am  of  the  opinion — 

First—  That  so  long  as  the  city  keeps  control  of  the  street  lamps,  and  takes  charge 
of  the  repairing,  lighting  and  extinguishing  of  the  same,  that  she  would  not  be 
entitled  to  a  deduction  for  lamps  not  lighted  by  her  agents. 

Second — That  in  all  cases  where  the  gas  company  flails  to  provide  gas  for  lamps, 
and  where  by  reason  of  any  defect  in  mains  or  pipes  the  lamps  cannot  be  lighted, 
she  would  be  liable  to  a  deduction  for  such  lamps  not  lighted. 
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Third — That  if  the  city  should  hereafter  pursue  the  policy  of  lighting  and  repair- 
ing street  lamps,  she  should  embody  in  her  contract  with  the  lamp  lighters  a 
provision  creating  a  penalty  for  failure  to  light  the  lamps.

Indianapolis,  August  19,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council!  of  the  "City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen  : — In  presenting  the  estimates  of  expenses  for  the  current  year,  and  the 
accompanying  ordinance  fixing  the  tax  levy,  your  Committee  on  Finance  cannot 
but  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  necessity  that  compels  an  increase  of  tax_ 
ation.  And  without  any  desire  to  cast  reflection  on  what  has  been  the  policy  pursued 
informer  years  in  making  the  assessment,  we  are  brought  to  the  conclusion  that 
extraordinary  and  general  expenses  of  the  city  government  should  be  provided  for 
by  the  administration  that  creates  them. 

Upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  course  heretofore  adopted  in  fixing  the  tax 
levy,  it  has  shown  the  amount  realized  to  be  entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the  current 
expenses.  This  has  been  especially  true  for  the  past  few  years.  Expenses  in  the 
several  departments  have  been  necessarily  increased  by  the  rapid  growth  of  the  ch\ . 
and  the  demands  of  the  people  for  improvements  in  keening  with  that  growth,  and 
while  we  do  not  Wish  to  particularize,  we  cannot  refrain  from  saying  that  in  the  mat- 
ters of  gas,  street  improvements,  sewers,  fire  department,  engine  houses,  police, 
water  works  and  bridges,  the  improvements  have  been  called  for  and  required  by 
the  people,  and  are  the  natural  result  of  the  unprecedented  advancement  in  the 
population  and  wealth  of  the  city. 
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While  a  high  rate  of  taxation  is  to  be  deplored,  your  committee  believes  that  the 
proposed  rate  will  not  prove  burdensome.  Notwithstanding  floating  indebtedness  of 
the  city  may  sometimes  be  a  necessity,  the  emergency,  however,  for  contmuing  the 
same  cannot  exist  at  this  time,  when  the  funded  debt  as  presented  herewith  shows 
that  in  would  be  unwise  or  inexpedient  to  increase  it  or  the  floating  debt  another 
dollar. 

In  providing  for  the  revenue,  your  committee  have  set  apart  a  special  fund  as 
required  by  the  charter  to  meet  the  interest  on  the  public  debt,  and  a  further  portion 
to  provide  for  the  final  extinguishment  of  the  same,  (this  latter  has  not  heretofore 
been  done,  as  required  by  law,)  and  the  levy  recommended  is  deemed  sufficient  to 
cover  the  full  expense  of  the  city. 

The  accompanying  estimates  (not  appropriations)  of  expenses  show  that  they  have 
been  made  fully  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  city,  and  in  the  items  of  sewers,  street 
improvements,  bridges  and  streat  repairs,  are  in  excess  of  what  will  or  should  be 
expended  in  those  departments. 

The  heavy  rains  of  the  summer  have  added  largely  to  the  expenses  in  street 
repairs,  bridges  and  sewers,  that  otherwise  would  not  have  been  incurred. 

Expenses  are  increased  in  the  items  of  gas  and  water,  as  before  stated,  from  the 
growth  and  wants  of  the  city. 

While  recommending  the  strictest  economy  and  the  utmost  vigilance  in  the  admin- 
istration  of  the  various  departments,  the  policy  of  the  city  should  be  not  to  impede 
its  prosperity  and  growth  by  refusing  to  make  the  permanent  and  necessary 
improvements  demanded  by  tax  payers.

Mr.  Madden  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  special  ordi- 
dance  No.  92,  1875,  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  grade  and  pave  the 
east  sidewalk  on  Illinois  street,  between  South  street  and  south  side 
of  Pogues  Run,"  was  passed  August  16th,  1875,  and  that  the  ordi- 
nance be  stricken  from  the  files. 

Which  was  adopted. 

By  consent,  Mr.  Madden  introduced  special  ordinance  No.  176, 
1875,  entitled: 

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  grading  and  paving  the  east  sidewalk  on  Illinois  street 
between  South  and  Merrill  streets,  where  not  already  paved. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time. 

By  consent,  the  roll  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  new 
business  and  hearing  reports  from  committess. 

Mr.  Adams,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

Indianapolis,  August  19,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen:—  Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  papers, 
would  offer  the  following  report. 

In  the  matter  of  Sullivan  street,  which  was  presented  to  the  Council  in  the  Bhape  of 
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a  report  of  the  Board  of  Health,  in  which  they  declare  the  street  in  its  present  con- 
dition a  nuisance,  and  recommend  the  abatement  of  same  by  grading  and  graveling 
the  said  street,  between  Bradshaw  and  Buchanan  streets,  to  which  the  property 
owners  on  said  street  assent.  The  difficulty  that  now  exists,  is,  that  the  east 
side  of  the  street  is  faced  by  a  strip  of  ground  varying  in  width  from  four  to  seven 
feet,  and  belonging  to  tha  city  ;  and  immediately  east  of  said  ground,  is  a  fifteen 
foot  alley. 

In  order  to  make  the  property  on  the  east  side  of  said  street  benefitted  by  the 
improvement  of  same,  your  Committee  recommend  the  vacation  of  the  fifteen  foot 
alley ;  one-half  of  which  would  revert  to  the  property  adjoining,  and  the  other  half 
and  the  strip  of  ground  to  Sullivan  street,  thereby  widening,  said  street  about  twelve 
feet.  We  recommend  the  City  Attorney  be  instructed  to  prepare  the  necessary 
papers  for  the  vacation  of  said  alley,  and  present  the  same  to  this  Council  at  an 
early  day. 

The  Board  of  Health  represent  that  the  slaughter  houses  in  the  south-western 
quarter  of  the  city  are  nuisances,  and  as  such,  have  been  brought  before  the  City 
Court,  and  suggest  the  City  Marshal  be  instructed  to  close  up  those  establishments. 
Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  above  slaughter  houses  are,  as  they  are 
now  being  conducted  nuisances,  and  should  be  abated  by  due  process  oi  law,  and  at 
as  early  a  date  as  possible.  Your  Committee  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Council  can  not  instruct  the  Marshal  to  close  up  the  above  houses,  without  an  order 
of  Court,  or  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  prescribing  the  distance  from  the  City 
limits  whereto  they  can  be  maintained. 

Your  Committee  would  further  report  on  the  petition  of  Hezekiah  Smith,  R.  W. 
Lundy,  M.  F.  Teague  and  James  Baird,  in  which  they  severally  claim  damages  by 
reason  of  high  water  and  overflow,  and  as  claimed  by  some  of  the  petitions,  by 
imperfect  drainage.  In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  any  claims  for  loss  or 
damage  occasioned  by  the  recent  floods  and  by  surface  drainage,  should  not  be 
allowed.  As  the  immense  amount  of  rain  during  the  last  three  months  was  some- 
thing extraordinary,  and  partook  of  a  public  calamity,  and  any  damage  resulting 
therefrom,  was  not  occasioned  by  the  city  or  its  officers,  and  your  committee  would 
recommend  the  above  claims  be  not  allowed.

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Mr.  Adams,  from  Special  Committee,  submitted  the  following 
report : 

Indianapolis,  August  19,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  several  citizens 
asking  the  Council  to  take  such  action,  as  the  Charter  permits,  with  reference  to 
the  removal  of  the  dams  on  Fall  Creek,  now  owned  by  the  Messrs.  Geisendorff, 
would  present  the  following  report : 

The  City  must  sooner  or  later  have  complete  and  undisputed  control  of  Fall 
Creek,  it  can  not  allow  the  free  and  natural  flow  of  the  water  thereof  interfered  with 
by  mill  dams  or  other  obstructions.  Their  removal  and  the  extinguishment  of  the 
leases  and  rights  under  which  they  are  maintained  are  demanded  by  considerations 
of  public  interest  second  to  few.  Among  them  we  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  City  Engineer  has  established  the  drainage  of  several  of  the  north  and 
south  streets  so  as  to  drain  %nto  Fall  Creek  and  the  State  Ditch,  in  fact,  he  has  made 
the  latter  the  base  line  for  drainage  for  a  large  section  of  the  north  and  north-eastern 
part  of  the  city.  The  gutters  of  streets  in  these  quarters  are  on  a  level  with  the 
bottom  of  the  State  Ditch,  and  when  the  dams  are  built  to  their  full  hight  or  as 
high  as  Geisendorf  claims  he  has  a  legal  right  to  build  and  maintain  them,  the 
water  in  Fall  Creek  is  forced  back  into  the  Ditch  and  from  thence  to  the  streets 
above  referred  to.  The  removal  of  the  dams  would  give  a  fall  of  several  feet  more 
than  the  creek  now  has,  and  permit  the  ditch  to  be  lowered  or  sewered.  And  in 
the  event  of  their  removal  a  large  body  of  valuable  land  on  and  along  the  Creek 
would  be  redeemed  and  rendered  valuable,  and  the  city  would  be  relieved  of  the 
expense  of  building  bridges  over  the  mill  races.     ' 

At  a  not  very  distant  day  sanitary  precautions  will  demand  that  the  City  provide 
some  way  to  flush  and  cleanse  the  sewers.  By  dividing  the  waters  of  Fall  Creek 
the  desired  result  can  be  accomplished.  And  in  case  the  City  should  want  to  use 
the  water  of  the  creek  for  fire  or  domestic  purposes  the  extinguishment  of  the  dam 
rights  would  enable  her  so  to  do. 

The  courts  have  established  and  settled  the  fact  that  the  Messrs.  Geisendorff  have 
a  right,  under  their  deed  from  West  to  construct  and  maintain  their  dams,  and  as 
the  water  privilege,  together  with  numerous  ice  ponds,  on  and  along  their  mill  race, 
has  grown  to  be  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  owner.  They  would  probably  ask  a  price 
that  would  be  considered  exhorbitant  by  one  unacquainted  with  their  value. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest  by  which  the  City  can  gain  possession  of  the  dams. 
One  by  arbitration,  and  the  other  by  the  City  annexing  the  ground  contigous  to  the 
Creek,  and  then  proceed  to  condemn  by  process  of  law.  The  latter  seems  to  your 
Committee  to  be  the  most  praetable  or  feasible,  and  we  recommend  that  the  City 
Attorney  be  instructed  to  render. his  opinion  to  this  Council  upon  the  same.

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
report  of  the  Civil  Engineer  of  August  9,  1875,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report: 

The  seventh  paragraph  of  said  report  recommends  that  an  iron  bridge  be  substi- 
tuted for  the  stone  culvert  over  Pogues  Run  on  East  street. 

We  recommend  that  said  culvert  be  repaired  and  that  no  bridge  is  necessary. 
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The  ninth  paragraph  recommends  the  repairing  of  the  wooden  bridge  on  New 
York  street  and  the  Run. 

Your  Committee  concur  in  said  recommendation  and  direct  that  the  Street  Com- 
missioner do  said  work. 

The  eleventh  paragraph  recommends  that  the  bed  of  Pogues  Run  be  lowered  two 
feet  and  the  bottom  planked. 

Your  Committee  report  against  said  recommendation,  believing  it  to  be  too  great 
an  expense  to  incur  at  this  time. 

The  eleventh  parapraph  also  recommends  that  the  Marshal  be  instructed  to 
notify  lumber  merchants  along  the  line  of  said  Run  to  protect  their  yards  with  walls 
or  fences,  to  prevent  material  from  washing  in  and  obstructing  the  flow  of  water. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Marshal  be  directed  to  file  against  any 
parties  who  do  anything  to  obstruct  the  flow  of  water  in  the  said  Pogues  Run. 

A  petition  signed  by  S.  J.  Patterson  et  al.,  relative  to  the  Fall  Creek  levee,  was 
also  referred  to  your  Committee,  and  we  report  that  we  have  examined  into  the 
matter  and  recommend  that  a  Committee  of  three  of  the  Council  be  appointed  to 
confer  with  S.  J.  Patterson,  with  a  view  of  purchasing  the  neck  of  ground  near  the 
mouth  of  Fall  Creek  in  order  to  straighten  the  said  Fall  Creek  and  run  it  southward 
along  with  the  river.

The  record  shows  that  there  is  an  alley  on  the  east  side  of  Sullivan  street,  from 
Bismarck  to  Buchanan  street,  and  the  law  only  allows  assessments  for  improvement 
of  streets  upon  property  that  abuts  upon  the  street  improved.  As  a  matter  of  course

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  citizens  of  said  city,  and  property  owners  along 
and  fronting  upon  Central  avenue  in  said  city,  respectfully  object  to  and  remon" 
strate  against  the  proposed  letting  and  improvement  of  said  street,  under  and  in 
pursuance  of  an  ordinance  recently  passed  by  your  honorable  body  for  the  improv. 
ment  of  said  avenue  from  St.  Mary  street  to  Eighth  street,  for  the  following  reasons, 
to-wit : 

1.  We  believe  that  the  ordinance  is  illegal  and  void  in  this7  that  it  provides  "that 
the  sidewalks  on  the  east  side  of  the  street  shall  be  15  feet  wide  while  that  on  the 
west  side  shall  be  10  feet  only."  Such  provision  being  in  direct  violation  of  an 
ordinance  of  the  city  which  provides  that  "  the  sidewalks  shall  possess  by  measure- 
ment, from  the  true  front  line  of  the  lots  bordering  on  the  street,  and  from  the  inner 
edge  of  the  pavement  to  the  curb  thereof,  the  following  widths:  the  width  on  each 
side  of  said  street  of  one-sixth  of  the  whole  width  thereof." 

2.  Because  the  improvement  as  ordered,  terminates  at  Eighth  street  in  a  deep 
cut,  without  providing  any  means  of  drainage. 

3.  Because  said  ordinance  was  introduced  and  passed  without  any  petition  from 
the  property  owners  along  the  same,  in  direct  violation  of  an  ordinance  or  resolution 
of  your  honorable  body,  providing  that  "  no  street  improvements  should  be  ordered 
except  upon  petition,  &ct." 

4.  Because  said  avenue  or  street  has  no  properly  defined  width  on  either  side 
thereof.  The  property  of  the  undersigned,  T.  A.  Morris,  containing  a  frontage  of 
over  800  feet,  never  having  been  sub-divided  and  platted  j  that  the  property  owned 
by  Charles  H.  Bals  and  Ovid  Butler,  each  having  a  frontage  of  several  hundred 
feet  have  never  been  sub  divided  and  plattted,  as  we  are  advised.  Thus  leaving 
the  width  of  the  street  dedicated  to  the  public  use  no  fair  width,  except  that  created 
by  the  Indinnapolis  and  Fort  Wayne  State  Eoad,  subsequently  and  until  recently 
the  Inpianapolis  and  Fall  Creek  Gravel  Eoad,  which  was  48  feet ;  thus  giving  24 
feet  only  on  each  side  of  the  centre  line,  while  the  property  of  the  heirs  of  L.  D. 
Johnson,  deceased,  has  an  established  width  of  25  feet  only  from  said  center  line. 

5.  Because,  as  we  are  advised,  the  Street  Steam  Eoad  Eoller  has  been  suffered 
to  get  fo  out  of  order  that  it  cannot  be  made  available  without  a  large  outlay  of 
money  in  repairing  it,  in  rolling  said  street,  as  provided  in  the  ordinance,  and 
because  it  is  now  too  late  in  the  season  to  attempt  to  make  the  improvement,  con  • 
sidering  the  state  of  the  water  in  the  river  and  creeks  from  which  the  gravel  must 
be  procured. 

We  respectfully  submit  to  your  honorable  body  that  when  a  proper  and  just 
improvement  of  said  street  can   be  made,  we  will  not  be  found  opposing  the  same,

Gentlemen: — In  the  Indiana  German  Newspaper,  under  the  date  of  the  26th 
instant,  there  appeared  certain  charges  preferred  against  me,  allegi  hat  I  favored 
certain  contractors  in  the  matter  of  letting  the  work  of  building  and  r  (pairing  the 
stone  abutments  of  the  bridges  over   Pogties   Run,  thereby  eausi  ity  to  lose 

thousands   of  dollars  by   not  giving  said   work  to  the  lowest  bidd,.-,  and  that  such 
proceedings  was  never  allowed  under  a  Republican  administration,  eic. 

When  your  honorable  body  authorize  me  to  contract  with  some  competent 
mechanic  to  do  certain  work,  I  cannot  always  be  guided  by  the  lowest  bidder,  for  in 
many  cases  those  who  are  the  lowest  bidders  are  incompetent,  and  if  the  work  was 
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awarded  them,,  the  city  would  probably  be  compelled  to.  do  their  work  over  again 
after  the  lapse  of  a  few  months.  Whenever  I  am  directed  to  contract  for  work,  it 
must  be  done  right  or  mot  at  all. 

In  justice  to  myself  as  well  as  t©>  your  honorablte  body,  I  most  earnestly  request 
that  you  appoint  a  special  committee  to  investigate  the  foregoing  charges,  and?  all 
other  matters  connected  with  my  office  since  I  took  charge  of  it.  I  desire  that  they 
should  obtain  the  testimony  of  every  eontraetar  bidding  on  the  public  work  of  the 
city,  whether  or  not  I  have  been  strictly  just  in  every  instance  while  I  have  been  in 
this  office..

Gentlemen: — In  the  matter  of  the  suit  of  the  City  vs.  Alexander  Kobinson,  the 
late  Gas  inspector  for  the  city,  I  desire  to  report  that  since  the  investigation  and 
report  of  the  Committee,  said  Robinson  has  returned  to  the  city  the  following  prop- 
erty, which  was  part  of  the  property  iat  the  Committee  found  belonged  to  the  city, 
to- wit : 

1  work  bench  ; 

1  tool  closet ; 

1  reflector  (head-light)  ; 

4  pieces  large  plate  glass ; 

2  galvanized  boxes. 

I  have  in  my  possession  letters  to  him  from  the  American  Meter  Co.,  authorizing 
him  to  collect  from  the  city  the  claim  of  said  Company,  for  $157.00,  and  remit  the 
money  to  said  Company.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  city  cannot  recover  from  him  or 
his  bondsmen  the  money  so  collected  by  him  for  the  American  Meter  Company, 
and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  American  Meter  Company  cannot  compel  the  city 
to  pay  the  same  for  the  reason  that  Robinson  had  authority  from  said  company  tc 
collect  and  remit  the  same. 

Mr.  Robinson  and  his  bondsmen  have  proposed  to  pay  the  city  the  sum  of  seventy- 
five  dollars  ($75)  in  settlement  for  the  remaining  articles  claimed  to  have  been 
received  by  Mr.  Robinson,  the  city  to  dismiss  the  suit  now  pending  against  them  in 
the  Superior  Court.  This  settlement,  however,  is  not  to  relieve  Mr.  Robinson  from 
any  obligation  on  his  bond  for  the  money  received,  (as  above  stated)  for  the  Ameri- 
can Meter  Company. 

I  recommend  that  the  above  proposition  of  Mr.  Robinson  and  his  bondsmen  be 
accepted,  and  that  I  be  authorized  to  dismiss  said  suit.

Gentlemen  i — I  herewith  return  the  resolution  asking  my  opinion  as  to  the  legality 
•of  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  improvement  of  Central  avenue  from  St.  Mary 
to  Eighth  street.  The  question  presented  is,  has  the  Council  the  right  to  pass  an 
•ordinance  making  the  sidewalks  on  said  street  of  different  width. 

Under  section  61,  of  the  Charter,  the  Council  have  exclusive  power  over  the 
streets  and  alleys,  and  the  right  to  construct  and  establish  sidewalks.  In  pursuance 
of  this  power,  the  Common  Council  on  28th  of  December,  1863,  passed  an  ordi- 
nance providing  that  the  sidewalks  on  each  side  of  streets  in  the  city  should  be,  in 
width,  one-sixth  of  the  whole  width  of  the  street.  This  ordinance,  so  long  as  it 
remains  unrepealed,  would  govern  the  widths  of  sidewalks  to    be  made  in  the 
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improvement  of  streets,  but  the  Council  have  the  right,  under  the  general  power 
granted  them,  to  repeal  this  ordinance  at  any  time,  and  make  the  width  of  the  side* 
walks  conform  to  the  needs  of  the  city. 

And  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  for  the  improvement 
of  Central  avenue,  and  fixing  the  width  of  the  sidewalks  different  on  each  side  of 
the  said  street,  repeals  by  implication  the  former  ordinance.

Indianapolis,  September  6,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — At  a  meeting  of  the  Common  Council,  held  August  23,  1875,  the 
following  resolution  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Madden  and  adopted  : 

"  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  required  to  make  report  of  the  condition  of  the  City 
Treasury,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  City  Council  in  each  month,  as  required  by  the 
provisions  of  the  city  charter  ;  and  also,  to  report  the  reasons  why  he  has  failed  to 
make  such  reports." 

The  report  called  for  is  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Clerk,  as  provided  in  the  City 
Charter. 

In  answer  to  the  latter  part  of  Mr.  Madden's  resolution  as  to  why  these  reports 
have  not  been  made,  I  submit  the  following  : 

I  am  uncertain  as  to  whether  Mr.  Madden  intended  to  include  my  former  term  of 
office  in  his  resolution  or  not,  but  will  answer  for  all. 

That  provision  of  the  charter  requiring  monthly  reports  from  the  Treasurer,  is  a 
most  difficult  one  to  comply  with;  so  difficult  in  fact,  that  it  has  not  been  complied  with 
since  the  law  was  enacted  in  1887,  so  far  as  I  can  ascertain  from  the  records.  Why 
my  predecessors  failed  to  make  these  reports,  is  not  for  me  to  say  ;  but  judging  from 
my  own  experience,  their  reasons  may  have  been  the  same  as  my  own.  These  are, 
first,  the  delay  in  receiving  the  books  of  the  office.  Your  honorable  body  must 
know  that  there  is  of  necessity,  a  delay  at  the  commencement  of  each  year  in  the 
Treasurer  receiving  his  books.  We  have  an  example  this  year  that  illustrates  this 
point. 

The  delay  on  the  part  of  the  Council  in  awarding  the  city  printing,  and  the 
necessary  time  required  to  complete  the  books  of  the  office,  which  must  conform  to 
the  duplicates  of  the  City  Clerk,  and  consequently  cannot,  be  ordered  until  the 
forms  of  his  books  are  decided  upon,  were  such  that  at  the  time  Mr.  Madden's 
resolution  was  introduced  in  the  Council,  the  books  were  still  in  the  hands  of  the 
city  printer. 

The  next  day,  however,  after  the  resolution  was  adopted,  the  books  were  delivered 
at  the  Treasurer  s  office,  and  I  am  thus  able  to  submit  the  report,  which  has  been 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  City  Clerk. 

After  the  books  are  furnished  to  the  Treasurer,  the  reports  may  be  submitted 
regularly  until  the  commencement  of  tax  paying  season,  when  it  becomes  an  impossi- 
bility to  furnish  them  and  keep  the  office  open  the  number  of  hours  each  day  that  is 
necessary  to  accommodate  the  tax  payers.  In  other  words,  during  the  summer 
and  fall  months,  when  the  taxes  collected  are  so  inconsiderable  as  to  make  the 
reports  of  little  value,  they  can  be  furnished. 
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But  when  you  consider  that  nine-tenths  of  the  entire  business  of  the  year  must  be 
transacted  in  two  or  three  months,  during  which  time  the  office  is  crowded  from 
morning  till  night,  and  part  of  the  time  until  late  at  night,  an  attempt  on  the  part  of 
the  Treasurer  to  comply  with  this  provision  of  the  charter,  would  result  in  failure, 
from  the  fact  that  it  is  a  physicial  impossibility.  My  reasons,  therefore,  for  not 
making  these  reports,  may  be  stated  in  brief,  as  follows  : 

1.  It  is  not  according  to  precedent. 

2.  The  delay  at  the  commencement  of  each  year  in  receiving  the  books  of  the 
office  prevents  a  complete  compliance  with  this  provision  of  the  charter,  as  shown 
above. 

3.  The  Council  has  not  seemed  to  expect  or  require  these  reports.  I  know  this 
to  have  been  the  case  in  the  past,  and  have  a  right  to  infer  the  same  of  this  present 
year,  from  the  fact  that  in  the  salary  ordinance,  passed  by  your  honorable  body  last 
spring,  you  specified  that  the  Treasurer  should  submit  a  report  on  the  second 
Monday  in  October  and  April,  which  you  would  not  have  done,  and  which  would 
have  been  altogether  unnecessary  had  you  expected  monthly  reports. 

And  lastly,  the  familiarity  of  the  Finance  Committee  with  all  the  details  of  the 
office,  and  the  opportunity  afforded  said  committee  of  being  constantly  informed  as 
to  the  condition  of  the  treasury,  have  apparently  done  away  with  the  importance  of 
these  reports. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  especially  request  that  the  attention  of  the  Finance 
Committee  be  called  to  this  and  other  provisions  of  the  charter,  relating  to  the 
Treasurers  office,  and  to  the  obstacles  that  are  in  the  way  of  carrying  them  out 
fully,  as  contemplated  by  law,  so  that  the  difficulties  may  be  removed,  or  at  least 
mitigated.

Gentlemen : — I  herewith  return  the  claim  of  Williom  Eegenour  for  services  as 
janitor,  which  was  referred  to  me  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  power  of  the  Council  to 
allow  it : 

By  the  terms  of  an  ordinance  passed  at  the  beginning  of  this  year,  fixing  the 
salaries  of  the  officers  of  the  city,  the  wages  of  said  Eegenour  were  fixed  at  two 
dollars  per  day,  which  amount  he  has  regularly  received.  The  claim  referred  to 
me  is  for  fifty  cents  per  day  in  addition  to  the  two  dollars  fixed  by  the  ordinance 
aforesaid. 

The  fact  that  the  price  was  fixed  by  the  city  at  two  dollars  per  day,  and  that  said 
Eegenour  acquiesced  therein  and  continued  in  the  employ  of  the  city,  constitutes  a 
contract  between  him  and  the  city  at  that  price,  and  he  could  not  enforce  the 
payment  of  any  greater  sum  from  the  city  for  the  ordinary  service  reqnired  of  him 
as  janitor. 

The  section  of  the  statute  requiring  the  Council  to  fix  within  one  month  after 
the  annual  election,  the  salaries  of  the  city  officers,  which  shall  not  be  incrersed 
during  the  year,  has  reference  only  to  the  officers  mentioned  in  the  charter,  to- wit ; 

Mayor,  Councilmen,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Marshal,  City  Civil  Engineer  and  Street 
Commissioners  and  Assessor,  and  does  not  have  reference  to  or  include  the  janitor 
of  the  city  buildings. 
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I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  Council  has  the  power  to  increase  the 
wages  of  Mr.  Regenour,  if  the  wages  already  paid  are  not  a  reasonable  compensa- 
tion for  his  services. 

And  if  Mr.  Eedenour  has  performed  any  additional  or  extra  labor  not  required 
of  him  under  his  employment  as  janitor,  the  Council  has  the  power  to  allow  and 
pay  him  for  such  extra  services.

It  would  stop 
Catharine  street  at  Tennesseee  street  in  the  same  condition  in  which  it  left 
Missouri  street,  as  there  is  a  twenty-five  foot  alley  running  east  from  Tennessee 
street  for  an  out-let  in  that  direction . 
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It  cannot  be  urged  as  a  reason  for  the  improvement  that  the  street  in  question  is 
blocked  at  Missouri  street,  as  an  examination  of  our  city  map  will  show  that  nine 
out  of  ten  of  our  streets  are  in  the  same  condition,  while  the  majority  of  them  are 
of  vastly  more  importance  than  Catharine  street.  That  sectioa  of  the  city  does  not 
need  it  as  there  are  two  thoroughfares  on  either  side,  viz : 

Merrill  on  the  north  and  McCarty  on  the  south.  The  extension  will  not  benefit 
adjacent  property  in  the  least,  as  it  is  sparsely  settled  ;  in  fact,  not  one  house 
belonging  to  others  than  the  subscribers,  standing  on  the  street  as  it  is  or  its  proposed 
extension  as  will  be  seen  by  the  attached  plat ;  a  portion  of  the  street  has  never 
been  platted. 

Trusting  the  foregoing  reasons  will  satisfactorily  show  to  your  honorable  body  the

The  specifications  for  said  bridge  required  that  it  should  bear  120  pounds  to  the 
square  foot  without  its  own  weight,  and  the  hight  of  the  beams  to  be  not  over  one 
foot  tan  inches,  as  the  top  of  the  arch  under  the  depot  is  but  one  and  seventh-tedths 
feet  below  the  grade  of  the  street,  and  in  consequence,  a  lower  beam  cannot  be  used 
to  advantage. 

The  bridge  snbmitted  by  W.  W.  Curry  is  not  according  to  specifications,  as  beams 
are  too  high. 

One  of  the  two  bridges  submitted  by  Snead  &  Co.  is  not  desirable  on  account  of 
wooden  floor  beams  being  used  in  same,  as  said  beams  are  soon  apt  to  decay.  The 
other  bridge  meets  with  all  the  requirements  and  is  well  constructed. 

The  bridge  of  the  Indianapolis  Bridge  Company  is  not  according  to  specifications 
and  beams  are  too  high. 

The  Wrought  Iron  Bridge  Company  submitted  plans  for  five  different  bridges,, 
but  they  are  not  adapted  for  Meridian  street  on  account  of  wooden  floor  beams.

The  Cincinnati  Bridge  Company  submitted  plans  for  a  bridge  which  meets  with 
all  the  requirements  and  is  well  constructed. 

Snead  &  Co.  submit  the  best  bridge,  and  they  propose  to  erect  the  same  for  $5,025. 

The  Cincinnati  bridge  Company  submits  the  next  best,  and  they  propose  to  erect 
the  same  for  the  sum  of  $4,000.  This  bridge  will  be  just  as  durable  as  the  other  and 
is  as  well  constructed,  and  I  would  recommend  that  said  bridge  be  erected  on  Mer- 
idian street. 

Nothing  but  a  first  class  bridge  should  be  built  on  said  street,  as  it  is  traveled 
over  constantly,  and  is  located  in  one  of  the  most  dangerous  places  in  the  city. 

I  have  also  examined  the  plans  for  the  bridge  on  Illinois  street.  The  specifica- 
tions required  that  said  bridge  bear  120  pounds  to  the  square  foot  without  its  own 
weight. 

The  bridge  submitted  by  the  Indianapolis  Bridge  Co.  is  not  strong  enough. 

The  bridge  submitted  by  the  Indianapolis  Bridge,  Roof  and  Bolt  Co.  is  amply 
strong,  but  the  beams  are  six  inches  higher  than  what  is  required. 

The  bridge  submitted  by  Defrees,  Morris  &  Co.  is  amply  strong,  but  the  centre 
beams  are  too  high. 
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The  bridge  submitted  by  the  Keystone  Bridge  Co.  has  the  requisite  strength,  but 
they  use  wooden  floor  beams  in  same. 

The  bridge  submitted  by  the  Wrought  Iron  Bridge  Co.  will  be  strong  enough,  but 
they  also  use  wooden  floor  beams. 

The  best  bridge  is  that  one  submitted  by  the  Cincinnati  Bridge  Company,  and 
meets  all  the  requirements,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  contract  of  said  bridge 
be  awarded  them  for  the  sum  of  $4,100.

REPORTS   FROM   COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Geiger,  from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

Indianapolis,  September  20,  1875. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  ! 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Finance  returns  herewith  the  report  of  the  City 
Treasurer  on  the  Tornlinson  estate,  submitted  to  the  Council,  August  16,  1875,  and 
the  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements,  from  May  13,  1875,  to  August  31, 
1875,  inclusive,  presented  to  the  Council  Sept.  6,  1875,  which  were  referred  to  us 
and  ha\e  been  carefully  examined  and  found  correct. 

The  communication  of  the  Treasurer  accompanying  his  statement,  was  also  referred 
jo  us;  so  far  as  we  have  had  time  t©  examine  into  the  matter,  we  find  his  explana- 
tions satisfactory,  and  believe  he  was  correct  in  his  assertion,  that  the  Council  had 
not  expected  nor  required  these  reports.  After  conferring  with  the  Treasurer  on  the 
subject,  we  feel  warranted  in  saying,  that  these  reports  will  be  furnished  in  the 
future  for  the  information  of  the  Council. 

At  this  time  'they  will  be  of  little  importance,  from  the  fact  that  the  funds 
in  his  hands  are  already  appropriated  by  ordinance,  with  the  exception  of  the 
amount  set  apart  for  the  payment   of  the  January,   1876,  interest,  viz  :  twenty-nine 
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thousand,  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents,  which  amount 
your  committee  have  directed  him  to  retain  for  that  purpose. 

The  amount  of  cash  to  he  collected  on  taxes,  and  from  other  sources,  between  now 
and  the  first  day  of  January,  1876,  will  probably  be  small,  and  it  may  be  necessary 
to  use  the  City's  credit  at  that  time  to  raise  an  amount  sufficient  for  the  payment  of 
the  semi-annual  interest. 

Your  Comnjittee  feel  justified  in  this  course,  from  the  fact,  that  it  would  be 
injurious  to  the  credit  of  the  city  to  be  unable  to  meet  her  obligations  at  maturity.

Martindale  in  reference  to  compromising  his  suits  against  the  city,  beg  leave  to 
report,  that  after  a  careful  examination  into  the  matter,  and  after  having  had  a 
consultation  with  Mr.  Martindale  in  reference  thereto,  they  have  unanimously  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  city  to  accept  the 
proposition  to  compromise  which  Mr.  Martindale  has  made  to  the  Committee  since 
the  matter  has  been  referred  to  them,  which  is  as  follows  : 

1.  The  city  to  pay  seven  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars  and  costs/not  already 
paid,  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Martindale  against  the  city,  or 
damages  for  opening  the  street  through  his  property. 
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2.  The  city  to  relieve  Mr.  Martindale  from  all  liability  by  reason  of  the  damages 
to  Dr.  Gaston,  that  the  city  may  be  compelled  to  pay. 

3.  The  city  to  release  Mr.  Martindale  its  claims  to  the  ground  mentioned  in  his 
proposition  on  Illinois  street. 

4.  Mr.  Martindale  to  dismiss  his  suit  for  damages  for  obstruction  of  Pennsylva- 
nia street  at  his  own  cost,  and  this  settlement  to  be  in  full  payment  for  such  damages. 

5.  The  payment  of  Martindale's  judgment  above  named  to  be  in  the  bonds  of  the 
city,  bearing  seven  and  three  one  hundredth  per  cent,  interest,  and  the  date  o* 
their  maturity  to  be  fixed  by  the  Council.

Mr,  Adams  submitted  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  September  20,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  to  whom  was  referred  sundry 
papers,  would  offer  the  following  report : 

B.  F.  Schmidt  in  a  communication  to  the  Council  of  August  9,  represents  that  his 
soh  Adolph,  eight  years  of  age,  on  July  4,  1875,  while  crossing  New  Jersey  street 
iust  south  of  Washington  street,  during  one  of  the  recent  heavy  rains,  stepped  off 
the  end  of  a  wooden  crossing  into  the  guttei ,  and  by  the  force  of  current  was  carried 
under  and  through  the  culvert  to  the  south  end,  and  when  taken  out  was  lifeless, 
and  was  with  difficulty  resuscitated.  And  for  the  loss  of  time  and  medical  service 
rendered  his  son,  he  claims  damages  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

Your  Committee,  after  investigating  the  above  case  and  the  circumstances  attend- 
ing the  same,  are  of  the  opinion  the  city  is  in  no  wise  liable,  and  recommend  that 
the  claim  be  not  allowed. 

SECOND. 

Mary  A.  Walker  petitions  the  Council  to  refund  the  sum  of  $384.01,  the  amount 
assessed  against  her  property  and  paid  by  her,  for  building  the  Illinois  street  sewer, 
alleging  that  as  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  remaining  property  owners  on  said  street 
have  paid  their  assessment,  claiming  that  sewer  tax  should  not  be  exacted  from  her, 
while  the  balance  refuse  pay. 

Your  Committe  recommend  that  no  action  be  taken  on  the  above  claim  until  the 
suits  now  pending  between  the  property  holders  on  north  Illinois  street  and  the  city 
is  decided. 

THIRD. 

Messrs.  Eoll  &  Morris  in  a  communication  of  July  26,  set  forth  that  they  have 
been  damaged  in  the  amount  of  $715.80  by  back  water  being  forced  into  their  cellar 
from  the  Illinois  street  sewer,  through  their  water  closets  and  connection  with  said 
sewer,  and  asks  your  honorable  body  to  pay  them  the  above  amount. 

In  a  former  suit  of  a  similar  character  against  the  city  by  the  same  parties,  the 
Courts  decided  the  city  was  not  liable.  As  an  appeal  was  taken  and  the  case  not 
yet  been  heard,  the  decision  of  which  will  settle  the  liability  of  the  city  for  the 
above  damages,  your  committee  would  recommend  the  claim  be  not  allowed. 

FOURTH. 

Henry  Voght  represents  that  he  is  the  owner  of  lots  9  and  10,  in  square  10,  in  the 
city  of  Indianapolis.  That  in  1870,  the  Council  ordered  the  improvement  of  side- 
walks in  front  of  said  property,  and  that  he  paid  the  sum  of  $53.39  for  said 
improvement. 
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That  in  1874,  the  Council  ordered  the  improvement  l[of  the  sidewalks  of  said 
street  where  not  already  improved.  That  the  City  Civil  Engineer  changed  the 
grade  on  said  street,  making  it  necessary  to  take  up  and  relay  all  the  sidewalks  for 
which  he  was  assessed  and  paid  the  sum  of  $83.50.  He  asks  the  city  to  refund  him 
the  amount  of  $53.39. 

Your  committeee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  is  not  liable  for  loss  to  the  prop" 
erty  owner  of  work  or  material.  When  the  grade  of  any  street  or  sidewalk  is 
required  to  be  changed  to  conform  with  other  or  established  grades.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  not  granted.

Indianapolis,  September  27,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — I  was  directed  to  get  up  a  new  schedule  for  lighting  and  extinguish- 
ing the  city  lamps. 

The  present  schedule  only  provides  for  lighting  2,000  hours  during  the  year,  or  an 
average  of  h\  hours  each  night. 

This  system  has  proven  very  unsatisfactory  to  the  community  at  large,  and  it  will 
be  impossible  for  me  to  improve  on  it  or  arrange  it  to  better  advantage,  except  by 
increasing  the  number  of  hours  of  lighting. 

I  find  that  all  other  cities  either  light  on  the  all-night  plan,  or  follow  the  course  of 
the  moon,  that  is  they  light  all  night,  except  moon  light  nights,  during  which  time 
they  do  not  light  at  all. 
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Lighting  under  this  latter  plan,  we  will  have  to  adopt  a  time  table  of  26,000 
hours,  each  lamp  consuming  during  tlje  year  10,400  cubic  feet  of  gas,  cr,  at  present 
prices,  an  annual  cost  of  $31.20  per  lamp. 

On  the  all  night  plan,  lamps  will  be  lit  every  evening  at  sun-set  and  extinguished 
at  sun-rise,  consuming  annually  12,800  cubic  feet  of  gas. 

I  find  upon  investigation  that  this  all  night  plan  is  the  only  one  that  has  proven 
entirely  satisfactory  in  other  cities. 

I  have  had  an  interview  with  the  officers  of  the  Gas  Company,  and  find  that  they 
are  willing  to  renew  the  proposition  they  made  to  the  city  some  time  ago,  which  was 
to  furnish  gas  on  the  all  night  plan  (3,200  hours)  at  the  annual  cost  of  $30.00  per 
lamp.     This  would  be  at  the  rate  of  $2.40  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

We  are  now  paying  sixty-three  thousand  dollars  annually,  for  gas  consumed  in 
these  street  lamps,  and  under  the  present  system  the  city  is  left  in  total  darkness 
one-half  the  night. 

By  adopting  this  3,200  hours  or  all  night  plan,  the  city  will  be  lighted  all  night  at 
a  cost  only  of  25  per  cent,  more  than  we  are  now  paying. 

Indianapolis  is  reputed  to  be  the  greatest  railroad  center  in  the  world,  and  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  there  is  not  an  hour  of  the  night  that  the  streets  of  the  city  are 
not  traveled  by  citizens  and  strangers  going  to  and  from  trains. 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  this  all  night  plan  of  lighting  be  adopted  as  a 
matter  of  necessity,  and  I  do  not  think  that  $15,000.00  per  annum  can  be  expended 
anywhere  else  to  better  advantage  or  which  would  bring  greater  results. 


SECOND. 

In  the  matter  of  locating  a  lamp  post  on  the  north  side  of  Massachusetts  avenue, 
at  the  crossing  of  the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  R.  R.,  which  was  referred  to  me,  would  report 
in  favor  of  the  same,  and  that  the  condemned  post  which  I  was  ordered  to  remove 
from  Meridian  street  be  located  at  said  point. 

THIRD. 

I  have  received  reports  from  every  part  of  the  city  complaining  that  the  street 
lamps  are  not  lit  at  the  time  they  should  be,  and  that  a  great  many  of  them  were 
not  lit  at  all. 

I  know  this  to  be  the  case,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  matters  will  not  be 
mended  unless  the  present  contract  is  cancelled. 

It  will  be  impossible  for  any  one  to  perform  this  work  properly  for  any  such  price 
as  the  present  contractor  receives. 

I  am  confident  the  lamps  cannot  be  well  attended  to  for  less  than  22  cents  in  the 
West  District  and  24  cents  in  the  East  District. 
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The  city  should  be  divided  into  three  sections  at  least,  and  a  separate  contract 
made  for  each. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  present  contract  be  cancelled  and  that  you  authorize 
the  Committee  on  Gas  Light  to  employ,  temporarily,  some  competent  persons  to  do 
the  lighting  at  the  prices  I  have  mentioned  above,  and  in  case  the  same  is  done  sat- 
isfactory, a  yearly  contract  can  be  made  to  do  said  work. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  the  night  policeman  in  each  district  be  instructed  to 
report  to  me  all  lamps  not  lighted  within  the  proper  time.

Indianapolis,  September  27,  1875. 

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — I  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  authorizing  the  City  Treas- 
urer to  receive  at  any  time  city  warrants  in  payment  of  taxes  not  delinquent,  and 
allow  interest  thereon  until  the  last  day  tor  the  payment  of  taxes  in  1876.  These 
warrants  draw  interest  and  have  been  bought  in  large  quantities  by  tax  payers,  to 
be  used  in  the  payment  of  taxes,  but  will  be  held  as  long  as  possible  for  the  benefit 
of  the  interest. 

While  remaining  thus  outstanding,  interest  is  accruing,  and  by  receiving  them 
and  allowing  interest,  although  redeemed,  the  result  is  precisely  the  same  to  both 
the  city  .and  the  tax  payer,  but  by  allowing  such  interest,  there  is  no  inducement  to 
the  tax  payer  to  delay  settlement,  and  the  advantage  is  that  large  amounts  of  taxes 
would  soon  be  paid  in  thus  lessening  the  amount  outstanding,  and  appreciating  the 
selling  price  of  future  issues,  as  the  amount  now  outstanding  and  which  will  yet  be 
issued  between  this  date  and  the  time  of  tax  paying  will  not  be  sufficient  by  a  large 
amount  to  pay  the  taxes  due  next  spring,  and  hence  a  large  proportion  of  such  taxes 
must  be  paid  in  money,  and  hence  warrants  should  sell  for  nearly  par. 

Another  advantage  would  be  that  taxes  would  be  paid  in  continually  from  this 
time,  thus  relieving  the  Treasurer  of  the  great  labor  and  press  of  receiving  all  the 
taxes  of  the  year  in  a  few  days  and  at  an  unfavorable  season.

Gentlemen  ;— I  was  directed  to  enquire  into  the  expensive  use  of  gas  in  the  Station 
House,  tunnel  and  No.  5  Engine  House,  and  report  the  same : 

The  gas  bill  of  No.  5  Engine  House  includes  the  gas  consumed  in  the  northern 
Station  House,  which  is  connected  with  said  engine  house,  and  in  which  the  gas  h 
kept  burning  occasionally  all  night.  This  will  account  for  the  extra  use  of  gas  at 
that  point. 

The  gas  bill  of  the  Central  Station  House  is  larger  for  October  than  it  was  for 
September  by  1,600  feet.  I  had  the  meter  changed  at  this  point  a  short  time  ago, 
Und  find  the  consumption  about  the  same  as  usual. 

The  consumption  of  gas  in  tunnel  was  9,700  fe^t  less  in  October  than  in  September. 
The  sidewalks  of  this  tunnel  are  never  used  by  any  respectable  persons,  and  I  would 
recommend  the  closing  up  of  the  same  as  a  useless  expense  in  the  consumption  of  gas. 

SECOND. 

In  compliance  with  your  instructions,  I  notified  Mr.  Ballard,  the  contractor  for 
lighting  and  extinguishing  the  street  lamps,  that  unless  he  complied  with  the  terms 
of  his  contract,  that  the  Council  would  proceed  to  annul  the  same  on  Monday  even» 
ing,  October  11th,  1875. 

Since  serving  the  above  notice  a  large  number  of  the  street  lamps  were  not  lighted 
and  entirely  neglected,  and  Complaints  were  so  numerous  and  constant  that  I  felt 
obliged  to  do  something  to  have  the  lamps  lighted  and  promptly  attended  to  until 
your  honorable  body  took  some  action  in  the  premises. 

On  last  Wednesday,  October  6th,  with  Mr.  Ballard's  consent  and  with  the  approval 
■of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Gas,  I  placed  Mr.  Ott  in  charge  of  the  west 
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half  of  the  city  until  Tuesday,  October  12th,  or  until  some  permanent  arrangements 
were  made ;  Mr.  Ott  receiving  his  pay  from  money  to  be  deducted  from  Mr. 
Ballard's  account. 

Since  this  arrangement  was  made  the  lamps  have  been  properly  lighted  and 
attended  to  with  but  one  or  two  exceptions  in  the  east  portion  of  the  city. 
This  proves  conclusively  that  the  city  should  be  divided  into  two  or  more  sections, 
and  seperate  contracts  made  for  each,  and  by  so  doing  we  will  have  but  little  trouble 
with  the  lighting  of  the  lamps,  provided  the  contractors  receive  compensation  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  boys  for  their  labor.

Section  68  of  the  general  charter  provides  that  in  case  of  such  petition  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  owners,  the  Council  may  cause  the  improvement  to  be  made  by  a 
majority  vote,  and  section  70  of  the  general  charter  provides  that  the  Common  Coun- 
cil may  cause  any  of  the  improvements  memtioned  ia  section  68,  without  petition, 
with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  thereof.  The  power  of  the  Council 
is  limited  by  the  grants  in  the  charter. 

The  improvements  specified  in  the  Ohio  street  ordinance  cannot  be  made  and 
charged  to  the  holders  of  the  abutting  property  unless  petitioned  by  two-thirds  of 
such  holders  and  ordered  by  a  majority  vote  of  Council,  or  unless  ordered  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  all  the  Council. 

This  construction  of  the  charter  is,  I  think,  fully  sustained  by  a  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  in  41  Ind.,  page  1. 

The  Ohio  street  ordinance,  not  being  petitioned  for  by  two-thirds  of  the  property 
holders  on  that  street,  and  having  secured  only  seventeen  votes  in  favor  of  its  pas* 
sage,  was  not,  in  my  opinion,  legally  passed.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  charges  of  bribery  and 
corruption  on  the  part  of  the  Indianapolis  Bridge  Company,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  had  two  sittings  and  examined  a  considerable  number  of  witnesses;  that 
the  evidence  was  coaclusive  as  to  the  fact  that  an  attempt  at  bribery  on  the  part  of

REPORTS   FROM   CITY   OFFICERS. 


The  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  October  25,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — The  small  room  assigned  for  the  use  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer's 
Department  is  entirely  inadequate  for  the  proper  working  of  the  business  of  that 
office. 

1  am  at  present  obliged  to  go  up  to  the  Council  chamber  "to  make  my  profiles, 
and  my  draughtsmen  are  compelled  to  use  a  portion  of  the  room  at  present  occupied 
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by  the  Board  of  Health.     That  room  was  formerly  occupied  by  the  Gas  Inspector, 
and  should  now  be  assigned  to  the  Engineer's  office. 

I  would  respectfully  ask  of  your  honorable  body  to  make  some  provision  to  secure 
me  additional  room  for  the  use  of  my  office,  as  I  am  really  in  need  of  the  same. 

SECOND. 

The  center  pier  of  the  Indiana  avenue  bridge  over  Fall  Creek  should  be  protected 
with  -cinders,  and  also  the  west  center  pier  of  the  Washington  'street  bridge  over 
White  River,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  same  be  ordered  done. 

THIRD. 

There  is  constant  danger  of  people  getting  injured  after  dark  at  thecrossings  of  the 
various  railroads  running  through  the  city,  and  as  a  necessary  precaution  I  would 
recommend  that  the  street  lamps  located  along  the  line  of  the  different  railroad  tracks 
be  ordered  to  be  kept  lighted  all  night. 

FOURTH, 

There  are  quite  a  large  number  of  lamp  posts  throughout  the  city  which  are  badly 
in  need  of  being  straightened. 

The  Gas  Company  will  perform  the  work  of  straightening  them  and  charge  the 
city  but  the  actual  cost  of  the  labor,  and  I  would  recommend  that  they  be 
ordered  to  do  the  work. 

FIFTH, 

^he  end  of  the  Kentucky  avenue  sewer  has  been  cemented  and  repaired  at  a  cost 
of  $121,00.  The  sewer  is  now  exposed,  and  unless  it  is  protected  the  work  will  have 
to  be  repeated  next  spring. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  cover  the  same 
with  cinders  at  once. 

SIXTH. 

In  compliance  with  your  orders,  I  have  located  17  new  lamps  on  the  following 
streets,  to- wit  : 

On  First  street,  between  Tennessee  street  and  Central  Canal 8 

On  Second  street,  between  Tenrcessee^street  and  Central  OanaL. .> 9 

The  same  have  been  erected  and  finished,  and  I  would  respectfully  ask  an  order 
to  light  said  lamps  from  and  after  this  date.

Indianapolis,  October  25,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — I  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  No.  2  Steam  Fire  Engine,  located  on  Massachusetts  avenue  near  Noble 
street. 

I  had  ordered  some  repairs  on  the  engine,  and  on  removing  the  "  coil "  from  the 
boiler  I  found  it  worn  out  and  entirely  worthless,  as  is  also  the  balance  of  the  boiler. 

The  engine,  before  it  will  be  of  any  further  use,  will  require  a  new  coil  and  boiler 
complete.    Such  improvements  will  not  cost  less  than  two  thousand  ($2,000)  dollars, 
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and  it  is  a  question  in  my  mind  whether  it  will  pay  this  city  to  invest  two  thousand 
dollars  more  in  an  old  engine.    In  my  opinion  we  have  had  enough  such  experience. 

It  is  imperatively  necessary  that  your  honorable  body  take  immediate  action  on 
this  matter,  as  a  very  large  portion  of  our  city  is  left  almost  wholly  unprotected  by 
the  disability  of  this  engine.

REPORTS    FROM   CITY   OFFICERS. 


The  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  November  8,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — The  J.  M.  &  I.  R.  R.  was  ordered  to  improve  the  alley  running 
north  and  south  "on  the  east  side  of  their  tracks  from  South  to  Merrill  streets  and 
between  Delaware  and  Pennsylvania  streets. 

The  company  has  bouldered  said  alley  for  840  feet  in  a  good  and»  substantial 
manner,  but  in  order  to  drain  the  same,  there  must  be  a  catch  basin  built  at  the 
head  of  said  alley  on  South  street,  to  let  the  water  into  the  South  street  sewer,  and  I 
would  recommend  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  ordered  to  build  the  same,  or 
authorize  me  to  contract  with  some  person  to  do  said  work. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  ordered  to  repair  the 
street  crossings  on  said  alley, 

SECOND. 

The  surplus  earth  on  Illinois  street  near  the  bridge  over  Pogues  Run  should  be 
removed  immediately,  as  the  bridge  at  that  point  will  soon  be  completed,  and  I 
would  recommend  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  do  the  work. 
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THIRD. 

I  have  to  report  that  since  the  last  temporary  contracts  were  made  for  lighting, 
cleaning  and  keeping  in  repair  the  street  lamps  of  the  city,  that  the  contractors  for 
doing  said  work  have  performed  the  same  to  my  entire  satisfaction,  with  but  two  or 
three  exceptions  in  the  north-east  district  for  the  first  few  days,  which  has  since  been 
remedied.

Y.  Wiley's  subdivision  of  25 
acres  off  of  the  north  end  of  the  east  half  of  the  north  east  quarter  of  section  twenty- 
three,  township  15,  range  three  east,  upon  the  following  conditions,  to  wit :  The 
same  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  use  and  erection  thereon  of  a  House  of  Refuge  and 
Reform  for  Abandoned  Females,  both  prostitutes  and  those  given  to  intoxication.

The  city,  in  pursuance  of  said  trust,  proceeded  to  the  partial  erection  of  the  build- 
ing contemplated  in  the  trust,  but  afterwards  the  Council,  by  resolution  of  October 
27,  1869,  and  October  27,  1870,  ordered  the  Mayor  and  City  Attorney  to  re-convey 
said  real  estate  to  said  Fletcher,  upon  the  condition  "that  suitable  buildings  for  the 
purpose  contemplated  in  the  original  donation  should  be  erected  within  a  reasonable 
time  thereon,  and  as  such  House  of  Eefnge  and  Eeform  be  forever  maintained,  into 
which  should  be  taken  free  of  charge  one  half  of  all  proper  applicants  for  admission," 
and  providing  further  that  "  should  said  Fletcher  convey  said  real  estate  to  other 
parties,  the  foregoing  stipulation  must  be  embraced  in  said  conveyance,  and  executed 
in  spirit  and  good  faith." 

By  deed  of  date  January  21,  1871,  the  city  re-conveyed  said  real  estate  to  said 
Fletcher. 

Said  Fletcher,  on  the  25th  day  of  March,  1871,  conveyed  said  real  estate  to  the 
Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the 
use  and  erection  thereon  of  a  House  of  Refuge  and  Reform  for  Abandoned  Females, 
both  prostitutes  and  those  given  to  intoxication,  and  also  for  friendless  women  and 
girls  greatly  exposed  to  temptation,  "  and  upon  the  fnrther  express  condition,  trus- 
tees shall,  within  a  reasonable  time,  erect  upon  such  grounds  suitable  buildings  for 
the  purpose  above  contemplated,  and  as  such  Home  of  Refuge  and  Reform  be  forever 
maintained,  and  into  which  shall  be  received  and  cared  for  free  of  charge  one-half 
of  the  number  of  all  proper  applicants  for  admission,  and  said  building  to  be  erected 
and  forever  maintained,  and  the  inmates  cared  for  by  and  at  the  expense  of  said 
trustees. 

March  11,  1867,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  providing  "  that  when  any  city  or 
private  corporation  or  other  person  who  shall  have  established  in  this  State  a  Home  for 
Friendless  Women  upon  principles  of  protection  and  reformation  of  abandoned  or 
erring  women,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  the 
county  in  which  such  home  is  situated,  duly  recorded,  after  examination,  is  in  a  con- 
dition to  provide  for  and  restrain  of  liberty  any  one  committed  to  their  charge  on 
conviction  of  any  woman  or  girl  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  or  violation  of  any 
city  oidinance  in  any  of  the  superior  or  interior  courts  of  the  State  or  of  any  city 
therein,  the  punishment  whereof  shall  be  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  or-  otherwise 
the  court  may,  in  its  discretion  and  with  the  consent  of  the  trustees  or  acting  author- 
ities of  such  Home  for  Friendless  Women,  and  with  a  view  to  reformation  as  well  as 
punishment,  order  the  imprisonment  to  be  made  and  done  in  such  Home  for  Friend- 
less Women,  and  such  imprisonment  shall  be  held  as  legal  and  rightful  as  if  made 
in  any  State's  prison,  in  any  county  or  city  jail  in  the  State,  and  the  Mayor  or  City 
Judge  of  any  incorporated  city  may  sentence  and  commit  such  persons  on  conviction 
to  such  Home  for  the  -same  period  of  time  that  a  Circuit  or  Common  Pleas  Court 
could  do  for  a  like  offense." 

On  the  26th  day  of  February,  1873,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  providing  that 
certain  forfeitures  collected  in  the,  city  court  should  be  paid  over  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Home  for  Friendless  Women,  where  there  is  such  incorporated  Home 
in  any  city. 
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The  Supreme  Court  have  decided  that  the  Home  for  Friendless  Women  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  city  i»  entitled  to  this  fund. 

Some  time  ago  Father  Bessonies  handed  me  the  exhibit  marked  "A."  On  the 
9th  day  ol  October  the  Board  of  Managers  handed  me  exhibit  "  B,"  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees  handed  me  exhibit  "C."  And  the  County  Auditor,  on  the  20th  day  of 
October,  delivered  me  the  certificate  marked  exhibit  "  D." 

The  result  of  all  of  which  is  that  the  Home  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd 
and  the  Home  for  Friendless  Women  are  places  to  which  women  and  girls  violating 
city  ordinances  may  be  legally  imprisoned.  Perhaps  the  matter  should  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Benevolence  to  arrange  details  with  these  Homes. 

The  short  time  for  which  females  may  be  imprisoned  is  very  much  in  the  way  of 
good  results.  It  is  very  doubtful  if  a  female  can,  under  any  circumstances,  be 
imprisoned  longer  than  thirty  days.

Gentlemen: — An  ordinance  has  passed  your  honorable  body  to  grade,  gravel  and 
boulder  and  likewise  curb  Market  street  from  Alabama  street  to  Noble  street,  when 
Market  street  from  Alabama  to  New  Jersey  street  has  been  graded  and  graveled  by 
a  previous  ordinance  which  passed  your  honorable  body  some  years  since. 

The  inequality  of  the  ordinance  in  reference  to  the  grading,  graveling,  bouldering

Indianapolis,  November  22,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — The  undersigned,  owners  of  real  estate  fronting  on  Madison  avenue, 
between  Yeizer  street  and  Ray  street,  respectfully  remonstrate  against  the  awarding 
of  the  contract  for  building  a  sewer  in  Madison  avenue,  from  Yeizer  street  to  the 
Ray  street  sewer,  in  pursuance  of  general  ordinance  No.  47,  introduced  and  passed 
to  a  second  reading  at  the  called  session  of  Council  of  July  6th,  1875,  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons ; 

1st.  That  the  owners  of  all  the  property  on  the  line  of  the  proposed  sewer  then 
taxable  in  the  city,  at  the  same  evening  and  directly  following  the  introduction  of 
said  ordinrnce,  filed  their  remonstrance. 

2d.  That  the  grades  and  drainage  on  Madison  avenue  along  the  proposed  sewer 
is  as  good  as  on  any  street  in  the  city,  and  our  property  [does  not  need  any  such 
gewer. 
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3d.  That  the  sole  purpose  of  the  sewer  is  to  drain  Yeizer  street  and  property

Gentlemen : — There  has  been  numerous  complaints  made  to  me  that  many  of  the 
contractors  who  obtain  work  from  the  city  have  proven  to  be  irresponsible,  and  fail 
to  pay  for  material  furnished  in  the  construction  of  said  work. 

The  city  advertises  work  to  be  lei  by  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  she  can 
not  discriminate  between  honest  and  dishonest  parties,  especially  if  the  lowest 
bidder  furnishes  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  for  the  proper  performance  of  the  work. 

Many  of  these  irresponsible  contractors  come  here  from  abroad,  and  they  are 
enabled  to  compete  successfully  witlr  honest  home  competition  by  defrauding*  the 
citizens  who  furnish  the  material  used  in  completing  the  work. 

The  only  means  that  I  can  suggest  Mr  remedying  the  matter  will  be  to  revise  the 
present  form  of  contract  and  bond,  by  inserting  a  clause  therein  holding  bondsmen 
responsible  for  the  payment  of  material  used  in  the  performance  of  the  work  under 
contract.  This  will  prevent  dishonest  parties  from  securing  responsible  bondsmen, 
and  protect  honest  competition. 

I  herewith  report  a  new  form  of  contract  and  bond,  which  meets  with  the 
approval  of  the  City  Attorney,  and  I  would  recommend  your  honorable  body  to 
adopt  the  same.

There  is  also  78  feet  of  said  sewer,  commencing  on  Pennsylvania  street  and 
running  west,  that  has  sunk  about  one-half  of  a  foot  and  cracked  in  the  top  and 
plainly  visible.

After  an  examination  of  the  creek,  channel  and  surroundings,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  any  repairs  the  city  may  put  on  the  embankments  of  the  creek  with  a 
view  of  keeping  the  same  in  its  present  channel  will  only  serve  for  a  time,  as  the 
first  heavy  rise  the  creek  will  break  over  the  same.  In  order  to  bring  the  matter 
before  the  Council  we  recommend  the  Council  to  instruct  the  City  Civil  Engineer 
to  make  an  estimate  of  the  cost  to  the  city  necessary  to  the  change  of  the  channel : 
First,  of  the  city  purchasing  the  ground  required  for  the  same  of  Samuel  Patterson 
at  $1,(XM)  per  acre,  estimating  the  same  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  30  cents  per  yard. 
Second,  Of  the  expense  to  the  city  as  per  the  plan  as  embodied  in  Samuel  J- 
Smok's  proposition  to  the  city  of  his  purchasing  the  ground  and  building  the 
embankments   necessary  to  the  proposed  change  for  the  sum  of  50  cents  per  yard.

Gentlemen: — I  was  directed  to  examine  the  Washington  street  sewer  between? 
Illinois  and  Meridian  streets,  and  report  the  condition  of  the  same  r- 

Myselfr  together  with  Bruner  &  Riner,  the  contractors,  the  sewer  cleaner,  and 
others,  who  saw.  the  sewer  when  it  was  finished,  went  down  into  said  sewer  and 
examined  the  same  and  find  that  the  top  of  the  arch  is  very  flat  at  a  point  near  the 
alley  between  Meridian  and  Illinois  streets,  but  I  do  not  apprehend  any  danger  from 
this  defect,  as  the  sewer  has  stood  in  this  condition  for  nearly  two  years. 

The  contractors  pledged  themselves  at  the  time  the  sewer  was  completed,-  that  they 
would  repair  all  damages  should  any  occur,  and  they  inform  me  that  they  are  now 
willing  to  furnish  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  cover  all  damages, 
should  the  sewer  cave  in  at  any  time.  This  amount  will  more  than  double  the 
expense  of  repairing  the  sewer  should  it  break  down  at  the  point  mentioned,  and  a» 
a  matter  of  precaution-^  I  would  recommend  that  said  bond  be  accepted,  and  the 
City  Attorney  directed  to  draw  up  the  necessary  papers  for  signing, 

SECOND. 

The  petition  of  D.  H.  Oliver  and  others,  asking  that  the  Street  Commissioner  ft& 
directed  to  change  the  flow  of  water  along  the  north  side  of  the  National  Road 
in  Indianola,  so  that  it  may  flow  into  "White  river  withont  flowing  upon  private 
property,  which  was  referred  to  me  with  instructions  to  report  what  is  necessary 
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to  be  done.  Would  recommend  as  the  best  plan  the  introduction  of  an  ordinance 
for  the  improvement  of  the  sidewalks  on  the  National  Road  between  the  White 
river  bridge  and  the  corporation  line  west,  by  grading  and  graveling  the  same, 
or  otherwise.  This  will  throw  the  water  into  the  street,  and  afterwards  the  gutters 
of  said  street  can  be  raised  so  as  to  drain  the  water  through  the  streets  running  north, 
thereby  causiug  the  water  to  flow  into  White  river. 


THIRD. 

A  large  portion  of  Randolph  street  has  caved  in  where  Crooked  Creek  crosses  the 
same,  caused  by  a  rise  in  said  creek  during  the  recent  light  rains.  Also,  the 
four  foot  wooden  culvert  which  your  honorable  body  ordered  to  be  put  in  under  the 
south  sidewalk  of  Michigan  street,  to  convey  the  water  of  said  creek  between 
Randolph  and  State  streets,  has  sunk  down  so  much  that  scarcely  any  or  no  water 
can  pass  through,  thereby  causing  the  water  to  back  up  and  overflow  the  State 
Reformatory  grounds. 

To  repair  this  wooden  culvert  it  will  have  to  be  uncovered,  taken  out  and 
replaced.  This  will  incur  an  expense  of  about  five  thousand  dollars,  as  the  south 
sidewalk  on  Michigan  street  and  a  portion  of  the  street  lying  next  thereto,  must  be 
excavated  for  about  seven  hundred  feet,  at  an  average  depth  of  eleven  feet,  and 
fifteen  feet  wide. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Reformatory  are  about  to  institute  proceedings 
against  the  city  for  damages,  unless  immediate  steps  are  taken  to  secure  them  a 
permanent  and  free  passage  of  the  water  of  Crooked  Creek  from  their  grounds. 

Some  time  since  I  made  a  report  to  your  honorable  body,  showing  the  necessity  of 
building  a  brick  sewer  in  and  along  Michigan  street  from  Randolph  street  to  Pogues 
Run,  and  earnestly  recommend  the  construction  of  the  same,  and  an  ordinance  for 
which,  if  I  mistake  not,  is  still  before  your  honorable  body  on  its  second  reading. 

As  I  have  before  mentioned,  it  will  require  about  five  thousand  dollars  to  repair 
the  wooden  culvert  on  Michigan  street,  which,  when  put  in  good  order,  will  last 
about  two  years. 

The  city  in  building  the  brick  sewer  referred  to,  will  save  the  cost  of  building  some 
seven  or  eight  bridges  over  Crooked  Creek ;  two  of  which  must  be  built  next 
sspring,  one  on  Hanna  street  and  the  other  on  Michigan  street,  and  also  the  present 
expense  of  repairing  the  wooden  culvert. 

As  a  matter  of  necessity,  I  would  again  recommend  the  building  of  said  sewer 
in  Michigan  street,  and  thereby  secure  a  permanent  and  substantial  outlet  for 
the  water  of  ('rooked  Creek. 

There  may  be  the  necessity  for  the  construction  of  other  sejeers,  but  none  more' 
pressing  than  the  building  of  the  one  herein  referred  to. 
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Should  your  honorable  body  conclude  not  to  build  said  sewer,  I  would  recommend 
that  you  take  some  immediate  action  for  the  repairing  of  the  wooden  culvert.

Gentlemen : — We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Indiana  Reformatory  institution  for  Women  and  Girls,  respectfully  represent  to 
your  honorable  body  that  the  wooden  culvert  under  Randolph  street,  at  its  intersec- 
tion with  Michigan  street,  has  entirely  caved  in,  thereby  preventing  the  water  from 
passing  through  the  wooden  sewer  along  Michigan  street,  and  backing  it  up  on  the 
ground*of  the  State,  whence  there  is  no  outlet.  « 

The  Reformatory  grounds  are  already  in  part  submurged  by  the  overflow  of 
Crooked  Run,  and  immediate  relief  must  in  some  way  be  furnished. 

We  are  directed  by  the  highest  authority  of  the  State  to  bring  legal  action  against 
the  city.  This,  however,  as  citizens  of  Indianapolis  we  hesitate  to  do,  and  therefore 
earnestly  pray  your  honorable  body  to  take  action  on  the  subject  this  evening,  with- 
out referring  to  a  committee  for  future  decision.

Gentlemen  : — The  American  Meter  Company  respectfully  represent  to  your  hon- 
orable body  that  in  December,  1874,  your  petitioner  sold  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis 
one  ten-foot  meter  prover  and  other  articles  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven  dollars;  that  afterwards  an  appropriation  was  made  for  the  amount  ;  that  the 
warrant  was  received  by  your  then  agent  and  officer,  the  Gas  Inspector  Robertson  ; 
that  the  sum  due  petitioner  has  never  been  paid. 

Your  petitioner  has  letters  from  your  agent  Robertson,  showing  very  clearly  the 
purchase,  and  showing  also  that  he,  while  in  office,  received  the  warrant  ordered  to 
be  issued  to  petitioner  for  articles  sold  the  city.  Your  petitioner  also  states  that  the 
correspondence  will  very  clearly  show  that  Robertson  was  the  city's  agent,  and  not 
the  petitioners,  throughout  the  entire  transaction. 

It  is  very  certain  that  the  articles  were  sold  to  the  city,  that  petitioner  has  never 
been  paid  therefor,jand  that  if  the  city's  agent  acted  fraudulently,  it  cannot  legally 
or  justly  cause  injury  to  the  petitionees,  for  if  one  must  suffer  loss  it  must  be  the 
principal  who  appointed  the  agent.  The  representations  of  Mr.  Robertson,  which 
the  petitioner  understands  was  made  to  a  committee  of  your  body,  that 
he  was  petitioners  agent  was  utterly  untrue,  as  will  fully  appear  from  writteu  evidence 
which  will  be  gladly  submitted  to  a  committee  of,  or  to  your  honorable  body  upon 
request. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  petitioners  counsel,  that  the  law  is  well  settled  that  the 
principal  is  liable  for  the  fraud  of  his  agent,  and  that  this  would  make  the  city 
answerable  for  the  fraud  of  Robertson.  It  may  not  be  improper  to  call  attention  to 
another  principle  of  law,  and  that  is,  that  a  city  officer  could  not  be  the  agent  of  a 
party  with  whom  the  city  contracts,  but  this  need  not  be  insisted  upon  because  it  is 
certain  Robertson  was  not  the  agent  of  petitioner.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  public  buildings  to  be 
located  on  the  grounds  of  the  city  known  as  the  South  Park,  to  be  called  the  City 
Work  House.

On  motion  by  Mr.  Reed,  the  ordinance  was  made  the  special 
order  for  next  Monday  night. 

The  ordinance,  as  amended,  reads  as  follows,  viz  : 

AN  OKDINANCE  authorizing  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  buildings  to  be 
located  on  the  grounds  of  the  city  known  as  the  South  Park,  to  be  called  the  City 
Work  House. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  :  That 
there  shall  be  erected  by  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  upon  the  ground  belong- 
ing to  said  city  and  known  as  the  South  Park,  lying  west  of  the  J  M.  &  I.  Railroad 
tracks,  good  substantial  buildings  of  brick  and  wood,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  ten 
thousand  dollars,  according  to  plans  and  specifications  to  be  approved  by  the 
Common  Council,  which  buildings,  when  completed,  shall  be  known  and  recognized 
as  the  City  Workhouse  of  said  city.  A  part  of  such  buildings  shall  be  so  constructed 
as  to  be  used  as  a  prison  or  lock  up,  with  good  strong  walls  of  brick  and  stone,  and 
sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  comfortably,  at  least  fifty  persons,  and  built  in  such 
manner  that  additions  thereto  may  thereafter  be  made.  The  other  parts  of  such 
buildings  to  be  used  as  a  boarding  house,  kitchen,  laundry,  and  for  other  necessary 
purposes  connected  with  such  workhouse.  In  addition,  there  shall  be  erected 
rows  of  sheds,  to  be  used  as  shops  for  the  purpose  of  manual  labor  on  the  part  of 
persons  committed  to  such  Workhouse  by  the  Mayor's  Court  of  said  city;  such 
manual  labor  to  be,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Common  Council,  the  breaking 
of  stone,  under  such  regulations  as  to  hours  of  labor  and  other  matters  of  govern- 
ment and  discipline  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  hereinafter 
provided  for. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  Common  Council,  three  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  City  Workhouse  ;  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve 
for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  annually,  thereafter, 
one  shall  be  elected  for  three  years,  who,  together  with  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  shall 
constitute  the  Board  of  Managers.  They  shall  serve  without  compensation  and 
shall  have  the  entire  control  and  management  of  such  City  Workhouse,  and  shall 
hold  regular  meetings  at  least  twice  in  each  month.  They  shall  prepare  and  submit 
for  the  approval  of  the  Common  Council,  such  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  such  Workhouse,  and  when  so  approved,  such  rules  and  regulations 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  ordinances  of  the  Common  Council  of 
said  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  Mayor  of  the  city  shall  commit  to  such  Workhouse,  instead  o* 
ordering  them  to  labor  in  the  streets,  all  male  persons  who  shall  fail  to  pay  or 
replevy  any  fine  or  forfeiture  assessed  against  them  by  his  Court,  and  shall  also 
commit  to  such  Workhouse,  all  others  whom  he  may,  under  existing  laws  or 
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ordinances,  be  authorized  to  commit  to  prison,  except  such  as  are  held  to  await  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  County  ;  and  all  persons  so  committed,  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  credit  upon  their  fine,  forfeiture  and  costs,  in  an  amount  equal  to 
seventy-five  cents  per  day  for  each  day  they  shall  remain  and  be  employed  in  such 
Workhouse. 

Sec.  4.  On  the  completion  and  ready  for  occupancy  of  such  buildings,  the 
Common  Council  shall  appoint  a  keeper  of  City  Workhouse,  who  shall  have  charge 
of  the  Workhouse  ;  whose  term  of  office  and  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Common 
Council,  and  also  shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and 
said  keeper  be  subject  to  and  obey  all  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  said  Workhouse.  The  keeper  shall  provide  all  the  provisions  and 
other  articles  necessary  for  the  furnishing  of  good  plain  food  for  all  inmates  of  such 
Workhouse,  under  the  orders  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies  of  the  Common 
Council.  The  Common  Council  shall  provide  suitable  furniture  and  fixtures, 
including  apparatus  for  cooking,  washing  and  ironing,  fuel,  bedclothes,  tools  and  all 
materials  to  be  used  in  the  workshop  or  upon  the  grounds. 

Sec.  5.  The  officer  in  charge  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Commissioner 
have  supervision  of  the  improvements  upon  the  groands  of  the  Public  Parks,  and  for 
that  purpose  may  use  the  labor  of  any  of  the  inmates  of  such  Workhouse,  or  he 
may  use  such  labor  in  transferring  any  broken  stones  from  the  workshop  to  the 
public  streets.  The  street  Commissioner  shall  be  entitled  to  the  use  of  all  broken 
stone  at  any  time,  or  hand  in  such  workshops  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  or 
improving  any  street  or  alley,  or  public  park. 

Sec.  6.     This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 


As  a  special  order,  Mr.  Darnell  called  up  the  coal  question,  and 
asked  for  a  report  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings. 

Mr.  Stuckmeyer,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings, 
was  at  this  time  absent  from  the  Council  Chamber. 

It  being  stated  that  Mr.  Stuckmeyer  was  below,  the  Marshal  was 
instructed  to  notify  him  that  his  presence  was  wanted  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  and  that  the  Council  desired  him  to  produce  the  coal  bids 
or  make  a  report  in  reference  thereto. 

The  Marshal  returned  and  stated  that  he  had  found  Mr.  Stuck- 
meyer, and  delivered  the  Council's  message  to  him,  and  that  Mr. 
Stuckmeyer  remarked  that  he  had  no  report  to  make,  and  had  used 
insulting  language  in  reference  to  the  Council. 
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By  consent,  Mr.  Craft  offered  the  following  motion  ; 

Moved,  That  the  Committee  Clerk  be  and  is  hereby  ordered  to  place  in  the  hands 
of  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  with  the  City  Attorney,  and  said  committee  is 
instructed  to  divide  the  papers  and  effects  between  the  City  Civil  Engineer  and  City 
Clerk  as  the  charter  directs. 

Which  was  adopted. 

The  following  special  order  was  taken  up : 

General  ordinance  No.  29,  1875,  entitled: 

An  ordinance  to  establish  public  stands  for  licensed  public  hacks,  carriages,  express 
wagons,  drays,  or  other  vehicles  kept  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  pas- 
sengers, freight,  or  other  articles,  to  and  from  points  within  the  city  of  Indianapols. 

Was  read  the  third  time.

That  any  person  who  shall  be  found  loitering  about  the  streets  of  said  city,  without 
any  regular  occupation,  or  who  shall  be  found  begging  upon  or  along  said  street, 
alley,  parks  or  other  public  place  in  said  city,  or  who  shall  be  fonnd  along  or  upon 
any  street,  alley,  park  or  other  public  place  in  said  city,  playing  upon  any  hand 
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organ  or  other  musical  instrument  for  the  purpose  of  securing  alms,  or  who  shall 
be  found  lying  or  sleeping  along  or  upon  any  public  street,  alley,  park  or  other 
public  place  in  said  city,  or  who  shall  be  found  lying  or  sleeping  in  any  stable, 
out-house,  or  building,  warehouse  or  shed,  freight  depot  or  railroad  car,  or  in  or 
about  any  coal  yard,  lumber  yard,  stock  yard,  mill,  or  manufactory,  in  said  city, 
provided  in  defense  it  may  be  shown  that  said  person  or  persons  have  the  permission 
of  the  owner  ar  occupant  thereof,  to  sleep  and  be  in  snch  places,  shall  be  deemed  a 
vagrant.  And  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Mr.  Adams  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  Mr.  Stuckmeyer,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  has 
repeatedly  refused  to  return  the  bids  for  furnishing  the  city  with  coal,  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  of  this  Council,  and  when  an  officer  of  the  city  requests  him  to 
come  before  the  Council  he  replies  in  an  insulting  manner ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  censure  Mr.  Stuckmeyer  for  his  direcliction  of  duty 
and  continued  absence  when  requested  to  be  present. 

Mr.  Reed  offered  the  following  motion : 

Moved,  That  further  debate  on  this  subject  be  postponed  until  next  Monday  night, 
in  order  to  hear  from  Mr.  Stuckmeyer  and  give  him  an  opportunity  to  retract  or 
explain.

To  tlie  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — I  was  directed  to  estimate  the  cost  to  the  city  tor  changing  the  chan- 
nel of  Fall  Creek-  - 
1st.     Of  the  city  purchasing  the  ground  required  for  the  same  of  S.J.  Patterson  at 
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$1,000  per  acre,  estimating  the  same  at  a  price  not  to  exceed   30  cents  per  cubic 
yard. 

2d.  Of  the  expense  to  the  city  as  per  S.  J.  Smock's  proposition  of  hip  purchasing 
the  ground  and  building  the  embankments  necessary  to  proposed  change  for  the  sum 
of  50  cents  per  cubic  yar  I,  would  report  as  follows  : 

To  change  and  straighten  the  channel,  the  city  will  be  required  to  buy  of  S.  J. 
Patterson  27£  acres  of  ground  at  $1,000  per  acre,  making  a  cost  of  $27,250.00.  The 
gouth  embankment  40  feet  wide  will  contain  31,403  cubic  yards.  The  building  of 
the  same  at  30  cents  percubic  yard  will  cost  $9,420.90,  making  a  total  cost  under, 
the  first  proposition  of  $36,670.90.  The  cost  of  building  the  embankment  as  per  8. 
J.  Smocks  proposition  will  be  31,403  cubic  yards  at  50  cents,  $15,701.50.  The  dif- 
ference between  the  first  and  second  propositions  being  $20,969.40. 

In  order  to  protect  Michigan  street,  which  has  been  recently  repaired  at  a  cost  of 
$3,567.40,  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  some  immediate  steps  for  repairing  the  south 
bank  of  Fall  creek,  and  if  your  honorable  body  reject  the  foregoing  jproposition  of 
Messers  .Patterson  &  Smock,  I  wonld  recommend  to  refer  the  matter  of  repairing 
and  strengthening  the  present  embankments  to  your  Committee  on  Streets  and 
Alleys,  in  connection  with  myself,  with  a  view  to  have  said  work  done  at  once. 

SECOND. 

In  complyance  with  your  orders,  1  have  made  temporary  arrangements  on  Ran- 
dolph street  to  let  the  accumulated  water  escape  from  the  Reformatory  grounds. 

Some  measures  must  be  taken  at  once  towards  a  permanent  improvement  at  this 
point,  as  well  as  repairing  the  wooden  culvert  under  the  south  side  of  Michigan 
street,  otherwise  the  damage  by  another  rise  in  Crooked  Creek  will  be  much  greater 
than  it  is  at  present. 

If  your  honorable  body  cannot  suggest  anything  better,  I  would  recommend  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  the  proper  committee  to  see  what  is  best  to  be  done  in  the 
premises.

Gentlemen: — In  reference  to  the  petition  of  Henrietta  Parker  and  others,  asking 
the  removal  of  the  track  of  the  Rolling  Mill  Company  on  South  Tennessee  street, 
I  have  to  report  that  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  records  of  the  Council,  I  find 
that  no  authority  has  ever  been  given  to  said  company  to  lay  its  tracks  on  South 
Tennessee  street.  I  find  that  on  27th  June,  1857,  the  Conncil  passed  an  ordinance 
granting  Richard  A.  Douglass  right  to  construct  a  track  on  south'west  bank  of 
Pogues  Run  or  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Canal. 

I  am  informed  by  the  parties  that  the  present  track  of  the  Rolling  Mill  Company 
has  occupied  said  street  for  a  number  of  years,  without  any  objection  from  the  city  or 
the  citizens.  This  fact,  however,  comes  to  me  only  from  the  parties,  and  not  from 
the  records.  • 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  if  this  Council  should  grant  the  right  of  way  to  the  Roll- 
ing Mill  Company  to  use  said  street  for  the  purposes  of  laying  their  track  thereon, 
the  using  of  said  street  for  such  purpose  would  be  an  additional  servitude  not  con- 
templated in  the  construction  of  streets, for  public  highways,  and  the  owners  of  the 
abutting  property  would  have  a  right  of  action  against  the  Rolling  Milll  Company 
for  whatever  damages  would  accrue  to  their  property  on  account  of  this  additional 
use  of  the  street. 

I  do  not  think  the  Common  Council  has  the  power  to  grant  to  a  private  corpor" 
ation  the  right  to  use  the  streets  of  the  city  in  any  manner  that  will  interfere  with 
their  use  as  public  highways,  or  damage  the  owners  of  abutting  property. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  the  present  case,  the  said  street  has  been  used  for  a 
number  of  years  by  the  Rolling  Mill  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  its  track 
thereon,  without  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  owners  of  abutting  property. 
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I  suggest  that  the  Council  leave  the  parties  to  adjust  their  rights  between  them- 
selves.

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  building  a  brick  sewer  three  feet  in  diameter  in  and 
along  Ohio  street,  from  Illinois  street  to  and  connecting  with  the  Pennsylvania 
street  sewer. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time. 


Mr.  Thalman  introduced  special  ordinance  No.  232, 1875,  entitled : 

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  grading  and  paving  with  brick  the  north  sidewalk  of 
Washington  street,  between  the  old  White  Eiver  bridge  and  a  point  300  feet  west, 
or  so  far  as  the  road  is  owned  by  the  city.

Mr.  Adams  submitted  the  following  majority  report  : 

Indianapolis,  December  13,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  members  of  the  select  committee  appoin'ed  to 
investigate  the  charges  preferred  against  Councilman  Marshal  E.  Hall,  by  Robt.  C. 
McGilJ  and  Thomas  Madden,  would  report  the  following  in  connection  with  the 
same  : 

After  a  careful  and  exhaustive  examination  covering  several  days,  and  due  con- 
sideration of  the  testimony  presented  thereat,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  not 
sufficient  evidence  going  to  show  that  Marshal  E  Hall  intended  to  defraud  the  city 
or  is  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office  to  justify  a  trial  before  the  Council. 

There  was  no  evidence  sustaining  specifications  one  to  six  inclusive. 

Specifications  seven  and  eight  charged  the  said  Hall  with  collecting  rent?  from 
lessees  of  Sellers  Farm,  as  Chairman  of  Committee  on  said  Farm.  That  said 
Hall  did  collect  such  rent  was  conclusive,  as  the  evidence  showed,  at  the  reqnest  and 
direction  of  Henry  W.  Tutewiler,  City  Treasurer,  who  gave  him  the  leases  and 
bonds  of  parties  leasing  said  farm,  with  instructions  as  above,  and  the  said  Tutewiler 
City  Treasurer,  is  responsible  for  all  moneys  collected  as  rent  for  Sellers  Farm  to 
the  Common  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  motion  passed  May  27th,  187o,  direct- 
ing the  City  Treasurer  to  collect  and  receive  said  rents,  etc. 

Thus  believing,  your  Committee  feel  it  a  duty  to  report,  while  there  was  no 
evidence  tending  to  show  that  Marshal  E.  Hall  did  not  intend  to  pay  the  money  he 
collected  into  the  City  Treasury,  the  evidence  was  positive  that  he  retained  in  his 
possession  moneys  which  he  knew  belonged  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis  for  a  longer 
period  of  time  than  was  necessary  to  pay  the  same  into  the  Treasury,  and  the  fact 
that  other  city  officers  may  have  done  the  same  does  not  excuse  or  exculpate  him 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  Council  should  at  once  stop  such 
unwarrantable  conduct,  and  pass  a  vote  of  censure  against  the  said  Marshal  E.  Hall 
for  not  promptly  paying  into  the  Treasury  all  moneys  he  may  have  collected 
belonging  to  the  city,  and  for  his  loose  manner  of  transacting  his  official  business..

Indianapolis,  December  13,  1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — As  a  member  of  a  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
charges  and  accompanying  specifications  against  Marshal  E.  Hall,  a  member  of  this 
Council,  with  instructions  to  examine  into  the  same,  I  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report . 

In  my  opinion,  the  evidence  adduced  before  said  committee  shows  that  there  was 
not  only  good  grounds  for  such  accusation,  but  that  positive  evidence  was  presented 
which  justified  the  presentation  of  additional  charges  and  specifications,  all  going  to 
show  that  the  said  Marshal  E.  Hall,  while  a  member  of  this  Council,  was  guilty  of 
malfeasance  in  office,  and  I  do  hereby,  as  one  of  said  committee,  present  the  sub- 
joined charges  with  specifications  to  this  Council,  that  said  Marshal  E.  Hall  shall  be 
put  on  trial  thereon  : 

CHARGE  FIRST. 

That  said  Marshal  E.  Hall,  while  a  member  of  the  City  Council  of  Indianapolis, 
and  one  of  its  committees,  has  been  guilty  of  assuming  to  certify  to  the  correctness 
of  claims  against  said  city,  and  of  gross  negligence  and  carelessness  while  exercising 
the  assumed  power,  by  certifying  improper  claims  for  allowance  to  said  Council. 

SPECIFICATION  FIRST. 

That  said  Hall  did,  on  the  —  day  of  — ,  1875,  certify  as  correct  to  said  Council, 
over  his  own  signature,  a  certain  claim  of  George  Woodfill  for  the  sum  of  $30.00, 
for  building  and  erecting  a  shed  for  the  city  steam  road  roller,  and  that  afterwards 
on  the  — day  of — ,  1875,  did  certify  as  correct  to  said  Council  another  bill  for  the 
sum  of  $40.00  for  the  same  work.  This  the  said  Hall  did  in  the  absence  of  any 
authority  from  the  said  Oouncil  to  certify  claims  for  such  work,  and  in  open  viola- 
tion of  the  well  established  rule  of  said  Council,  that  the  majority  alone  of  any  com- 
mittee of  said  Council  shall  certify  to  the  correctness  of  any  work  done  to  the 
knowledge  ol  any  such  committee. 

CHARGE  SECOND. 

That  said  Marshal  E.  Hall,  while  a  member  of  the  City  Council  of  Indianapolis, 
was  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office  in  collecting  and  appropriating  the  money  and 
property  of  the  city  to  his  own  use,  and  also  of  usurping  and  exercising  powers  and 
duties  which  he  had  no  right  to  exercise,  but  which  are  especially  delegated  to  and 
should  have  been  exercised  by  another  city  officer. 

SPECIFICATION  FIRST. 

That  said  Hall  did  on  several  occasions,  as  hereinafter  set  forth  in  other  specifica- 
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tions,  collect  from  certain  renters  on  the  Sellers  Farm  sums  of*  money  belonging  to 
said  city  as  rent  due  from  such  renters,  which,  by  order  of  the  Common  Council  of 
said  city,  made  on  the  3d  day  of  May,  1875,  the  City  Treasurer  was  alone  authorized 
to  collect,  which  money  the  said  Hall  claimed  to  collect  by  virtue  of  his  being 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Sellers  Farm,  and  which  moneys  the  said  Hall  kept 
and  used  for  his  own  use  until  the  commencement  of  the  investigation  ordered  by 
laid  Council  on  the  6th  day  of  December,  1875. 

SPECIFICATION  SECOND. 

That  said  Hall  did,  on  the  —  day  of  August,  1875,  take  and  appropriate  to  his 
own  use  a  quantity  of  brick  from  the  East  Market  place,  the  property  of  the  city, 
and  for  which  he  has  not  accounted. 


SPECIFICATION  THIRD. 

That  said  Hall  did,  on  the  14th  day  of  August,  1875,  unlawfully  collect  from  the 
Indiana  Fertelizing  Company  and  appropriate  the  same  to  his  own  use,  the  sum  of 
$125.00,  which  money  belonged  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis  as  rent  due  from  tellers 
Farm. 

SPECIFICATION  FOURTH. 

That  the  said  Hall  did,  on  the  8th  day  of  November,  1875,  unlawfully  collect 
and  appropriate  to  his  own  use  the  sum  of  $125.00  from  the  Indianapolis  Fertelizing 
Company,  which  money  belonged?  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis  as  rent  due  from  the 
Sellers  Farm. 

SPECIFICATION  FIFTH. 

That  said  Hall  did,  on  the  19th  day  of  July,  18754  unlawfully  collect  and  appro- 
priate to  his  own  use  the  sum  of  $90.00  from  the  Indiana  Fertelizing  Company, 
which  money  belonged  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis  as  rent  due  from  the  Sellers  Farm. 

SPECIFICATION  SIXTH. 

That  said  Hall  did,  on  the  6th  day  of  September,  1875,  unlawfully  collect  from 
the  Indiana  Fertelizing  Company  and  appropriate  to  his  own  use  the  sum  of  $90.00, 
which  money  belonged  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  due  as  rent  from  the  Sellers  Farm. 

SPECIFICATION  SEVENTH. 

That  said  Hall  did,  on  the  17th  day  of  October,  1875,  unlawfully  collect  and 
appropriate  to  his  own  use  from  Laney  &  Company  the  sum  of  $37.50,  which  money 
belonged  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis  as  rent  due  from  the  Sellers  Farm. 
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SPECIFICATION  EIGHTH. 

That  said  Hall  did,  on  the  2d  day  of  November,  1875,  collect  from  Laney  &  Com- 
pany and  appropriate  to  his  own  use  the  sum  of  $37.50,  which  money  belonged  to 
the  city  of  Indianapolis  as  rent  due  from  the  Sellers  Farm. 

SPECIFICATION  NINTH. 

That  said  Hall,  on  the  8th  day  of  December,  1875,  came  before  the  special  com- 
mittee appointed  to  investigate  charges  preferred  against  him  on  the  6th  day  of 
December,  1875,  and  acknowledged  the  collection  of  the  money  referred  to  in  spec- 
ification seven  (7)  and  eight(8)  of  the  charges  then  under  investigation  and  which 
are  identical  with  specifications  numbered  three  (8)  and  four  (4)  preceding,  which 
sum  of  money  amounted  to  $250  and  which  amount  was  tendered  to  said  committee 
and  by  them  refused,  thus  attempting  to  create  the  impression  that  the  sum  of  $250 
was  all  the  money  he  had  collected  as  rent  due  from  the  Sellers  Farm.  That  on 
the  day  following  the  making  of  said  tender  by  said  Hall,  Thomas  Madden,  Chair" 
man  of  such  committee  of  investigation,  proceeded  to  the  Sellers  Farm  and  to  other 
places,  and  obtained  proofs  of  the  collection  by  said  Hall  of  other  amounts  as  rent 
due  the  city  frcm  the  Sellers  Farm,  which  amounts  are  set  forth  in  specifications 
numbered  5,  6,  7  and  8  of  these  charges.  That  on  the  11th  day  of  December,  1875, 
the  (2d)  second  day  following  the  obtaining  of  such  by  said  Madden,  the  said  Hall 
came  before  said  committee  and  made  virtue  of  necessity,  and  knowing  the  existence 
of  such  proofs,  did  make  confession  of  the  unlawful  collection  for  his  own  use,  of  the 
moneys  set  forth  in  specifications  5,  6,  7  and  8  of  these  charges,  and  I  therefore  rec- 
omend  that  said  Marshall  E.  Hall  be  put  upon  his  trial  on  these  charges. 

The  undersigned  will  further  say,  that  during  the  session  of  such  committee  of 
investigation,  much  important  evidence  going  to  show  the  guilt  of  the  accused  and 
the  untruthfulness  of  the  newly  found  theory  of  the  said  Hall,  was  acting  as  the 
agent  of  the  only  officer  authorized  to  collect  rents  due  from  the  Sellers  Farm  was 
excluded  by  the  majority  of  said  committee  over  the  objections  of  the  undersigned. 

In  conclusion,  the  undersigned  would  say,  that  justice  in  the  good  name  of  our 
-city,  demands  that  the  Council  shall  refuse  to  accept  the  report  of  the  majority  of 
such  committee  and  refer  the  charges  in  this  report  to  another  committee  for  full 
investigation  and  report.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Gas,  to  whom  was  referred  motion  of  Councilman 
Reed,  instructing  said  Committee  to  confer  with  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Company,  to  obtain  proposals  for  furnishing  gas  in  the  city  street  lamps  every 
night,  irom  twilight  until  daylight  (3,200  hours  each  year),  would  respectfully  report 
as  follows  on  said  Company's  proposals,  which  are  also  submitted  herewith  : 

The  proposal  to  furnish  gas  for  one  year  at  $33.00  per  post  would,  if  accepted, 
require  an  increase  of  $25,000.00  per  year  in  the  cost  of  gas,  which  at  present  is 
$66,000.00. 

The  proposal  for  a  term  of  five  (5)  years  at  $32.00  per  post  would  cause  but  little 
less  expense  per  year  than  the  proposal  for  one  year. 

The  proposal  for  a  term  of  years  ending  in  1886,  at  $35.00  per  post,  was  before 
your  honorable  body  some  weeks  ago,  and  rejected. 

In  view  of  the  great  increase  in  cost  of  gas  that  would  be  caused  by  the  acceptance 
of  either  of  these  proposals,  your  Committee  recommend  the  postponement  of  any 
increase  in  the  amount  of  gas  for  the  use  of  the  city  in  the  city  street  lamps  until 
spring  of  next  year. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  as  an  experiment,  which  we  look  favorably 
upon,  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  to  stop  the  use  of  gas  in  say  ten  (10)

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Gas  and  Civil  Engineer,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Contracts,  relative  to  the  award  of  lighting  the  city 
street  lamps,  report  that  we  have  examined  the  bids  and  find  them  to  be  as  reported 
by  the  Committee  on  Contracts. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  contract  for  lighting  the  lamps  be  awarded 
to  the  lowest  bidders,  to  wit : 

West  section,  David  Rinkle,  at  19£  cents  per  lamp  and  post  per  month. 

Northeast  section,  John  A.  Vinnedge,  at  19 \  cents  per  lamp  and  post  per  month. 

Southeast  section,  J.  H.  Lehr,  at  18  £  cents  per  lamp  and  post  per  month.

And  2  men  at  40  per  month 80 

Making  the  total  cost  per  month $470 

The  above  estimate  is  very  low,  but  the  work  cannot  be  done  for  the  amount. 

First — There  are  2,745  lamps  in  the  city,  and  each  man  would  be  required  to  light 
about  102  lamps,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer  that  cannot  be  done  and  carried 
out  as  it  should  be. 
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Second — The  greatest  number  of  lamps  that  can  be  lighted  in  the  required  time 
according  to  our  opinion,  is  90,  and  would  recuire  31  men  instead  of  26.  Therefore, 
your  Committee  find  that  the  award  of  19 \  cents  per  month  is  the  best,  as  will  be 
seen  by  the  following  table :

Gentlemen :— On  last  Tuesday  at  10  a.  m.,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council  was 
held  in  pursuance  of  a  call  of  some  of  its  members. 

The  charter  provides  that  the  Mayor  and  Common  Councilmen  shall  constitute 
the  Common  Council,  and  also  that  the  Mayor  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  and  give 
the  casting  vote.  By  the  charter  he  is  also  the  Police  Judge,  and  the  performance 
of  such  judicial  duties  requires  his  presence  in  the  City  Court  room  every  week  day 
at  the  hour  of  10  A.  m.,  rendering  it  almost  impossible  for  the  Mayor  to  meet  with 
the  Council  at  that  hour,  and  on  last  Tuesday,  as  on  almost  every  other  day,  a  large 
number  of  prisoners  were  to  be  disposed  of,  all  the  Court  officers  and  a  great  many 
witnesses  in  attendance,  as  by  long  continued  custom.  By  rule  of  the  Court,  and 
under  the  requirements  of  the  charter  and  ordinances,  the  Police  Court  is  in  session 
at  that  hour. 

I  do  not  assume  that  in  calling  a  special  meeting  at  that  time,  there  was  any  inten- 
tion to  disregard  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  Mayor,  but  that  on  the  contrary  it  was 
done  without  being  fully  aware  of  my  inability  to  be  present.  I,  however,  regard  it 
as  a  duty  to  the  office  I  hold,  to  respectfully  protest  against  the  call  for  special  meet- 
ings of  the  Council  to  be  held  at  a  time  when  the  performance  of  other  important 
and  unavoidable  official  duties  renders  it  impossible  for  me  to  be  present.

Indianapolis,  December  20, 1875. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned,  owners  of  real  estate  on  Ohio  street  between  Meri 
dian  and  Noble  streets,  would  respectfully  remonstrate  againrt  the  ordinance,  No. 
230,  recently  introduced,  entitled  "An  ordinance  for  grading,  graveling,  curbing, 
bouldering  and  flagging  Ohio  street  between  Noble  and  Meridian  streets,"  and  for  the 
following  reasons :  It  is  now  the  beginning  of  winter,  and  the  street  will  be  ren- 
dered almost  impassable  by  the  grading  at  this  time.  We  suggest  that  the  work 
can  be  done  with  greater  convenience  to  all  the  residents,  and  with  more  facility  and 
in  a  better  manner  in  warm  weather  than  in  winter.  We  beg  leave  further  to  say 
that  the  street  can  be  greatly  improved  if  the  sidewalks  are  extended  to  a  width  of 
twenty  feet.  There  are  now  very  many  finely  growing  and  handsome  trees  about 
fifteen  feet  from  the  line  of  the  lots,  so  that  a  curbstone  set  at  that  distance  would 
destroy  them  ,  but  at  twenty  feet  would  leave  a  handsome  grass  plat  to  protect  the 
trees,  and  furnish  an  ample  roadway.  We  therefore  ask  that  the  ordinance  be 
postponed  until  May  next,  and  that  when  it  is  passed  that  provisions  be  made 
therein  for  sidewalks  twenty  feet  wide,  that  the  gutters  be  bouldered,  and  the  street 
graveled  with  screened  river  gravel,  and  that  proper  crossings  of  flag-stone  be  laid 
over  the  streets  and  alleys.

Gentlemen : — Whereas  the  repeated  freshets  during  the  year  1870  greatly  increased 
the  washing  of  the  banks  at  the  curves  in  the  bends  of  Fall  Creek,  and  suggested 
the  straightening  of  the  channels,  commencing  at  the  range  line  between  ranges  3 
and  4,  at  the  line  between  the  lands  of  Mrs.  Dr.  Bobbs  and  George  Bruce,  and  end- 
ing upon  the  lands  of  Powell  Howland.  That  on  the  3d  of  December,  1870,  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Directors  of  the  Indianapolis  and  Fall  Creek  Gravel  Road  was 
appointed  to  confer  with  Mrs.  Dr.  Bobbs  with  a  view  of  obtaining  land  to  widen 
their  road  at  the  bank  of  Fall  Creek,  and  obtaining  her  consent  to  cut  the  channel 
for  said  creek  across  the  point  of  her  land  opposite  her  orchard,  for  the  purpose  of 
straightening  the  channel  of  said  creek.  The  committee,  through  Dr.  John  W. 
Bowles,  got  the  consent  of  Mrs.  Bobbs  thereto,  and  on  the  7th  of  June,  1871,  the 
company  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  land  for  widening  their  road,  and  a  written 
consent  for  cutting  a  channel,  and  cut  a  small  channel  across  the  point  at  the  range 
line,  and  the  taking  off  of  the  timber  on  the  proposed  line  of  the  new  channel  upon 
the  two  northern  points  of  land,  was  in  the  falls  of  1871  and  1872.'  A  moderate 
freshet  occurred  in  May,  1872,  and  collected  a  lot  of  logs,  timber  and  rubbish, 
obstructing  that  part  of  the  proposed  new  channel  cut  by  the  gravel  road,  and  no 
further  damaging  freshets  occurred  until  June  and  August,  1875.  The  Gravel  Road 
Company  removed  the  obstructions  from  the  freshet  of  May,  1872,  but  in  June,  1875, 
it  was  again  filled  up,  and  by  the  continued  high  water  until  the  first  of  Angust,  the 
same  was  not  removed  until  the  August  freshet  came,  that  further  increased  it. 
Since  the  right  to  cut  the  channel  across  the  land  of  Mrs.  Bobbs  was  obtained,  the 
land  at  that  point  has  been  obtained  by  they, city  for  the  purposes  of  a  park,  and 
therefore  the  undersigned,  owners  of  the  land  lying  contigious  to  said  proposed 
straighiening  of  the  channel,  would  respectfully  ask  the  Common  Council  of  the 
city  of  Indianapolis  to  appoint  a  committee  of  said  Council,  who,  in  conjunction

Gentlemen  :—  We  submit  the  following  report  of  the  City  Dispensary  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1875  : 
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Owing  to  certain  stipulations  in  the  agreement  by  which  the  Bobbs' fund  was 
donated  for  dispensary  purposes,  which  designated  certain  persons  to  be  physicians 
and  druggists  of  the  Dispensary,  also  fixing  the  limit  for  payment  of  the  same  at 
such  small  sum  that  the  needs  of  the  poor  of  our  city  could  by  no  means  get  the 
full  benefit  of  your  donation.  For  that  purpose  it  was  deemed  best  to  leave  the 
Bobbs'  Free  Dispensary  and  create  a  City  Dispensary  not  connected  with  any  med- 
ical faction,  or  hampered  by  regulations  which  would  limit  its  usefulness. 

By  experience  of  several  years,  it  was  found  less  expensive  to  have  a  dispensary 
room  in  a  central  part  of  the  city  ;  to  have  a  well  qualified  druggist  who  shall  pre- 
pare all  medicines  and  compound  all  physicians  prescriptions ;  to  purchase  medi- 
cines at  wholesale,  and  pay  physicians  a  reasonable  sum  for  their  visiting,  a  work 
that  requires  a  large  portion  of  their  time  by  day  and  night. 

kUpon  this  plan,  the  City  Dispensary,  at  No.  30  South  Delaware  street,  has  been 
in  operation  with  the  following  results  :

The  past  season  has  been  one  which  produced  an  unusual  amount  of  sicknsss,  and 
at  the  same  time  an  unusual  lack  of  work  for  the  poorer  classes,  and  the  Dispensary 
has  been  called  upon  for  more  than  four  times  the  relief  over  any  former  year, 
although  the  expense  has  not  been  increased  more  than  eight  hundred  dollars  over 
the  year  1873. 

It  is  most  difficult  to  make  estimate  for  an  institution  of  this  kind,  as  we  cannot 
predict  the  weather  or  the  work  for  the  coming  year,  nor  the  sickness  that  may  be 
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caused  by  them.     Providing  nothing  more  urgent  than  the  past  year  is  to  be  encoun- 
tered, the  city  should  increase  their  donations  to  eight  hundred  dollars  per  quarter.

By  consent,  Mr.  Albershardt  presented  the  following  communica- 
tion from  the  Water  Works  Company  : 

Indianapolis,  January  3,  1876. 

Messrs.  Albershardt,  Diffiey    and   Hook,    Committee  on   Water  Works: 

Gentlemen: — I  present  herewith  several  papers  in  relation  to  the  action  of  the 
Water  Works  Company,  in  complying  with  the  contract  with  the  City  Council,  that 
you  will  please  lay  before  the  Council  at  their  meeting  on  Monday,  January  3,  1876. 

The  first  is  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  by  the  Council,  adopted  at  a  regular  meeting 
on  June  15,  1874,  and  printed  in  the  Council  proceedings  on  pages  285  and  286.  I 
send  you  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  for  the  reason  that  you  may  not  be  able  to  find 
an  extra  printed  copy  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk. 

Tie  second  is  a  list  of  water  pipe  laid  by  the  company  in  compliance  with  the 
resolution.  The  list  shows  the  size  of  pipe  laid,  its  location, '  and  measurement  in 
feet.  The  measurements  •  were  made  at  the  time  the  pipe  was  laid  by  Jos.  H. 
Dennis,  the  engineer  of  this  company,  and  I  have  no  doubt  of  their  correctness. 
The  list  shows  the  pipe  located  by  the  Council,  as  well  as  that  located  by  the  com- 
pany. In  some  Wards,  changes  were  made  in  some  of  the  lines  after  they  were 
reported  to  the  Council  by  the  Committee  on  Water  Works,  and  Fire  Department. 
These  changes  were  made  by  the  Councilmen  of  the  Ward,  and  agreed  to  by  this 
company,  under  authority  of  resolutions  of  the  Council,  adopted  at  the  time  the  list 
was  presented  and  accepted  by  the  Council,  in  November,  1874. 

You  will  see  that  we  have  laid  111,591  feet  of  water  pipe,  or  21  miles  and  711  feet. 
On  nine  squares,  old  pipe  was  taken  up  and  replaced  with  larger  pipe,  which 
reduces  the  'amount  of  new  lines  laid,  4,842  feet,  leaving  the  amount  of  new  and 
additional  water  pipe  laid,  106,749  feet,  or  20  miles  and  1,149  feet.  In  laying  new 
pipe  on  the  squares  in  which  old  lines  had  been  laid,  we  left  the  fire  plugs  on  the 
old  line  in,  and  put  in  other  fire  plugs  connected  with  the  new  lines  beside  them,  so 
that  no  square  was  without  fire  protection  while  the  change  was  being  made.  This 
plan  increased  the  cost  to  the  company,  but  we  felt  it  due  to  the  Council,  and  the 
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public,  that  no  part  of  the  city  should  be  without  fire  protection  while  making  the 
change. 

The  third  is  a  list  of  fire  plugs,  located  and  put  in  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council.  This  list  gives  the  number  and  location  of  all  plugs  put  in  under  the 
resolution,  and  all  additional  to  those  previously  in.  You  will  see  that  but  324 
plugs  have  been  located,  out  of  365  agreed  on,  leaving  41  yet  to  be  put  in.  This 
company  has  repeatedly  and  persistently  urged  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  (who  was 
charged  with  the  duty  of  locating  the  fire  plugs)  to  locate  them,  so  that  they  could 
be  put  in  as  the  lines  were  being  laid,  and  if  the  locations  had  been  made,  the  plugs 
which  we  bought  and  have  on  hand,  would  have  been  set,  and  the  city  would  have 
had  the  benefit  of  protection  from  them.  This  company  is  now  ready  to  put  those 
41  fire  plugs  in,  at  such  places  on  the  line  of  our  pipes  as  the  Council  may  direct, 
as  they  have  during  the  late  summer  and  fall  seasons,  when  they  conld  have  been 
put  in  with  less  permanent  injury  to  the  streets. 

The  new  machinery  erected  by  the  company,  so  far  exceeds  in  size  and  capacity, 
what  was  contemplated  at  the  time  the  agreement  was  made  with  the  city,  that  we 
do  not  believe  one  member  of  the  Council  will  doubt  for  a  moment  that  the  increased 
power  and  capacity  of  said  water  works  are  of  such  character  as  to  fully  comply 
with  their  charter  or  contract  with  the  city. 

As  fast  as  new  lines  of  pipe  were  laid,  and  the  water  turned  on,  the  Chief  Fire 
Engineer  was  notified  of  the  fact,  and  the  new  fire  plugs  thus  brought  into  use  have 
been  included  in  the  bills  presented  to  the  Council,  up  to  the  full  number  now  in, 
324.  We  respectfully  claim,  that  having  faithfully  fulfilled  our  part  of  the 
agreement,  we  are  entitled  to  pay  for  the  365  fire  plugs  named  in  the  resolution  from 
this  date.  This  company  stands  ready  to  put  in  41  fire  plugs,  not  yet  located,  on 
the  lines  of  pipe  now  in,  whenever  and  wherever  the  Council  may  direct. 

Allow  me,  gentlemen,  to  congratulate  you  on  having  provided  this  city  with  most 
efficient  and  effective  protection  from  fire.  If  there  is  a  city  in  the  country  that  is 
better  provided  in  this  respect,  I  do  not  know  where  it  is.

COPY  OF  EESOLUTIONS  ADOPTED  JUNE  15,  1874. 

Whereas,  A  proposition  was  presented  to  the  Council  on  the  9th  of  March  last, 
from  the  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  to  increase  the  machinery  at  their 
works  and  lay  twenty  miles  of  additional  water  pipe ;  which  proposition  was 
referred  to  a  committee  that  agreed  on  a  report,  but  have  not  presented  it  to  the 
Council; 

And  whereas,  It  is  evident  to  this  Council,  and  to  the  public,  that  to  secure  the 
proper  protection  of  the  property  in  the  city   from  fire,  the  power   of  the  works 
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should  be  increased,  and  water  pipes  should  be  extended  and  laid  down  in  those 
parts  of  the  city  that  now  have  but  small  protection  of  fire ; 

And  whereas,  It  is  evident,  that  if  the  city  is  to  get  the  benefit  of  the  extension 
of  pipes  and  increase  of  machinery  this  year,  prompt  action  of  the  Council  is 
necessary,  so  that  the  company  can  at  once  make  the  necessary  arrangements  ; 
therefore,  be  it 

Besolved,  By  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  first,  that  in 
^consideration  that  said  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  will  add  to  the 
power  and  capacity  of  their  works  as  proposed,  and  will  lay  down  and  maintain 
twenty  miles  of  additional  water  pipe  ;  ten  miles  to  be  ]aid  down  on  such  streets  as 
the  company  may  select,  and  ten  miles  to  be  laid  on  such  streets  as'may  be  designa- 
ted by  the  Common  Council ;  the  whole  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
1875,  and  put  thereon  and  connect,  at  their  own  cost,  at  such  points  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Common  Council,  and  shall  attach  and  connect,  at  their  own 
cost,  at  such  points  on  the  lines  of  pipe  now  laid  by  the  company,  or  such  other 
lines  of  pipe  as  may  be  laid,  under  the  provisions  of  this  resolution,  as  shall  be 
designated  by  the  Common  Council,  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  additional  fire 
plugs  to  those  now  in  use ;  the  city  of  Indianapolis  hereby  agrees  and  obligates 
itself  to  accept  said  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  additional  fire  plugs,  and  pay 
said  company,  as  rent  for  the  use  of  each  of  said  fire  plugs,  for  fire  purposes,  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly,  under  the  same  rules  and  on 
same  conditions  as  is  provided  in  the  original  ordinance;  Provided,  that  the  increased 
power  and  capacity  of  said  Water  Works,  be  of  such  character  as  to  fulJy  comply 
with  their  charter,  orcontract  with  the  city,  but  such  power  and  capacity  shall  not 
be  judged  only  in  certain  localities,  but  in  every  part  of  the  city  where  the  pipes 
may  be  laid.

Dear  Sir: — You  are  hereby  notified  that  I  object  to  the  taking  of  any  sand,  gravel 
earth  or  soil  off  of  my  land  for  any  purpose  whatever,  and  that  if  any  should  be 
taken  I  shall  expect  to  receive  twenty-five  cents  per  yard  therefor,  and  I  will  not 
sell  at  any  less  price. 

Neither  the  city  of  Indianapolis  nor  her  contractors  have  any  right  whatever  to 
take  any  gravel,  sand  or  earth,  and  should  it  be  taken  I  shall  hold  the  city  of 
Indianapolis  responsible  for  all  damages  that  I  may  sustain. 

I  have  already  sustained  a  great  injury  by  the  negligent  acts  of  the  city  and  her 
agents  in  the  construction  of  the  new  channel  of  Fall  Creek,  for  which  I  have  a  suit 
now  pending,  and  I  positively  refuse  to  allow  any  other  land  of  mine  to  be  taken 
without  compensation,  for  the  purposes  of  such  channel,  and  shall  expect  the  city  to 
make  good  to  me  all  losses  I  have  or  may  sustain  because  of  the  city's  negligence  in 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  said  channel.

Mr.  Adams  presented  the  following  communication  : 

Indianapolis,  January  10,  1876. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — On  the  27th  of  September,  1875,  the  contract  to  repair  both  banks  of 
Fall  Creek  was  awarded  me.  My  bid  was  made  and  the  contract  was  awarded,  as 
will  appear  from  the  contract  itself,  with  the  understanding  that  I  should  have  the 
right  to  use  the  dirt  in  the  channel  in  making  said  repairs.  By  the  contract,  the 
work  was  to  be  done  by  January  1,  1876. 

"When  about  to  begin  the  work,  about  the  20th  of  October,  Samuel  J.  Patterson, 
the  owner  of  the  land  through  which  the  channel  runs,  notified  me  that  I  could  not 
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use  the  dirt  in  the  channel  because  the  city  had,  us  he  claimed,  agreed  with  him  to 
make  a  street  40  feet  wide  on  the  top  of  the  levee. 

On  application  to  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  to  learn  the  rights  of  Mr. 
Patterson,  I  was  directed  to  communicate  the  facts  to  the  Common  Council,  which 
I  did  on  the  25th  day  of  October,  1875. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  with  the  City  Attorney 
and  City  Civil  Engineer,  who  reported  to  the  Common  Council  on  the  22d  of 
November,  1875,  and  in  their  report  said  : 

"After  an  examination  of  the  creek,  channel  and  surroundings,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  any  repairs  the  city  may  make  on  the  embankments  of  the  creek  with 
a  view  of  keeping  the  same  in  its  present  channel  will  only  serve  for  a  time,  as  the 
first  heavy  rise  of  the  creek  will  break  over  the  same.  In  order  to  bring  the  matter 
before  the  Council,  we  recommend  the  Council  to  instruct  the  City  Civil  Engineer 
to  make  an  estimate  of  the  cost  to  the  city  necessary  to  change  the  channel,"  etc. 

The  matter  was  accordingly  referred  to  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  who  reported  the 
cost  of  changing  and  straightening  the  channel  on  the  13th  day  of  December,  1875, 
and  recommended  that  in  order  to  protect  Michigan  street,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
take  steps  to  repair  and  strengthen  the  south  bank  of  Fall  Creek. 

This  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  who  reported  on 
the  27th  day  of  December,  1875,  as  follows : 

"  Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
City  Civil  Engineer,  in  relation  to  taking  immediate  steps  for  repairing  the  South 
bank  of  Fall  Creek,  would  report  recommending  that  Samuel  J.  Smock,  the  con- 
tractor for  said  work,  be  notified  to  proceed  with  the  same  at  once,  according  to  the 
plans  and  specifications  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  the  work  to  be  done  under  his 
supervision  and  direction."  This  was,  on  the  27th  day  of  December,  1875,  con- 
curred in  by  the  Council. 

On  the  5th  of  January,  1876,  four  days  after  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the 
contract  made  on  the  27th  day  of  September,  notice  of  the  action  of  the  Council  was 
formally  served  on  me. 

I  would  respectfully  show  that  the  delay  has  been  caused,  not  by  my  fault,  but 
by  the  deliberations  of  the  Council  with  reference  to  changing  and  straightening  the 
channel  of  the  creek. 

I  would  further  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  the  contract 
awarded  to  me  on  the  27th  day  of  September,  embraced  the  repair  of  both  banks, 
of  the  present  channel  of  the  creek,  and  that  I  am  now  directed,  after  the  time  in 
which  said  work  was  to  have  been  done  has  been  consumed  by  the  deliberations  of 
the  Council   as   to  changing   the  channel,   to  repair  the  south   bank  at  the  present 
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channel,  which  seems  to  involve  an  abandonment  of  the  contract  for  repairing  and 
strengthening  both  banks  of  the  present  channel  made  September  27th,  1875. 

As  the  property  holders  most  interested  are  strongly  opposed  to  any  attempt  to 
repair  the  channel  as  it  now  is,  and  claim  that  it  will  be  a  needless  expenditure  of 
money,  and  threaten  litigation  if  the  attempt  is  made,  and  as  no  definite  action  has 
been  taken  as  to  the  change  of  the  channel,  while  I  am  directed  to  proceed  with  the 
repairs  on  the  south  bank  only,  I  have  thought  it  proper  in  order  to  avoid  confusion, 
litigation  and  trouble  in  the  future,  in  justice  to  your  honorable  body  as  well  as 
myself,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  facts  in  the  case.

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The  hospital  has,  during  the  past  year,  received  for  treatment  more  patients  than 
in  any  year  preceding.  There  is  an  urgent  demand  for  a  larger  hospital,  the  ratio 
of  increase  per  year  since  the  hospital  was  established  having  been  from  25  to  40 
per  cent. 

I  again  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the  necessities  of  the  Hospital — 

1st.  The  one  thing  most  needed  is  some  manner  of  sewerage,  in  order  that  the 
waste,  slop  and  other  refuse  material  may  be  carried  away.  There  is  nothing  of  the 
kind  here.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  present  location  should  not  be  as  healthy  as 
any  other  part  of  the  city,  but  the  present  method  of  disposing  of  the  contents  of  the 
night  vessels  is  to  carry  them  to  the  water  closet. 

I  would  urge  upon  the  board  that  they  take  some  steps  at  once  to  have  an  eighteen 
inch  cement  pipe  sewer  laid  from  the  hospital  to  Fall  Creek,  having  its  outlet  where 
it  could  be  carried  away.  This  could  be  done  at  a  cost  of  about  $1.10  per  foot,  the 
distance  being  something  over  seven  hundred  feet. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  treated  in  the  Branch  Hospital  (Pest  House) 
thirty-three  patients,  thirteen  of  whom  died.  Most  of  these  were  persons  that  were 
broken  down  in  health,  as  can  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  table  giving  the  name, 
age,  cause  of  death,  etc. 

In  conclusion,  L  wish  to  return  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Hospital  staff  for  the 
attention  and  kindness  shown  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year.  They  have  all 
shown  a  dispositson  to  attend,  either  day  or  night,  as  the  necessities  of  the  cases 
required  ;  the  result  has  been  that  the  patients  have  received  thorough  attention  at 
the  hands  of  some  of  the  best  medical  and  surgical  talent  in  the  city.  I  wish  also 
to  thank  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Council  for  their  courtesy  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  myself,  and  hereby  extend  to  all  of  you  an  invitation  to  come  and  visit 
the  Hospital.

the  Fire  Department,  passed  May  18th,  1874,  as  authorizes  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer 
to  order  all  necessary  repairs  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  unless  by 
consent  of  the  Common  Council,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.  That  the 
Board  of  Police  shall  be  authorized  to  provide  furnitnre,  provisions,  fuel  and  other 
necessary  supplies  for  the  Station  Houses,  but  shall  make  no  purchases  unless 
authorized  by  the  Common  Council ;  they  shall  report  at  least  quarterly  to 
the  Common  Council  what  amount  of  money  will  be  required  for  the  purchase  of 
the  supplies  for  the  Station  Houses,  together  with  an  ordinance  making  appropria- 
tions for  the  payment  of  all  claims,  duly  allowed,  for  articles  purchased  in  pursuance 
of  contracts,  for  the  use  of  the  Station  Houses.  No  Committee  of  the  Common 
Council  shall  have  any  power  whatever  to  make  any  contract  or  purchases,  except 
in  obedience  to  the  instruction  of  the  Common  Council,  and  all  bids  submitted  to 
any  Committee  shall,  before  any  award  is  made,  be  presented  to  the  Common  Coun- 
cil for  its  action.

The  only 
legal  question  presented  for  my  opinion  is  the  right  of  Mr.  Smock,  as  contractor  and 
agent  of  the  city,  to  take  dirt  from  the  channel  of  Fall  Creek  where  it  runs  through 
the  land  of  S.  J.  Patterson,  to  repair  the  banks  of  the  stream. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  is  entitled  to  the  dirt  in  the  channel,  to  be  used 
in  repairing  the  banks  along  the  line  where  the  dirt  is  taken. 

The  time  when  Mr.  Smock's  contract  required  him  to  complete  the  work  expired 
on  the  1st  of  January  of  this  year,  and  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Council  have  had 
under  consideration  propositions  to  change  the  character  of  the  work,  and  by  reason 
thereof  Mr.  Smock  has  thought  best  to  delay  the  work,  I  suggest  that  it  would  be 
right  to  extend  his  time  for  the  completion  of  the  same.

Gentlemen  :— In  pursuance  of  tlie  provisions  of  section  5  of  act  approved  Feb.  26,

Home  for  Friendless  Women  have  the  honor  to  make  and  submit  to  you  the  follow- 
ing detailed  report  of  their  doings  as  such  Trustees,  and  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  said  institution,  and  of  the  results  so  far  attained,  and  other  information 
relative  thereto,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1875. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  composed  of  gentlemen,  not  less  than  thirteen,  duly 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  incorporators  of  said  institution. 

Appended  hereto  will  be  found  a  full  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  Treasurer  of  Board  of  Managers,  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  Society. 

Also,  we  present  to  you  a  report  from  the  Board  of  Managers,  detailing  the  affairs 
of  the  institution,  and  a  report  from  the  Matron,  containing  other  important  items 
of  information,  all  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGERS. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  article  4  of  the  constitution  of  the  society  known 
as  the  Indianapolis  Home  for  Friendless  Women,  the  care  of  the  Home  and  the 
direct  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  same  have  been  controlled  by  a  Board  of 
Managers  consisting  of  twenty-seven  ladies  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  duly  elected 
at  the  last  annual  meeting  held  in  January,  1875. 

Having  organized  and  elected  officers,  these  Managers,  or  a  number  of  them  suffi- 
cient to  constitute  a  quorum,  have  met  regularly  at  the  Home  on  the  first  Thursday 
of  every  month,  at  which  time  the  reports  of  the  various  officers  of  the  Board  and  of 
the  institution  have  been  heard  and  acted  upon,  and  all  business  requiring  attention 
has  been  disposed  of. 

A  full  history  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  at  each  meeting  is  kept  on  record 
by  the  Secretary. 

Four  visitors  from  among  the  Managers  are  appointed  each  month,  whose  duty  it 
is  to  visit  the  institution,  two  each  week,  and  consult  with  the  Matron  and  other 
employes  with  regard  to  the  welfare  of  the  institution  and  its  inmates. 

A  portion  of  the  building  has,  during  the  year,  been  set  apart  and  made  secure 
for  the  constraint,  control  of  females — apart  from  those  who  are  simply  unprotected 
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or  unfortunate — and  this  department  includes  only  such  as  are  regularly  committed 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  city  for  breaches  of  law,  and  whose  treatment  may  be  benefi- 
cially subserved,  consistently  with  the  object  of  the  Society. 

The  number  of  employes  in  receipt  of  salaries  during  the  past  year  has  been  two 
only,  viz.:  a  Matron  and  Assistant  Matron,  until  the  opening  of  the  penal  depart- 
ment November  13,  1875,  necessitated  the  employment  of  a  third  officer  whose  duty 
it  is  to  take  charge  of  prisoners,  under  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  the 
Matron. 

Close  observation  and  care  on  the  part  of  the  Managers  have  led  to  the  conviction 
that  the  Home  for  Friendless  Women  is  a  well  conducted  institution,  and  that  it  has 
become  a  necessary  adjunct  to  civilized  and  Christian  society.  Its  object  has  been 
to  house  the  homeless,  save  the  erring  and  help  the  tempted  ;  and  how  well  4his 
object  has  been  accomplished,  the  facts  as  set  forth  in  the  daily  journal  of  our  Matron 
and  submitted  at  each  monthly  meeting,  amply  show.  Three  hundred  and  fifty 
females,  guilty  it  may  be  or  simply  unfortunate,  have  been  provided  a  temporary 
retreat  during  the  past  year.  Many  reformations  have  been  effected,  and  a  vast 
amount  of  misery  and  crime  been  prevented. 

The  Matron,  Miss  Mary  E.  Brower,  and  her  assistant,  Mrs.  Bullitt,  also  Mrs. 
Wolfinger  who  has  charge  of  prisoners,  all  seem  well  adapted  to  the  positions  they 
occupy.  Miss  Brower  is  a  lady  of  dignity  and  refinement.  Possessed  of  great  firm- 
ness and  of  high  moral  and  religious  character,  her  influence  is  all-pervading  in  sub- 
duing the  evil  passions  of  those  committed  to  her  charge,  and  inspiring  them  with 
a  desire  for  a  better  life.

REPORT  OF  MATRON. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  : 

The  whole  number  of  inmates  during  the  year  1875  was  350.  Most  of  these 
belonged  to  the  reformatory  department.  Many  of  them  do  not  belong  to  the  class 
of  fallen  ones.  Some  of  them  are  homeless  widows  with  sick  children,  others  are 
aged  ladies  who  have  been  provided  with  temporary  homes  until  other  provision  is 
made  for  them.  Many  of  the  inmates  are  sent  to  their  own  homes,  and  others  are 
kept  until  suitable  places  are  provided  for  them  in  families. 

The  penal  department  was  opened  November  13,  1875.  and  since  that  time  there 
have  twenty  prisoners.  The  time  for  which  they  were  committed  has  varied  from 
six  to  thirty  days.  On  Jan.  1,  1876,  there  were  13  prisoners.  Out  of  the  twenty, 
ten  were  between  the  ages  of  15  and  17;  eight  were  between  17  and  20,  and  two  over 
20.  Eleven  have  been  in  prison  before.  Nineteen  belong  to  this  city.  Most  of 
them  have  no  parents.     Most  have  no  mothers  living. 
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Worship  is  conducted  morning  and  evening,  and   religious  instruction   regularly 
given.     Eeligious  services  are  held  on  the  Sabbath  and  during  the  week.

Gentlemen  : — In  the  matter  of  Thomas  Wren,  which  was  referred  to  me  for  my 
opinion,  would  report  that  Mr.  Wren  was  allowed  Dec.  17th,  1866,  a  total  estsmate 
for  woik  done  on  South  Tennessee  street  for —

Total  payment  received  by  him  at  that  time $3,696  12 

Mr.  Wren  was  allowed  another  estimate  on  said  work  September,  1868,  for 
$725.42.  This  would  leave  a  balance  due  Mr.  Wren,  on  percentage  retained  from 
first  estimates,  of  $506.61. 

If  the  city  retained  percentage  on  whole  work,  which  is  generally  done,  it  would 
include  percentage  on  the  private  property  as  well  as  the  city  portion  of  the  street. 

In  case  the  work  done  on  said  street  was  subsequently  washed  away,  through  no 
fault  of  Mr.  Wren's,  and  before  he  received  a  final  estimate  for  the  percentage  kept 
back,  the  city,  in  my  opinion,  would  be  compelled  to  pay  the  whole  amount  due  Mr. 
Wren  for  the  percentage  thus  retained. 

I  would  therefore  remommend  that  Mr.  Wren  be  allowed  $506.61,  the  balance 
due  him  on  the  foregoing  estimate,  provided  he  accepts  the  same  in  full  payment 
for  all  work  done  by  him  on  said  street,  subject,  however,  to  any  moneys  that  may 
have  been  paid  him  since  the  allowance  of  the  last  estimate  on  said  work,  made 
September,  1868,  for  $725.42.

Section  56  of  the  City  Charter  provides  that  the  Common  Council  shall  enact 
penalties  for  violations  of  city  ordinances,  together  with  such  costs  as  they  may 
deem  right  and  proper. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  witness  be  allowed  50  cents  fees  instead  of  75 
cents;  also,  that  mileage  for  jurors  and  witnesses  be  stricken  from  section  first,  and 
the  Marshal  be  allowed  the  sum  of  25  cents  for  attending  trial.  After  amending 
the  ordinance  as  above  recommended,  we  urge  its  passage.

Indianapolis,  February  7,  1876. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  petitioner,  Thomas  Wren,  would  respectfully  represent  to  your' 
honorable  body  that  on  the  28th  day  of  August,  in  the  year  1865,  he  was  awarded 
the  contract  of  grading  and  graveling  South  Tennessee  street,  between  Garden  and 
McCarty  streets.  That  he  proceeded  with  all  the  dispatch  possible,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, to  the  completion  of  said  work,  the  same  having  been  delayed  some 
months  by  reason  of  a  writ  of  injunction,  issued  by  order  of  the  Marion  Circuit 
Court,  having  been  served  upon  the  city  of  Indianapolis  and  your  petitioner  at  the 
instance  of  the  Rolling  Mill  Company. 

That  as  soon  as  the  same  was  dissolved,  he  completed  the  same  to  the  approaches 
to  the  bridges,  designed  to  span  the  branches  of  Pogues  Run  where  the  same  is 
crossed  by  said  street. 

That  for  many  months  the  city  delayed  from  some  cause,  unknown  to  your  peti- 
tioner, to  put  in  said  bridges,  and  thereby  prevented  your  petitioner  from  completing 
his  said  work,  and  obtaining  estimates  for  the  same. 

That  when  the  flood  of  1866  occurred,  the  work  was  in  the  condition  above  named. 
That  the  waters  on  that  occasion  washed  away  and  destroyed  work  done  by  your 
petitioner  on  the  said  street  to  the  amount  of  $7,000.00,  which,  but  for  the  delay  of 
said  city  in  putting  in  said  bridges,  he  would  have  had  completed  and  had  his  esti- 
mates therefor,  and  could  and  would  have  collected  the  same  from  the  property 
holders  abutting  thereon.  He  further  represents  that  for  said  work  so  washed  away 
he  has  never  received  any  compensation  whatever. 
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He  further  represents  that  on  the  15th  of  February,  1875,  he  presented  a  petition 
to  your  honorable  body,  asking  that  his  said  work  be  examined  and  that  he  be  com- 
pensated for  his  said  loss. 

That  said  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  two  members  of 
which,  in  connection  with  the  City  Attorney  and  City  Civil  Engineer,  heard  all  of 
the  facts  in  connection  therewith.  That  on  the  evening  of  the  24th  of  January, 
1876,  said  Committee,  after  delaying  jour  petitioner  many  months,  reported  to  your 
honorable  body  recommending  that  he  be  allowed  the  sum  of  $506.61,  on  condition 
that  he  relinquish  all  further  claims  against  the  city  on  account  of  his  said  loss. 

Your  petitioner  begs  leave  to  say  that  said  report  does  him  great  injustice  in  this, 
to-wit :  No  part  of  said  $506.61,  recommended  to  be  paid  him,  was  to  compensate 
for  any  loss  sustained  by  him,  but  was  for  money  actually  received  by  the  city  from 
property  owners,  and  at  the  time  retained  by  her  under  a  stipulation  in  the  contract 
that  a  certain  per  cent,  should  be  retained  by  the  city  until  all  laborers  performing 
work  on  said  street  should  receive  their  pay  therefor, 

That  all  of  said  laborers  were  long  ago  paid  by  your  petitioner,  and  the  city,  after 
having  had  the  use  of  his  money  for  nine  years,  now  simply  recommend  the  payment 
of  the  sum  in  her  treasury  actually  due  him,  without  interest,  and  coupled  with  a 
condition  that  if  he  accepts  the  same  it  is  to  be  in  full  discharge  for  all  claims  for 
damages,  etc. 

He  further  ventures  to  suggest  that  said  report  was  prejudicial  to  his  rights  in  not 
stating  the  facts  of  the  case  to  this  honorable  body,  so  as  to  give  all  the  members 
thereof  an  opportunity  to  judge  of  the  justness  and  legality  of  his  claim. 

Your  petitioner  represents  that  he  is  advised  that  the  said  Committee  expressed 
themselves  as  being  perfectfully  satisfied  of  the  justness  of  his  claim  and  of  the 
truthfulness  of  the  witnesses  who  testified  in  support  thereof,  but  doubted  the  legal 
obligation  of  the  city  to  pay  the  same.  That  thereupon  he  asked  to  be  heard,  by 
counsel,  upon  the  legal  questions  involved,  either  before  the  Committee  or  your 
honorable  body,  which  leave  was  refused. 

He  further  represents  that  he  is  advised  by  counsel  that  his  claim  is  not  only  a 
just  one  but  that  there  is  a  legal  obligation  resting  on  the  city  to  pay  the  same. 

Your  petitioner  further  represents  that  he  is  indebted  to  the  city  for  taxes  in  the 
sum  of  $400.88,  a  large  majority  of  which  has  been  delinquent  for  years,  and  which 
he  has  been  all  along  unable  and  is  still  unable  to  pay. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioner  respectfully  asks — 

1.  That  interest  be  added  to  said  sum  of  $506.61,  and  that  the  same,  after  deduct- 
ing his  said  city  taxes,  be  paid  him  without  reference  to  his  claim  for  damages ;  that 
is  to  say,  that  so  much  of  said  report  as  requires  him  to  abandon  his  claim  for  dam- 
ages in  case  he  accepts  said  sum  of  money  so  found  standing  to  his  credit,  be  recon- 
sidered and  not  concurred  in. 
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2.  That  as  to  his  said  claim  for  damages,  that  said  Finance  Committee  or  such 
other  Committee  as  your  honorable  body  will  direct,  be  instructed  to  report  all  the 
material  facts  in  connection  therewith  to  your  honorable  body,  and  that  thereupon 
he  be  allowed  to  submit  a  printed  brief  in  support  of  the  legality  of  his  said  claim. 

After  you  shall  have  been  advised  as  a  body  of  the  facts  upon  which  your 
petitioner's  claim  is  based,  and  shall  have  read  the  argument  of  his  counsel,  he  will 
be  satisfied  with  your  decision,  be  it  what  it  may.

Mr.  Darnell,  from  Special  Committee  on  Sellers  Farm,  submitted 
the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  February  12,  1876. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — Your  Special  Committee  appointed  to  examine  into  the  condition  of 
the  Sellers  Farm,  as  well  as  the  causes  of  the  horrible  stenches  arising  therefrom. 
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and  which  have  at  times  during  the  past  few  month  impregnated  the  atmosphere  of 
the  entire  city,  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

An  examination  of  the  establishments  of  the  Indiana  Fertilizing  Co.  and  Bergman 
&  Co  revealed  the  fact  that  the  surroundings  of  the  first  named  establishment,  the 
grounds  about  the  buildings,  etc.,  are  literally  strewn  with  dead  and  decayed  animals 
in  almost  every  stage  of  decomposition,  and  the  stenches  arising  from  these  is  of  an 
odor  totally  indescribable.  The  various  departments  of  the  buildings  were  in  but 
little  better  condition.  Such  an  accumulation  of  decaying  animal  matter  is  alike  a 
disgrace  to  the  proprietors  and  fair  name  of  the  city,  and  should  be  dealt  with  in 
such  a  manner  as  would  abate  the  nuisance  without  a  day's  delay. 

Your  Committee  were  informed  by  an  agent  of  the  Fertilizing  Co.  that  the  stenches 
from  this  establishment,  of  which  there  was  so  much  complaint,  arose  chiefly  from 
the  smoke  stack  now  in  use,  and  that  this  would  be  obviated  in  a  few  days  by  the 
construction  of  a  consumer  of  the  animal  matter.  How  far  this  may  serve  to  do 
away  with  or  mitigate  the  offensive  odors  remains  to  be  seen. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  much  of  the  nuisance  and  cause  of  complaint  might 
be  done  away  with  by  requiring  the  lessees  of  this  property  to  cremate  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  these  carcasses  and  animal  matter  within  a  definite  time,  or,  in  fact,  to 
have  them  proceed  at  once  to  do  so,  and  that  henceforth  no  mture  accumulation  of 
dead  animals  be  allowed  than  can  be  disposed  of  within  twenty  four  hours  after  they 
arereceived. 

Also,  that  the  lessees  be  required  to  provide  and  make  use  of  such  deodorizing 
apparatus  as  will  effectually  prevent  any  further  escape  of  these  offensive  gases 
arising  from  their  business.  Further,  that  they  be  required  to  deposit  all  animal 
matter  received  on  floors  and  in  sheds  properly  constructed  and  ventilated,  and  that 
every  precaution  be  used  to  secure  such  cleanliness  as  far  as  the  nature  of  the  busi- 
ness will  permit. 

The  health  of  our  city  is  endangered,  if,  indeed,  the  evil  effects  of  these  offensive 
odors  have  not  already  been  experienced,  and  we  would  therefore  recommend  that 
the  proper  officials  be  directed  to  prepare  such  regulations  as  will  suppress,  or  in  a 
greit  measure  modify,  this  nuisance. 

SECOND. 

The  shipment  by  railroad  of  car  loads  of  deacl  animals  to  this  point,  should  at 
once  be  stopped,  the  Sellers  Farm  having  been  purchased  by  the  city  for  its  own 
exclusive  use,  and  an  ordinance  be  passed  imposing  a  severe  penalty  on  any  railroad 
or  other  parties  conveying  such  freight  into  this  city  to  be  used  here,  and  we  would 
recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  be 
directed  to  prepare  an  ordinance  to  that  effect. 

THIRD. 

We  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  road  leading  to  the  Sellers  Farm,  as 
being   very   public   and   a   much    used   thoroughfare,   and   would   suggest  that  a 
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Special  Committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  Nich.  McCarty,  esq.,  and  the  lessees 
of  the  farm  as  to  the  propriety  of  a  more  direct  and  secluded  road  along  the  river 
to  the  farm,  and  as  to  what  proportion  of  the  expense  involved  would  be  assumed  by 
said  parties.  We  believe  this  as  highly  important  that  all  animal  matter  being 
hauled  to  the  place  should  be  the  shortest  possible  time  in  transit,  and  by  the  most 
direct  and  unfrequented  roads. 

FOURTH. 

Your  Committee  would  further  submit  that  in  their  opinion, it  might  be  advisable 
to  entertain  propositions  for  the  sale  or  exchange  of  the  Seller's  Farm  for  a  similar 
property  more  distant  from  the  city,  and  to  this  effect  would  recommend  the  Special 
Committee  on  Road,  above  mentioned,  be  empowered  to  receive  proposals  for  the 
sale  or  exchange  of  the  farm,  and  report  the  same  to  this  Council. 

FIFTH. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  urge  that  the  Board  of  Health  be  required  to  carry  into 
effect  the  suggestions  and  recommendations  of  your  Committee,  in  suppressing  the 
nuisance  arising  from  the  establishments  on  Sellers  Farm.

Gentlemen  : — The  Special  Committee  appointed  with  instructions  to  confer  with 
the  Gas  Company  and  ascertain  whether  the  existing  contract  for  furnishing  gas  for 
city  lamps  cannot  be  modified  so  as  to  secure  a  better  and  cheaper  lighting  of  the 
same,  and  also  to  further  inquire  as  to  whether  a  reduction  can  not  be  made  in  the 
price  of  gas  to  the  private  consumer,  beg  leave  to  report  that  a  conference  has  been 
had  with  the  officers  of  the  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  resulting  in  the  submis- 
sion to  your  Committee  of  a  proposition  which  is  herewith  presented  in  the  form  of 
a  contract  between  the  Company  and  the  city.

Stoplet  &  Company  propose  to  furnish  lamps  complete  to  burn  coal  oil, 
each,  $7.15  ;  also,  to  change  Cincinnati  lamp  top,  etc.,  $4.75. 

Messrs.  W.  R.  TTnderhill  &  Co.  propose  to  furnish  lamps  complete  to  burn  coal 
oil,  each,  $5.99;  also,  the  same  company  propose  to  furnish  lamps  complete  to  burn 
gasoline,  each,  $6.20. 

Messrs.  Wiggins  &  Donnan  propose  to  furnish  2,800  lamps  to  burn  coal  oil  at 
$5.75  per  lamp. 

Messrs.  Defrees  &  Morris  propose  to  make  the  necessary  changes  in  all  the  street 
lamps,  to  fit  them  for  burning  gasoline,  at  $29.00  each  lamp  post  per  year,  provided 
they  are  awarded  the  contract  for  a  term  of  three  to  five  years. 

Your  Committee  herewith  return  said  bids  without  recommendation,  and  ask  to 
be  discharged.

Indianapolis,  February  21,  1876. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  ot  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — At  your  last  meeting  the  following  resolution  was  referred  to  me  for 
an  opinion  . 

"  That  the  City  Attorney  be  instructed  to  investigate  the  existing  relations  and 
contract  of  the  Gas  Company  with  the  city,  and  report  whether  the  city  can  give 
another  gas  company  the  right  to  lay  mains  in  the  streets." 

In  response  to  the  resolulion,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  opinion,  as 
the  result  of  my  investigation  of  the  contract  with  trtfe  Gas  Company  and  the  law 
in  reference  thereto  : 

In  reaching  a  conclusion  upon  the  questtons  involved,  it  is  necessary  to  determine 
the  following  questions: 

1st.  Does  the  State  possess  the  power  to  grant  to  the  Gas  Company  the  exclusive 
right  to  use  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  laying  mains,  etc.,  to 
be  used  in  lighting  the  city  with  gas? 

2d.  If  the  State  has  the  power  to  grant  such  an  exclusive  right,  has  such  a  grant 
been  given  to  the  Gas  Company? 

3d.  If  the  State  has  such  a  power  to  grant  the  exclusive  right,  has  the  power 
been  delegated  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis  to  grant  such  a  right  ? 

While  the  first  proposition  is  not  free  from  doubt,  and  the  authorities  are  some- 
what conflicting  upon  the  question,  yet  I  think  the  better  opinion  and  the  one  that 
would  now  prevail  in  the  courts,  is  that  this  State  could  not  grant  such  exclusive 
privileges.  In  the  case  of  the  Norwich  Gas  Co.  vs.  the  Norwich  City  Gas  Co.,  25 
Conn.,  20,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Connecticut,  in  a  very  able  and  well  considered 
opinion,  decide  that  the  State  cannot  grant  exclusive  privileges  to  a  gas  company  to 
use  the  streets  of  the  city  of  Norwich  for  the  purpose  of  laying  thereon  gas  mains, 
on  the  ground  that  such  legislation  creates  monopolies,  and  is  against  public  policy. 
The  Constitution  of  the  State  (see  sec.  23  of  our  bill  of  rights,)  it  seems,  clearly 
meets  this  question.  It  reads  :  "The  General  Assembly  shall  not  grant  to  any 
citizen  or  class  of  citizens,  privileges  or  immunities  which  upon  the  same  terms  shall 
not  equally  belong  to  all."  Under  this  section  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  no  privilege 
can  be  granted  to  one  citizen,  to  the  exclusion  of  others. 

It  may  be  claimed  that  the  famous  slaughter  house  cases,  reported  in  16  Wallace, 
p.  36,  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  affirm  the  power  of  the 
Legislature  to  grant  exclusive  privileges  to  corporations.  The  facts  in  this  case  show 
that  the  legislature  of  Louisiana  had  granted  to  a  private  corporation  the  exclusive 
right  to  build  slaughter  houses  and  slaughter  animals  within  certain  districts  near 
the  city  of  New  Orleans,  providing  that  all  persons  should  have  the  right  to  land 
and  slaughter  animals  at  those  places,  upon   the   payment   of  certain  prices,  which 
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were  conceded  to  be  reasonable.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  decided 
that  the  State  Legislature  had  the  right  to  pass  such  an  act,  upon  the  ground  that  it 
had  the  power  to  enact  proper  police  regulations,  and  that  all  the  citizens  had  the 
right  to  slaughter  animals  in  the  houses  of  the  corporation.  Yet  from  this  view  of 
the  case  the  minority  of  the  court  dissent,  and  render  a  very  able  opinion,  and  the 
opinion  of  the  court  is  explained  in  a  more  recent  decision  of  the  same  court, 
reported  in  18  Wallace. 

The  leading  cases  in  which  the  doctrine  of  the  right  of  the  Legislature  to  grant 
exclusive  privileges  to  corporations  is  maintained,  is  the  case  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin vs.  the  Milwaukee  Gas  Company,  reported  in  29  Wisconsin,  and  this  is  the 
only  case  in  which  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  grant  exclusive  privileges  of  the 
kind  is  squarely  affirmed. 

* 

But  in  view  of  the  23d  section  of  the  bill   of  rights  above  referred   to,  and  the 

tendency  of  the  courts  to  prevent  monopolies,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Legisla- 
ture has  no  right  to  grant  a  corporation  or  to  any  number  of  citizens  the  exclusive 
right  to  use  the  streets  of  the  city  to  lay  gas  mains.  Yet  this  positon  may  be  contro- 
verted, as  the  authorities  are  conflicting. 

But  conceding  for  the  purposes  of  this  opinion  that  the  Legislature  has  the  power 
to  grant  an  exclusive  privilege  like  the  one  in  question,  has  such  a  grant  been  made  ? 
And  this  brings  us  to  the  consideration  of  the  second  proposition,  to-wit : 

Has  the  Legislature  given  this  exclusive  right  to  the  Gas  Company  ? 

In  determining  this  question  we  will  have  to  look  to  the  charter  of  the  company. 
The  Legislature  of  the  State,  on  February  12, 1851,  granted  to  the  Indianapolis  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  Company  the  right  to  manufacture  and  sell  gas,  and  to  use  the 
streets  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  for  laying  mains,  provided  the  consent  of  the  city 
was  first  obtained.  That  sard  company  should  have  the  privilege  of  supplying  the 
city  of  Indianapolis  and  its  inhabitants  with  gas  for  a  period  of  twenty  years.  Upon 
examination  of  the  charter  given  by  the  State  to  the  gas  company,  we  find  that  no 
exclusive  privileges  are  given,  but  upon  the  contrary  this  provision  is  embodied  in 
and  made  part  of  said  charter:  "  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  grant  to  said  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  the  exclusive  privilege  of  furnishing 
said  city  with  gas  for  the  purposes  within  named  " 

It  is  clear  then  that  the  Gas  Company,  by  its  charter,  has  no  exclusive  privileges, 
but  the  Legislature  sets  this  question  at  rest  by  expressly  saying  that  the  Gas  Com- 
pany shall  not,  by  its  charter,  have  any  such  exclusive  right.  And  in  this  connec- 
tion it  will  be  proper  for  me  to  suggest,  although  an  opinion  on  that  question  is  not 
required,  that  under  the  charter  granted  by  the  Legislature  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  the  gas  company  expire  by  limitation  in  twenty  years  from  its  date,  and  a  very 
serious  question  might  arise  whether  the  company  could  exercise  any  corporate 
powers  after  the  expiration  of  its  charter.  I  do  not  think  a  number  of  citizens  in 
their  individual  capacity  could  claim  rights  granted  by  the  Legislature  to  a  corpora- 
tion. If  then  the  State  did  not  grant  the  exclusive  privilege  to  the  gas  company,  it 
could  not  claim  it  unless  the  power  was  given  to  the  city  to  grajit  it,  and  the  city  has 
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carried  into  execution  the  power.  By  the  terms  of  the  contract  of  the  city  with  the 
company,  an  exclusive  right  was  attempted  to  be  given  to  use  the  streets  and  alleys 
of  the  city,  to  the  exclusion  of  other  persons,  for  a  term  of  twenty  years  from  the 
4th  day  of  March,  1866.  This  brings  us,  then,  to  the  consideration  of  the  third 
proposition : 

Had  the  City  Council  the  power  to  make  such  a  contract? 

And  in  determining  this  question  we  are  to  look  to  the  powers  granted  the  Common 
Council  by  the  State,  for  no  such  power  can  be  exercised  by  the  Common  Council 
unless  it  is  conferred  by  the  State,  and  such  a  power  cannot  be  taken  by  implication. 
There  must  be  a  clear  intention  expressed  in  plain  language.  This  position  is  sus- 
tained by  an  almost  unbroken  current  of  authorities.  (See  Cooley  on  Constitutional 
Limitations,  pages  393-396  ;  2d  Dillon  on  Municipal  Corporations,  sec.  550  ;  18 
Ohio  State  Keports,  262).  If,  then,  I  am  right  in  this  position  that  the  power  must 
be  clearly  expressed  by  the  State,  we  must  then  look  to  the  charter  of  the  city  for 
this  power,  and  cannot  go  beyond  this  charter.  At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance  granting  the  gas  company  the  exclusive  right  of  the  streets,  the  charter  of 
the  city  had  this  clause  in  it : 

"  The  Common  Council  shall  have  the  power  to  construct  and  establish  gas,  or  to 
regulate  the  establishment  thereof  by  individuals  or  companies."  The  charter  also 
contained  this  provision  in  reference  to  streets  :  "  The  Common  Council  shall  have 
exclusive  power  over  the  streets,  alleys  and  bridges,"  and  these  provisions  are  the 
only  parts  of  the  charter  bearing  upon  the  power  of  the  City  Council  to  grant  exclu- 
sive rights,  and  if  these  do  not  grant  such  power,  then  the  city  has  not  the  power. 
The  right  to  regulate  does  not  carry  with  in  the  power  to  grant  exclusive  rights,  but 
when  privileges  are  granted  they  should  be  open  to  all  on  the  same  terms  and  con- 
ditions, (see  45  Illinois,  90,)  and  the  court  in  this  cause  clearly  decides  that  the 
power  to  regulate  does  not  give  the  power  to  grant  an  exclusive  right.  Does  then 
the  other  section,  giving  to  the  city  the  exclusive  power  over  the  streets,  carry  with 
it  the  right  ?  While  the  Legislature  may  grant  to  a  municipality  exclusive  power 
over  the  streets,  the  grant  does  not,  by  implication,  carry  with  it  the  power  to  the 
city  to  delegate  this  control  to  persons  or  corporations. 

The  city  holds  this  exclusive  power  over  streets  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  and 
can  no  more  delegate  it  than  it  can  delegate  the  power  of  eminent  domain  or  its 
police  power,  and  it  has  even  been  held  that  the  State  cannot  yield  these 
powers.  (See  Delaware  Railroad  Tax  Case,  18  Wallace).  The  29  AVisconsin 
case  above  cited,  which  is  the  strongest  case  in  favor  of  the  power  to  grant  an  exclu- 
sive right,  does  not  go  so  far  to  decide  that  the  power  can  be  exercised  without  a 
grant  from  the  State. 

The  exclusive  power  over  the  streets  only  gives  the  exclusive  power  to  have  them 
kept  open  and  in  proper  condition  and  repair  for  the  use  of  the  public  as  highways. 
The  public  has  an  interest  in  them  as  such  that  cannot  be  taken  away  by  the  Com- 
mon Council.  In  the  case  of  the  Norwich  Gas  Company  vs.  the  Norwich  City  Graa 
Company,  25  Conn.,  20;  and  the  State  vs.  the  Cincinnati  Gas  Company,  18  Ohio 
State,  262,  the  facts  show  that  the  cities  had  power  similar  to  the  power  of   the  city 
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of  Indianapolis  over  the  streets,  and  also  the  power  to  cause  the  cities  to  be  lighted 
with  gas,  and  that  the  cities  had,  by  a  contract,  given  the  exclusive  right  to  the 
respective  companies  to  use  the  streets  for  the  purpose  of  laying  mains.  Yet  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Ohio  and  of  Connecticut,  in  these  cases  clearly  decide  that  such 
exclusive  privilege  granted  by  the  municipality  is  void,  because  no  such  powers  had 
been  granted  to  the  municipal  authorities.  Judge  Dillon,  in  his  very  able  book 
upon  municipal  corporations,  uses  this  language  :  "  A  general  grant  of  power  in 
the  charter  of  a  city  to  cause  it  to  be  lighted  with  gas,  while  it  carries  with  it  by 
implication  all  such  powers  as  are  clearly  necessary  for  the  proper  and  convenient 
exercise  of  the  authority  expressly  conferred,  does  not  authorize  the  City  Council  to 
grant  to  any  person  or  coiporation  an  exclusive  right  to  use  the  streets  of  the  city 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  gas  pipes  for  a  term  of  years." — See  sec.  547. 

From  the  investigation  I  have  made  in  reference  10  the  respective  rights  of  the 
city  and  the  gas  company  under  the  existing  contract  and  the  law  applied  to  the 
same,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that,  even  if  the  State  has  the  power  to  grant 
exclusive  rights,  she  has  not  given  any  exclusive  rights  to  the  Indianapolis  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  Company,  and  has  not  delegated  any  power  to  the  city  to  give  said 
company  the  exclusive  right  to  use  the  streets  for  the  purpose  of  laying  mains  and 
pipes  xherein,  and  that  therefore  the  contract  of  the  city,  attempting  to  give  such 
right,  is  null  and  void,  and  that  the  city  is  not  bound  by  such  contract,  and  may 
declare  the  same  void,  (See  Dillon  on  Municipal  Corporations,  sec.  381). 

I  therefore  see  nothing  to  prevent  the  city  from  granting  the  right  to  any  other 
person  or  corporation  to  use  the  streets  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  question  as  to  the  rights  of  the  parties,  under  the  contract  with  the  company, 
to  furnish  gas  for  the  public  lamps,  Council  Chamber,  etc.,  was  not  submitted  to 
me  for  an  opinion,  but  it  seems  to  me  proper  to  state  that  such  a  contract  is  one 
which  the  Council  has  the  power  to  make,  and  so  long  as  the  gas  company  complies 
with  the  terms  thereof,  it  would  be  binding  upon  the  city.

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  Michigan 
Street  with  the  request  that  the  necessary  steps  may  be  taken  in  time  to  prevent  the 
entire  destruction  of  the  bridge  crossing  Crooked  Creek.

In  consequence  of  the  recent  rains,  the  foundations  of  the  bridge  have  be«n 
washed  away,  and  the  longer  that  the  work  of  repair  shall  be  deferred,  the  mort 
difficult  and  expensive  will  be  the  work  required.  If  prompt  action  should  be 
taken  by  your  honorable  body,  the  destruction  of  the  Arsenal  fence,  sidewalk,  &c., 
would  be  obviated,  and  the  government  saved  considerable  unnecessary  expense.

Ours  is  now  a  common  country—  our  interests  are  one  ;  we  buy  your  produce,  you 
our  cotton,  etc.;  why  longer  remain  separate?  We  are  satisfied  your  report  will  be 
such  as  to  remove  all  doubts,  and  do  much  towards  harmonizing  the  sections. 

Invitations  to  participate  in  this  excursion  have  been  extended  to  all  the  cities  and 
leading  places  of  the  Northwest.  Already  many  have  signified  their  intention  of 
coming  to  visit  us. 

Parties  accepting  this  invitation,  to  be  recognized  by  the  railroad  conductors, 
must  be  provided  with  a  credential  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  a  city  and  its  seal  attachd 
or  the  official  certificate  of  any  Railroad  President.  The  visitors  are  expected  to  be 
in  Atlanta  by  the  15th  of  March,  as  on  that  day,  or  the  day  following,  the  party  will 
leave  Atlanta  for  the  several  cities  above  marked  out  to  be  visited.  You  will  please 
advise  the  Committee  on  Invitation,  at  the  earliest  day  possible,  of  your  acceptance  or 
rejection  of  this  invitation — if  the  former,  the  number  that  will  probably  come — that 
proper  arrangements  may  be  made.

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INTRODUCTION    OF   ORDINANCES. 

Mr,  Madden  introduced  general  ordinance  No.  7,  1876,  entitled : 

An  ordinance  prohibiting  any  person  frona  soliciting  passengers  at  or  carrying  pas- 
sengers or  baggage  to  or  from  the  Union  Depot,  without  a  license  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Union  Depot  Company. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time. 


Mr.  Schmidt  introduced  general  ordinance  No.  8, 1876,  entitled  : 

An  ordinance  requiring  the  police  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  to  light  and  extinguish 
the  street  lamps  ot  the  said  city,  and  empowering  the  City  Civil  Engineer  to 
employ  four  lamp  cleaners,  and  requiring  said  Engineer  to  furnish  a  monthly 
schedule  for  lighting  and  extinguishing  said  lamps. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Gas  Light. 


The  special  order,  viz:  The  consideration  of  the  new  gas  com- 
pany matter,  was  taken  up. 

Mr.  Reed,  from  the  Special  Committee,  submitted  the  following 
report  : 

Indianapolis,  February  21,  1876. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee,  appointed  to  visit  Pittsburgh  and  examine  into  the 
workings  and  quality  of  the  gas  manufactured  by  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company  of 
that  city,  would  beg  leave  to  report : 

They  visited  Pittsburgh  on  last  Thursday,  and  passed  a  greater  portion  of  the  day 
in  obedience  to  instructions.  They  learned  that  the  new  gas,  manufactured  from 
coke,  gas  and  benzine — 55  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  45  of  the  latter— had  been  in 
use  for  about  four  years  ;  that  the  company  had  met  with  great  opposition  from  an 
old  company  already  established,  producing  ordinary  gas,  first  having  been  enjoined 
by  the  courts,  and  subsequently  their  men  interfered  with  while  laying  the  mains, 
but  ultimately  all  opposition  ceased,  and  both  companies — old  and  the  new — are 
now  getting  along  together  without  other  contention  than  that  which  generally  exists 
between  two  of  a  trade. 
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When  the  new  company  first  started  into  business,  the  old  was  furnishing  gas  at 
$1.60  per  thousand  feet.  The  uew  company  put  their  gas  at  $1.20,  whereupon  the 
old  dropped  to  $1.00.  The  new  retained  and  still  retains  its  original  price.  The 
gas  of  the  new  company  is  used  by  the  citizens  generally  along  the  lines  of  its  mains. 
It  is  also  used  in  the  principal  hotels  of  the  city,  and  lights  up  the  union  depot, 
while  the  Pennsylvania  Central  railroad  make  use  of  it  in  their  passenger  cars, 
carrying  it  along  the  road  in  tanks. 

In  regard  to  the  quality  of  the  gas,  your  Committee  would  beg  leave  to  embody  in 
this  report  what  they  learned  in  connection  therewith  in  the  practical  use  thereof : 

When  the  old  company  reduced  its  gas  from  $1.60  to  $1.00,  the  proprietors  of  two 
extensive  hotels,  who  had  been  using  the  gas  of  the  new  company  with  a  view  of 
decreasing  their  bills,  returned  to  the  use  of  the  old  gas,  after  using  which  two  or 
three  months  they  changed  back  to  the  use  of  the  new  gas,  giving  as  a  reason  there- 
for that  their  bills  were  fully  as  large,  if  not  larger,  than  when  they  paid  $1.20  for 
their  gas  -while  the  gas  itself  was  not  near  as  good  as  that  of  the  new  company. 
This  was  explained  on  the  theory  that  the  gas  of  the  new  companv  was  more  pure 
than  that  of  the  old,  and  hence  would  not  register  as  fast.  By  a  practical  test,  your 
Committee  was  shown  that  the  gas  of  the  Consolidated  Company  was  equal  to  nine- 
teen candle  power,  while  the  State  law  of  Pennsylvania  requires  gas  to  be  of  but 
fifteen  candle  power,  imposing  a  fine  of  $50  when  it  is  not  manufactured  up  to  this 
standard. 

All  with  whom  your  Committee  conversed,  and  they  were  of  numerous  and  varied 
classes,  spoke  in  terms  of  the  highest  commendation  of  the  new  gas,  which  is  de- 
clared to  be,  by  the  gas  official  of  the  county,  a  fixed  gas  ;  which  coutroverts  the 
idea  that  there  is  any  more  danger  of  combustion  therefrom  than  from  ordinary  gas. 
Having  used  the  new  gas  for  four  years,  the  citizens  of  Pittsburgh  laugh  at  the  idea 
of  any  danger  therefrom.  The  gas  from  eleven  miles  of  pipe,  in  use  for  four  years 
in  all  kinds  of  buildings,  they  think  if  dangerous  to  the  lives  or  property  of  their 
citizens,  would  have  manifested  itself  ere  this.  Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  gas  of  the  Consolidated  Company  of  Pittsburgh  is  equally  as  safe  as  that 
manufactured  by  ordinary  gas  companies,  and  there  is  no  more  danger  in  the  use  of 
one  than  the  other.  There  is  no  question  of  the  facr.that  the  new  gas  can  be  made 
much, cheaper  than  the  old,  and  hence  it  can  aflbrd  to  be  furnished  to  citizens  at  a 
much  lower  rate  and  still  as  good  profit  secured  to  the  manufacturers.  One  reason 
for  this  is  that  slack  coal  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  new  gas,  instead  of  the 
merchantable  article,  and  the  slack  can  be  had  at  the  mines  for  a  mere  trifle,  costing 
to  the  manufacturer  really  nothing  save  the  handling  and  the  freightage.  The  coke, 
too,  produced  by  the  new  process,  is  of  a  better  quality  than  ordinary  coke,  and  in 
great  demand  by  rolling  mill  operators  and  machinists.  The  coke  produced  from 
the  slack,  sold  at  this  point  would,  in  all  probability,  more  than  pay  the  cost  of  the 
purchase  and  transportation  of  the  slack,  so  that  the  commerce  in  coke  would  be  of 
great  value  to  the  company  manufacturing  the  new  gas. 

The  manufacture  of  new  gas  is  Biinple  in  thel  extreme.  In  a  half  dozen  or  so  of 
what  looked  to  be  ordinary  bake  ovens,  the  slack  is  reduced  to  coke,  the   gas  mean- 
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while  escaping  into  pipes  and  from  thence  into  a  reservoir,  where  it  unites  with 
benzine  after  the  latter  has  been  purified  by  passing  through  boilers,  pipes.,  etc.,  and 
finally  both  the  gas  from  the  slack  and  that  from  the  benzine,  after  being  thoroughly 
united,  find  their  way  into  an  ordinary  gas  holder,  from  whence  it  is  distributed 
through  the  mains  to  consumers.  It  requires  but  seven  men  by  day  and  three  by 
night  to  furnish  the  gas  of  the  Consolidated  Company  of  Pittsburgh,  which  is  capa- 
ble of  producing  from  three  hundred  and  fifty  to  four  hundred  thousand  feet  of  gas 
per  day.  This  gas,  when  giving  a  light  equal  to  nineteen  candles,  registers  at  the 
rate  of  only  six  feet  per  hour,  so  that  light  from  a  single  burner  for  five  hours,  about 
the  average  time  of  using  gas  per  day,  would  consume  thirty  feet  of  gas.  Counting 
thirty-one  days  to  the  month,  this  would  be  a  consumption  of  gas  for  that  period 
amounting  to  nine  hundred  and  thirty  feet,  which  would  cost  for  the  month  not 
quite  $1,50.  This  would  certainly  be  a  cheap  light,  which  could  be  indulged  in  by 
all  classes  of  citizens,  the  poor  as  well  as  the  rich. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  is  constrained  to  declare  that,  in  their  judgment? 
after  careful  examination  and  obtaining  all  the  light  possible  in  reference  to  the  new 
gas  proposed  to  be  introduced  into  this  city,  that  it  is  of  superior  quality,  entirely 
safe,  and  can  be  manufactured  at  a  much  less  rate  than  can  the  ordinary  gas,  and  we 
would  therefore  recommend  that,  under  proper  restrictions,  the  prayer  of  Eobert 
Dickson  and  others,  asking  for  the  privilege  of  laying  down  mains  through  the 
principle  streets,  etc.,  of  the  city  be  granted,  believing,  as  we  do,  that  the  citizens 
demand  this,  and  that  cheap  gas,  like  cheap  coal,  would  be  highly  beneficial  to  our 
citizens,  and  subserve  the  best  interests  of  our  city.

Mr.  Keed  introduced  general  ordinance  No.  9,  1876,  entitled  : 

An  ordinance  investing  Robert  Dickson  and  his  associates  and  their  assigns  with 
the  privilege  of  furnishing  gas  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis  and  inhabitants  thereof, 
on  certain  conditions  therein  named. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary  and  City  Attorney. 
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On  motion  by  Mr.  Gimber,  the  City  Clerk  was  instructed  to  have 
the  above  entitled  ordinance  printed  in  pamphlet  form. 

Mr.  Geiger  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  : 

Whereas,  It  appears  by  recent  decisions  of  the  courts  in  various  parts  of  the 
country  that  the  ordinance  granting  the  exclusive  right  of  the  use  of  the  streets, 
alleys  and  public  grounds  of  city  to  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company, 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  pipes  for  the  conveyance  of  gas  to  the  various  parts  of  the 
city,  and  also  such  parts  of  the  ordinance  as  binds  the  city  and  its  citizens  to  the 
payment  of  an  established  rate  per  thousand  feet  for  twenty  years  from  the  date  of 
of  its  enactment,  is  contrary  to  law,  and  therefore  null  and  void ;  and 

Whereas,  It  also  appears  that,  within  the  period  of  time  passed  since  the  passage 
of  the  ordinance  and  contract  referred  to,  March  4th,  1866,  various  improvements  in 
the  manufacture  of  gas,  by  which  large  savings  in  the  cost  of  manufacturing  has  been 
made,  and  ample  time  has  elapsed  for  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Com- 
pany to  adopt  and  use  them  and  proportionately  reduce  to  consumers  the  price  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  ordinance  ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  company  failed  to  make  such  reduction  either  to  the  city  or 
citizens ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  ordinance  and  contract  with  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Company  is  hereby  declared  forfeited,  and  is  hereby  declared  null  and  void. 

Resolved,  That  as  the  present  gas  company  have  their  mains  laid  and  all  the  nec- 
essary apparatus,  buildings  and  fixtures  requisite  for  supplying  the  city  with  gas  at 
the  lowest  possible  rates,  that  a  Special  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  confer 
with  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Co.,  and  prepare  a  contract  on  a  basis  of 
not  more  than  two  dollars  per  thousand  feet  to  the  city  and  and  all  other  consumers. 

Resolved,  That  should  the  gas  company  refuse  to  entertain  a  proposition  on  the 
basis  referred  to,  that  the  city  at  once  prepare  for  the  use  of  coal  oil  or  other  artificial 
light  in  the  public  lamps  and  city  offices  and  buildings,  until  such  time  as  a  new 
company  can  be  organized  and  put  in  operation,  on  a  basis  not  ,o  exceed  the  limit 
above  named. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  the  City 
Attorney. 


By  consent,  Mr.  Schmidt  offered  the  following  motion  : 

Moved,  That  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  to  advertise  for  an  iron  bridge 
over  Pogues  Kun  at  the  crossing  of  Ohio  street,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  same. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Bridges. 
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By  consent,  Dr.  Ward  offered  the  following  motion  : 

Moved,  That  J.  W.  Davis  have  permission  to  move  a  small  frame  house  from  the 
corner  of  Meridian  and  St,  Joe  streets,  along  St.  Joe  Street  to  Fort  Wayne  avenue, 
«n  said  avenue  to  Cherry  Street,  and  on  Cherry  street  to  a  lot  near  Broadway  street. 

Which  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Council  adjourned.

Gentlemen : — I  hereby  report  the  following  estimates  for  work  done  :

REPORTS   FROM   COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Adams,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,   submitted  the 
following  report : 

Indianapolis,  March  6,  1876. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  papers, 
would  offer  the  following  report : 

Councilman  Thalman  offered  a  motion  on  February  15th,  instructing  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary,  City  Engineer  and  City  Attorney  to  confer  with  Mr.  Samuel  J. 
Patterson,  and  ascertain  upon  what  terms  he  would  sell  the  city  eleven  (11)  acres  of 
land  at  and  near  the  mouth  of  the  new  channel  of  Fall  Creek,  together  with  right 
of  way  and  the  boundaries  of  said  11  acres. 

Your  Committee  would  report  that  they  have  conferred  with  Mr.  Patterson,  and 
find  that  he  will  sell  the  triangular  piece  of  ground  lying  between  the  present  chan- 
of  Fall  Creek,  White  Kiver,  and  a  line  running  due  west,  from  where  the  creek 
turns  northwest,  to  White  Eiver,  said  to  contain  eleven  acres,  for  the  sum  of  $1,000 
per  acre,  payable  in  20  years'  bonds  with  6  per  cent.;  he  further  agreeing  to  allow 
the  city  to  cut  the  new  channel  on  his  ground  which  lies  immediately  south  of  the 
above  mentioned  11  acres.  His  proposition,  together  with  Engineer's  plat  of  ground 
is  herewith  presented  with  this  report. 

SECOND. 

George  H.  Chapman,  E.  L.  McOuat  and  others  petition  your  honorable  body  to 
pass  a  resolution  providing  for  the  postponement  of  the  collection  from  them  respec- 
tively of  the  amounts  assessed  for  benefits  in  the  matter  of  the  opening  of  Second 
street  from  Pennsylvania  to  Meridian,  according  to  the  report  of  the  City  Commis- 
sioners and    approved    by  this    Council.     The  petitioners   allege  that  the   City 
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Commissioners,  in  making  assessments  of  benefits,  were  governed  by  considerations 
which  they  had  no  right  to  entertain,  and  ask  the  Council  to  defer  collection  of  their 
assessments  until  the  cases  of  those  who  have  appealed  shall  be  determined. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  petitioners  have  no  legal  claim  on  the 
city  for  evading  or  postponing  the  payment  of  their  assessments.  The  time  having 
expired  on  which  they  could  appeal  from  the  Commissioners' judgment,  and  in  the 
event  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  other  parties  who  took  an  appeal  escaping  payment, 
it  would  not  affect  their  cases,  for  the  reason  that  one  man  may  be  benefitted  by  the 
opening  of  a  street  while  another  would  not  be,  it  being  a  question  not  for  this  Com- 
mittee or  the  Council  to  determine. 

However,  as  the  petitioners,  or  most  of  them,  have  just  paid  an  assessment  of  one 
dollar  and  a  half  per  foot  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  on  and  along  Pennsylvania 
street,  your  Committee  would  recommend  the  Council  to  postpone  the  collection  of 
the  unpaid  assessments  in  the  above  entitled  case,  for  the  term  of  six  months  from 
March  1st.     By  so  doing  she  would  not  invalidate  any  interest  or  right  she  now  has.

street,  between  Delaware  and  Alabama  streets,  is  inconvenient  for  them  in  that  they 
are  so  far  removed  from  the  depots  and  places  where  they  receive  the  most  of  their 
business,  and  further  that  they  be  assigned  a  stand  from  which  express  wagons  may 
be  excluded.

Indianapolis,  March  6,  1876. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
John  M.  Gaston,  asking  your  honorable  body  to  cause  legal  proceedings  to  stop,  and 
settle  with  him  as  per  the  judgment  he  obtained  of  $8,500  against  the  city,  which 
was  affirmed  in  the  general  term  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Marion  county,  and  that 
he  is  clearly  and  justly  entitled  to  the  relief  given  him. 

Your  Committee  would  report  against  a  settlement  at  this  time,  as  the  transcript 
in  the  above  case  has  been  taken  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  City  Attorney  has 
taken  the  nesessary  steps  to  appeal  and  contest  the  cause  in  the  higher  courts. 

SECOND. 

Thos.  O.  Morris  asks  damages  from  the  Common  Council  by  reason  of  the  action 
of  the  Council  in  postponing  the  work  of  improvement  of  Michigan  street,  between 
the  east  line  of  the  Arsenal  and  the  east  line  of  Woodruff  place,  setting  forth  that 
your  honorable  body  delayed  him  in  the  performance  of  the  above  work  from  Nov. 
9th,  1874,  to  February,  1875,  and  that  he  was  again  ordered  to  cease  operations  in 
May,  1875,  until  the  city  could  put  in  a  wooden  sewer  in  Crooded  Creek. 

That  on  account  of  the  above  delays,  the  work  was  in  such  condition  that  the 
floods  of  June  and  July  did  carry  off  and  destroy  work  to  the  amount  of  $800  ;  and 
further,  that  the  cost  of  gravel  advanced  during  the  time  of  such  delays,  and  the 
difference  between  the  cost  thereof,  had  the  work  not  been  stopped,  was  $991.25,  and 
the  delay  compelled  the  said  Morris  to  pay  the  increase  in  price,  for  all  of  which  he 
asks  your  honorable  body  to  pay  him  the  sum  of  $1,632.39. 

Your  Committee  "would  recommend  that  the  above  claim  be  not  allowed,  as  the 
city  is  not  legally  or  morally  liable  for  prospective  damages' or  possible  profits.

Louis  Klusman  asks  the  Council  to  refund  him  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  sixty 
cents  with  interest,  the  amount  paid  by  him  for  tax  title  to  lot  11,  in  out-lot  53,  paid 
in  April,  1652,  as  the  description  was  erroneously  made. 

Your  Committee  believe  the  city  is  not  liable  for  the  above,  as  party  buying  prop- 
erty at  tax  sale  assumes  some  risk  as  to  the  title,  etc,  and  would  therefore  recom- 
mend the  claim  be  not  allowed. 
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FOURTH. 

James  H.  McKernan  sets  forth  in  a  petition  to  your  body  that  in  paying  his  taxes 
for  1874,  he  paid  on  lot  No.  9  in  Dumont's  subdivision  of  out  lot  100,  to  the  amount 
of  $4.95,  intending  it  to  apply  on  lot  No.  9,  Sullivan's  sub.,  same  out-lot.  The  first 
lot  did  not  belong  to  him,  and  the  taxes  on  it  have  since  been  paid  by  the  proper 
owners,  while  his  lot  in  Sullivan's  sub.  is  advertised  to  be  sold  for  delinquent,  taxes. 
He  prays  the  Council  to  remit  him  the  taxes  paid  on  lot  9  in  Dumont's  sub,  $4.95. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  the  claim  be  allowed  and  the  amount  placed 
in  the  next  appropriation  ordinance,  as  the  city  has  received  taxes  on  the  same  lot 
twice,  and  it  is  legally  bound  to  remit  the  same.

Special  ordinance  No.  9,  1876,  entitled  : 

An  ordinance  investing  Robert  Dickson  and  his  associates  and  their  assigns  with  the 
privilege  of  furnishing  gas  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis  and  the  inhabitants  thereof 
upon  certain  conditions  therein  named. 

Was  taken  up  and  read  by  sections. 

Section  one  was  read, 

Mr.  Eansdell  offered  the  following  substitute  to  section  one  : 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  That  Robert 
Dickson,  his  associates  and  their  assigns  are  hereby  invested  with  the  privilege  of 
using  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  public  grounds  of  said  city  for  the  purpose  of  lay- 
ing down  in  said  streets,  etc.,  pipes  for  the  conveyance  of  gas  in  and  through  the 
said  city,  for  the  use  of  said  city  and  its  inhabitants :  Provided,  That  said  Robert 
Dickson  and  his  associates  shall,  within  thirty  days  hereafter,  organize  themselves 
into  a  Joint  Stock  Company,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  with   sufficient 
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capital  stock,  not  less  than  $200,000  bona  fidely  subscribed  and  secured,  to  fully 
carry  out  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  ordinance,  which  is  declared  to  be  to  sup- 
ply the  entire  city  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  with  gas,  to  the  extent  and  as 
fully  and  completely  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  done  by  the  Indianapolis  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  Company.  And  such  company  shall,  by  its'Board  of  Directors,  on 
their  records,  to  be  certified  to  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  agree  and  bind  itself,  within 
thirty  days  hereinafter,  to  accept  the  conditions  set  forth  in  this  ordinance  :  Provided 
further,  That  two-thirds  of  the  directors  of  such  company  shall  consist  of  residents 
of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  :  And  provided  further,  That  said  company  shall  cause  to 
be  executed  a  bond,  payable  to  the  city  of  Iudianapolis,  with  good  and  sufficient 
freehold  security,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  binding 
itself  and  sureties  in  the  sum  of  $100,000,  not .  to  sell  or  dispose  of  the  privileges 
granted  hereinto,  nor  consolidate  with  nor  purchase  the  works  of  said  Indianapolis 
Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  and  that  they  will,  as  soon  as  possible,  commence 
the  erection  of  the  necessary  buildings  and  works,  of  capacity  sufficient  to  supply 
the  city  and  inhabitants  with  gas,  and  proceed  without  delay  to  carry  out  in  good 
faith  the  full  intent  of  this  grant:  Provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  grant  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  bind  the  city  to  the  use  of  the  gas  made  by  said  company,  in  its 
street  lamps,  public  buildings  or  offices. 

Mr.  Thalman  offered  the  following  amendment  to  section  one  : 

Add  to  first  section  :  That  the  bond  above  mentioned  shall  be  executed  by  suffi- 
cient and  satisfactory  sureties,  who  shall  be  residents  of  this  city,  and  that  the 
amount  named  in  said  bond  shall  be,  not  as  a  penalty,  but  as  liquidated  damages, 
and  that  if  the  condition  thereof  shall  be  broken,  the  city  shall  be  entitled  to  recover 
thereon,  as  liquidated  damages,  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Mr.  Madden  offered  the  following  amendments  to  section  one : 

Amend  section  1  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following : 

Provided  further,  That  the  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted  to  Eobert  Dickson 
and  his  associates  shall  be  of  no  force  whatever  until  the  joint  stock  company  shall 
have  been  fully  organized  with  a  capital  stock  of  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, fifty  per  cent,  of  which  shall  be  paid  up  in  cash,  nor  until  the  bond  herein 
required  to  be  given  shall  first  have  been  presented  th  the  Common  Council,  with 
good  and  sufficient  freehold  surety,  and  shall  have  been  approved  by  said  Com- 
mon Council. 

Amend  section  1  by  inserting  after  the  words  il  and  that  they  will,''  these  words  : 

Within  sixty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  commence  the  construction 
of  such  necessary  buildings  and  works  for  the  manufacture  of  gas  and  the  laying  of 
gas  mains,  and  shall,  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  have  at 
least  fifteen  miles  of  gas  mains  laid  down  and  connected  with  their  works,  for  the 
supplying  of  gas  to  consumers  along  the  line  thereof,  five  miles  of  which  shall  be 
outside  of  the  territory  embraced  within  the  limits  of  North,  South,  East  and  West 
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streets;  and  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  at 
least  fifteen  miles  of  gas  mains  additional  shall  be  laid  down  and  connected,  for  sup- 
plying gas  to  consumers  along  the  line  thereof,  five  miles  of  which  shall  be  outside 
of  the  territory  embraced  within  the  limits  of  First,  McCarty,  Noble  and  West 
streets,  and  should  the  company  fail  to  comply  with  any  part  of  these  conditions, 
or  having  laid  down  gas  mains  as  in  this  section  provided,  shall  fail  to  furnish  gas 
of  the  quality  and  at  the  price  provided  for  in  this  ordinance,  said  company  shall, 
in  addition  to  being  required  to  pay  the  full  penalty  of  the  bond  herein  required, 
forfeit  all  the  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted,  and  such  rights  and  privileges 
shall  revert  to  the  city.

Bear  Sir: — We  are  authorized  by  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  to  propose  an 
adjustment  and  compromise  of  the  matter  of  the  deepening  of  the  State  Ditch. 

The  Board  proposes  that  all  proceedings  on  account  of  the  widening  and  deepen- 
ing of  the  ditch,  on  the  part  of  the  Board  will  be  waived  if  the  city,  on  her  part,  will 
do  two  things,  (which  the  Board  believe  she  is  in  fact  bound  to  do.)  to-wit : 

1st.  Cause  all  earth,  sand  and  gravel  taken  from  the  ditch  upon  the  line  of  the 
grounds  belonging  to  the  State  Board,  to  be  deposited  npon  or  near  the  li»e  of  the 
ditch  thereon,  and  to  allow  the  Board  to  use  the  same  in  making  proper  and  neces- 
sary fills  adjacent  to  said  ditch. 

2d.  Put  in  the  repair  they  were  in  when  tbe  work  of  deepening  said  ditch  was 
commenced,  the  bridges  constructed  by  the  Board  across  the  said  ditch. 

As  to  the  first  thing  asked  of  the  city,  it  is  certainly  just,  for  the  Board  think  that 
the  city  has  clearly  no  right  to  take  soil  and  use  it.  Even  if  the  ditch  was  to  be 
placed  upon  the  same  footing  as  a  street,  it  is  clear  that  the  city  has  no  power  to 
give  or  sell  to  the  contractor  the  soil.  It  certainly  cannot  be  urged  that  the  city  has 
any  better  right  to  the  ditch  (as  the  Board  insists  the  city  has  no  right  at  all,)  than 
to  a  street,  and  it  is  well  settled  that  she  cannot  sell  the  earth  taken  out  of  streets. 
The  Board,  if  this  proposition  is  accepted,  will  waive  all  claim  to  any  material 
heretofore  taken  away  by  tne  contractor. 

As  to  the  second  requirement  made  by  the  Board,  it  is  so  plainly  just  that  it  is 
thought  no  possible  objection  can  or  will  be  made.  If  in  deepening  the  ditch  the 
bridges  were  injured,  as  they  were,  by  tho  work,  surely  it  is  the  duty  of  the  city  to 
repair  them. 

May  we  ask  you  to  present  the  matter  to  the  honorable,  the  Mayor  and  Common

Mr.  Adams  presented  the  following  petition: 

Indianapolis,  March  10,  1876. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  : — Joseph  Caylor,  a  citizen  of  Indianapolis,  petitions  you  to  refund  to 
him  certain  taxes  for  the  year  1874. 

The  schedule  of  credits,  stocks  and  other  personal  property  of  1874,  of  Joseph 
Caylor,  shows  that  the  total  value  of  his  credits,  above  his  indebtedness,  was  thirty 
nine  thousand  and  forty  (39,040)  dollars.  Most  of  said  credits  consisted  of  promis- 
sory notes,  which  the  said  Caylor  had  received  for  his  farm  in  Center  township, 
Marion  county,  Indiana. 

Shortly  after  the  said  schedule  was  made  by  the  said  Caylor,  he  was  obliged  to 
take  most  of  the  said  farm  back  on  account  of  the  inability  of  the  vendees  of  said 
farm  to  pay  said  notes.  At  the  time  he  took  said  farm  back  he  delivered  to  said 
vendees  thirty  three  thousand  (33,000)  dollars  of  the  said  notes.

Indianapolis,  March  20,  1876, 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Board  of  Police  would  respectfully  report  progress  in  the  matter 
of  reducing  the  force  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance  of  May  18,  1874.  This  will 
cause  the  discharge  of  twenty-five  policemen,  reducing  the  force  to  66,  which  will 
include  the  Chief,  captains,  sargeants,  station  house  keepers,  turnkeys  and  cook, 
reducing  the  number  of  actual  patrolmen  to  fifty-three  for  a  city  of  110,000  souls. 

Although  your  Board,  at  its  adjourned  session  to-morrow,  design  reducing  the 
force  as  ordered,  it  cannot  but  express  the  opinion  that  said  reduction  is  impolitic, 
and  would  be  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  city.  Let  it  once  be  known  that  the 
city  of  Indianapolis  is  policed  by  but  fifty-three  patrolmen,  and  the  city  would  soon 
be  flooded  by  burglars  and  thieves,  who,  in  a  single  night,  by  means  of  the  incend- 
ary's  torch,  could  destroy  property  and  commit  deprecations  that,  in  a  money  point 
of  view,  would  far  exceed  the  amount  paid  the  twenty-five  policemen  it  is  proposed 
to  discharge  for  a  long  term  of  years. 

By  comparison  with  other  cities;  it  will  be  seen  that  Indianapolis  has  a  smaller 
number  of  policemen,  in  proportion  to  the  inhabitants,  than  probably  any  other  city 
in  the  Union.  Cincinnati  with  its  216,000  inhabitants,  has  331  policemen  :  Chicago 
with  its  300,000  citizens  has  a  police  force  of  590  odd ;  New  Orleans  with  a  census  of 
203,000,  has  470  policemen ;  Boston,  with  its  242,000,  has  700  guardians  of  the  day 
and  night ;  New  York,  with  its  million  of  souls,  has  2,560  policemen  ;  Philadelphia 
with  a  population  of  750,000,  is  policed  by  1,292  knights  of  the  mace;  St.  Louis, 
waich  claims  a  population  of  490,000,  has  467  policemen ;  while  sweet-scented 
Brooklin,  with  its  485,000  Christian  men,  women  and  children,  foots  the  bills  of  592 
gentlemen  wearing  brass  coats  and  blue  buttons. 

It  will  be  noticed  by  this  brief  resume  that  to  every  hundred  thousand  souls  there 
are  at  least  one  hundred  policemen.  But  Indianapolis,  the  great  railroad  center  of 
the  Union,  etc.,  this  superb  city  of  concentric  circles,  which  is  constantly  lengthen- 
ing its  status  and  increasing  its  borders,  increasing  at  the  rate  of  ten  thousand  a 
year,  with  its  one  hundred  and  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  is  only  to  have  fifty-three 
patrolmen  to  guard  aud  watch  over  its  vast  territory,  its  many  thoroughfares  and  its 
scores  of  palatial  structures. 

Your  Board,  being  seriously  impressed  with  the  belief  that  when  the  vote  so 
unanimously  passed  on  last  Monday  night,  ordering  the  Police  Board  to  reduce  the 
force  in  conformity  to  the  ordinance  passed  May  IS,  1874,  the  honorable  members 
did  not  know  what  they  were  voting  for,   your  Board  included,  would  respectfully 
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ask  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  vote  by  which  such  order  was   adopted,  believing  as 

they  do  that  the  police  force  as  at  present  constituted  is  none  too  large  for  the 

sities  of  our  growing  city.

Indianapolis,  March  20,  1876. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Eevision  of  Ordinances  would  beg  leave  to  report 
tbat  they  have  had  the  proposed  new  gas  ordinance,  with  proposed  amendments, 
under  consideration,  and  arrived  at  the  following  conclusions : 

That  in  the  amendment  to  the  original  ordinance  proposed  by  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee, providing  that  mot  less  than  three  miles  be  laid  each  year  after  the  first  year, 
"  two  miles"  be  substituted  for  "  three,"  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  remain- 
ing proposed  amendments  of  said  Committee. 

They  also  recommend  the  passage  of  Councilman  Ransdell's  proposed  amendment 
provided  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fixed  at  $100,000  instead  of  $200,000, 
and  provided  further  that  in  addition  to  the  words,  "that  said  company  shall  cause 
to  be  executed  a  bond  payable  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  with  good  and  sufficient 
freehold  security,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  binding 
itself  and  sureties  in  the  sum  of  $100,000  not  to  sell  or  dispose  of  the  privileges 
granted  hereinto,  nor  consolidate  with,  nor  purchase  the  rights  of  said  Indianapolis 
Gas  Light  and  Coke  Co.,"  shall  be  added,  '•  and  provided  further  that  in  case  of  the 
violation  of  any  of  the  privileges  of  this  agreement  or  contract,  all  rights  herein 
granted  shall  be  declared  and  are  forfeited,  in  the  discretion  of  the  City  Council. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  above  restrictions  are  ample  and  suffi- 
cient to  insure  the  faithful  fulfillment  of  their  contract  on  the  part  of  the  proposed 
new  gas  company,  and  that  the  proposed  amendments  of  Councilman  Thalman  and 
Madden  are  contained  therein  so  far  as  would  be  just  and  equitable  to  both  the  com- 
pany and  the  city.

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The  following  is  the  ordinance  with  the  proposed  amendments,  as 
reported  by  the  said  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordinances : 

An  ordinance  investing  Robert  Dickson  and  his  associates  and  their  assigns  with  the 
privilege  of  furnishing  gas  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
upon  certain  conditions  therein  named. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  That 
Robert  Dickson,  his  associates  and  their  assigns,  are  hereby  invested  with  the  priv- 
ilege of  using  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  and  public  grounds  of  said  city  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  down  in  said  streets,  etc.,  pipes  for  the  conveyance  of  gas  in  and  through  the 
said  city,  for  the  use  of  said  city  and  its  inhabitants  :  Provided,  That  said  Robert 
Dickson  and  his  associates,  shall  within  thirty  days  hereafter,  organize  themselves 
into  a  joint  stock  company  under  the  law  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  with  sufficient 
capital  stock,  not  less  than  $100,000  actually  subscrtbed  and  secured,  to  fully  carry 
out  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  ordinance,  which  is  declared  to  be  to  supply  the 
entire  city  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  with  gas  to  the  extent  and  as  fully  and  com  - 
pletely  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  done  by  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
Company,  and  such  company  shall,  by  its  Board  of  Directors,  on  their  records,  to 
be  certified  to  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  agree  and  bind  itself,  within  thirty  days  here- 
after, to  accept  the  conditions  set  forth  in  this  ordinance :  Pravided  further,  That 
two-thirds  of  the  directors  of  such  company  shall  consist  of  residents  of  the  city  of 
Indianapolis:  And  provided  further,  That  the  said  company  shall  cause  to  be  exe- 
cuted a  bond,  payable  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  with  good  and  sufficient  freehold 
security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  binding  itself  and 
sureties  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  not  to  sell  or  dispose  of  the 
privilege  granted  hereinto,  nor  consolidate  with,  nor  purchase  the  works  of  said 
Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  :  And  further  provided,  That  in  case  of 
the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  agreement,  all  rights  herein  granted 
shall  be,  in  the*  discretion  of  the  City  Council,  declared  forfeited,  and  that  they  will, 
as  soon  as  possible,  commence  the  erection  of  necessary  buildings  and  works  of 
capacity  sufficient  to  supply  the  city  and  inhabitants  with  gas,  and  proceed  without 
delay  to  carry  out  in  good  faith  the  full  intent  of  this  grant,  and  shall  have  laid  ten 
miles  of  mains  in  said  city  within  eighteen  months  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  and  shall,  whenever  persons  who  will  guarantee  to  said  company  to  use 
as  many  as  fifteen  burners  upon  any  square  or  in  any  building  or  buildings,  on  any 
square  adjacent  to  mains  already  laid,  said  company  shall  lay  mains  on  said  street 
and  furnish  gas  to  such  persons  so  guaranteeing  the  use  of  the  same:  Provided, 
said  company  shall  not  be  required  to  lay  more  than  five  miles  of  mains  in  any  one 
year  after  the  first  ten  miles  are  laid  :  Provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  grant 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  bind  the  city  to  use  any  of  the  gas  used  by  said  company 
in  its  street  lamps,  public  buildings  or  offices. 

Sec.  2.  The  price  at  which  paid  company  shall  furnish  the  city  and  inhabitants 
with  gas  shall  not  exceed  the  following  rates  :  Two  dollars  ($2.00)  for  each  thous- 
and cubic  feet,  exclusive  of  government  tax :  Provided,  The  city  of  Indianapolis 
shall  not  be  liable  in  any  manner  for    royalty   or   other   charges  by   reason   of  any 
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patent  upon  the  gas  manufactured  and  furnished  by  said  company,  and  the  said 
company  shall  execute  an  indemnifying  bond  to  said  city,  conditioned  that  the  city 
shall  not  be  compelled  to  pay  any  such  royalty  or  charges. 

Sec.  3.  The  gas  sold  by  said  company  shall  be  free  from  all  non-inflammable 
poisonous  qualities,  and  in  all  other  respects  of  the  highest  standerd  purity,  and  not 
less  than  twelve  candle  illuminating  power,  and  the  same  shall  be  supplied  promptly 
and  in  sufficient  quantity  by  said  company  to  all  paying  consumers  thereof,  and  to 
all  persons  applying  therefor,  on  or  adjacent  to  any  street  or  alley  along  which  the 
mains  of  said  company  shall  have  been  extended.  And  said  company  shall,  upon 
application  in  writing,  promptly  lay  all  necessary  service  pipes  in  or  across  any 
street,  alley,  gutter  or  sidewalk.  And  said  company  shall  make  no  charge  for  any 
meter,  nor  for  the  rent  of  same  ;  nor  shall  any  charge  be  made  for  service  pipe  laid 
in  any  street,  gutter  or  sidewalk,  nor  for  laying  said  pipe,  nor  for  properly  repairing 
all  streets,  gutters  or  sidewalks  thereafter,  or  for  tapping  any  mains.  And  further- 
more, said  company  shall  not  charge  more  for  making  any  connection  between  its 
pipes*  and  those  of  any  person  applying  for  gas,  nor  for  the  setting  of  any  meter, 
than  the  actual  cost  of  doing  the  same.  All  gas  sold  shall  be  accurately  measured 
by  said  company  at  its  own  expense  and  without  any  charge  direct  or  indirect  to  any 
consumer  thereof.  Such  company  shall  furnish  all  facilities  in  its  possession  to  any 
agent  that  may  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council  to  test  the  accuracy  of  meters 
or  the  purity  of  gas  and  illuminating  properties. 

Sec.  4.  If  said  company  shall  fail  in  good  faith  to  comply  with  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  or  shall  violate  any  of  said  provisions,  then,  and  in  such' 
case,  they  shall  forfeit  all  the  rights  and  privileges  under  said  contract,  and  the 
Common  Council  may,  at  any  time  thereafter,  repeal  the  same,  said  failure  to  be 
determined  by  judicial  decision. 

Sec.  5.  That  whenever  the  company,  as  aforesaijl,  proposes  to  open  any  street, 
lane  or  alley,  etc. ,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  gas  pipes,  they  shall  give  to  the 
Street  Commissioner  three  days  notice  thereof,  and  shall  not,  during  the  progress  of 
their  work,  unnecessarily  obstruct  the  passage  of  such  street,  lane  or  alley,  etc.,  and 
further,  they  shall,  within  a  reasonable  time,  repair  such  portion  of  any  street,  lane 
or  alley,  etc.,  as  they  may  have  broken  up,  iD  such  manner  as  shall  be  acceptable  to 
the  Street  Commissioner  ;  the  said  gas  pipes  shall  not  interfere  with  the  drainage  of 
said  city,  by  the  necessary  construction  of  sewers  or  other  underground  fixtures  for 
the  conveyance  of  water  for  the  supply  of  said  city,  and  when  it  shall  be  necessary, 
such  company  shall  remove  the  gas  pipes  at  their  own  expense :  Provided,  The  said 
company  shall  be  responsible  for  all  damages  that  may  occur  by  reason  of  accidents 
in  the  opening  and  digging  of  trenches  for  the  laying  of  mains  and  other  work. 

Sec.  6.  That  said  company  and  every  person  acting  in  their  employment  who 
shall  dig  any  trench  in  any  public  street,  sidewalk  or  alley  of  such  city  for  the 
purpose  of  laying,  taking  up  or  repairing  any  gas  pipe,  or  for  any  lawful  purpose, 
shall  fill  the  same  again  as  early  as  practicable  as  the  adjoining  part  of  the  street. 
And  if  the  place  at  which  such  trench  was  dug  shall  subsequently  sink  or  get  out 
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of  repair  in  consequence  of  such  digging  and  filling,  the  company  or  person  having 
dug  the  same  shall  repair  it  forthwith  ;  and  for  a  neglect  so  to  do,  said  company 
shall  be  liable  for  all  costs  of  putting  such  place  in  good  repair,  to  be  collected  in  an 
action  of  debt,  and  the  company  shall  be  liable  for  any  damages  to  any  person  or 
property  resulting  from  any  neglect  or  fault  of  themselves  or  their  employes  ;  and 
should  the  city  be  sued  therefor,  said  company  shall  be  notified  of  such  suit,  and 
thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  company  to  defend  the  same  ;  and  should  a 
judgment  be  recovered  against  the  city,  the  city  shall  recover  the  amount  with  all 
costs  from  the  company,  and  the  record  of  such  judgment  against  the  city  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  evidence  in  the  cause. 

Sec.  7.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  filing  with  the  Mayor  of 
the  city  of  the  certified  copy  from  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  such  com- 
pany, accepting  the  terms  and  conditions  herein  set  forth,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  the  Mayor  to  make  proclamation  of  such  acceptance,  accompanying  such 
publication  with  a  copy  of  this  ordinance. 

Mr.  Thalman  moved  to  take  up  the  ordinance  and  adopt  the  same 
by  sections.

And  said  company  shall  extend  their  mains  along  any  street  contiguous  to   where 
their  mains  are  already  laid,  within  ninety  days  after  being  so  ordered  by  resolution 
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of  the  Common  Council  :     Provided,  the  Council  shall  not  order  a  greater   number 
of  miles  in  any  one  year  than  is  required  by  this  ordinance. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Thalman  moved  to  amend  where  the  same  reads,  "  provided 
said  company  shall  not  be  required  to  lay  more  than  five  miles  of 
mains  in  any  one  year  after  the  first  ten  miles  are  laid,  by  striking 
out  "five"  and  inserting  "  three." 

Dr.  Stratford  moved  to  lay  the  motion  on  the  table.

Mr.  Geiger  moved  that  the  ordinance  and  amendments  now  offered 
be  printed  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Common  Council,  of  this  session, 
and  that  the  same  be  made  a  special  order  for  next  Monday  night.

That  for  said  50  feet  condemned  by  the  city  as  aforesaid,  your  petitioners  were 
allowed  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  appointed  for  that  purpose,  only  the  sum 
of  $127  per  foot  front  on  Pennsylvania  street,  thereby  entailing  a  loss  to  petitioner 
Dickson  of  $23  per  foot  front,  or  the  total  of  $1,1 50,  wrhich  said  sum  said  Dickson  is 
compelled  to  refund.  That  your  petitioners  think  that  said  appraisement  at  $127.00 
per  front  foot  was  an  inadequate  price,  as  they  are  informed  that  the  property  front- 
ing on  Meridian  street  was  taken  at  the  price  of  $175.00  per  front  foot. 

2d.  That  after  said  fraction  of  fifty  feet  had  been  so  taken  by  the  city,  and  said 
Second  street  opened,  upon  the  petition  of  property  holders  living  to  the  north  of 
said  lot,  a  sewer  was  put  down  through  Second  street  and  np  Pennsylvania  street  for 
the  purpose  of  connecting  the  Meridian  street  sewer  with  the  overflow  from  all 
property  ljing  north  of  Second  street  and  west  of  Pennsylvania  street  to  the  State 
ditch.  That  the  fraction  of  lot  left  to  your  petitioners,  fronting  205  feet  on  Second 
street  and  10  feet  on  Pennsylvania  street,  in  all  215  feet  adjacent  to  said  sewer.

To  the   Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — At  your  regular  session  of  July  21st,  1873,  a  petition  was  presented, 
signed  by  the  Gerrnania  Buiiding  and  Savings  Association  No.  2,  this  petitioner  and 
others,  to  cause  to  be  opened  an  alley,  running  east  from  East  to  Liberty  street,  and 
bounded  as  follows :  (here  insert  petition  as  contained  in  proceedings  of  Common 
Council,  May  12h,  1873,  to  May  12th,  1874,  part  1,  page  533).  The  petition  was 
referred  to  the  City  Commissioners. 

At  your  special  session  of  September  4th,  1873,  the  Commissioners  submitted  the 
following  report,  to-wit :  (here  insert  report  as  contained  in  proceedings  of  Common 
Council  May  12th,  1873,  to  May  12th,  1874,  part  1,  page  819).  Which  report  was 
afterwards  adopted  at  your  regular  session  of  September  22d,  1873. 

From  said  petition  and  said  report,  and  the  plat  filed  herewith,  and  as  the  facts 
of  the  case  will  show,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  alley  running  east  from  East  street, 
between  Washington  and  Market  streets,  was  intended  to  connect  in  a  straight  line 
with  a  private  alley  between  the  property  of  this  petitioner  fronting  on  Market 
street,  and  his  property  south  of  that  fronting  on  Liberty  street. 

By  some  mistake,  however,  this  petitioner  not  knowing  how  such  mistake  hap- 
pened, the  alley  as  laid  out  does  not  connect  with  this  petitioner's  private  alley  in  a 
straight  line,  as  it  was  proposed,  but  it  turned  out  afterwards  that  the  alley  as  laid 
out  is  two  (2)  feet  further  south  than  this  petitioner's  private  alley. 
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From  the  report  of  the  City  Commissioners,  it  may  be  seen  that  they  intended  to 
take  4£  feet  of  the  south  end  of  this  petitioner's  property  fronting  on  Market  street, 
and  4£  feet  off  the  norfh  end  of  this  petitioner's  property  fronting  on  Liberty  stseet, 
If,  however,  the  alley  be  made  as  laid  out,  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  6.]  feet  off  the 
Liberty  street  property  and  2|  feet  of  the  Market  street  property,  instead  the  \\  feet 
of  each.  The  2  feet  so  taken  off  the  one,  and  the  2  feet  so  left  to  the  other  prop- 
erty are,  however,  of  different  value,  the  one  to  be  taken  being  front  feet,  the  other 
to  be  left  to  this  petitioner,  being  of  the  depth  of  the  lot. 

Besides,  if  the  alley  be  made  as  laid  out,  it  would  run  through  a  house,  a  part  of 
which  is  standing  on  said  two  feet  which  would  have  to  be  taken  for  the  alley,  and 
great  damage  would  thereby  be  caused  to  this  petitioner.  The  Commissioners  never 
noticed  that,  as  it  was  thought  the  alley  would  run  north  of  said  house. 

Your  petitioner  therefore  requests  of  your  honorable  body  that  he  either  be  com- 
pensated for  the  damage  which  he  would  sustain  if  the  alley  be  retained  as  laid  out, 
which  damage  is  very  considerable,  or  that  there  may  be  made  a  change  and  the 
alley  be  laid  two  feet  further  north,  so  as  to  connect  in  a  straight  line  with  this  peti- 
tioner's private  alley,  as  it  was  originally  intended,  or  that  the  alley  be  retained  as 
laid  out  and  running  east  from  East  street  until  it  strikes  this  petitioner's  property, 
and  there  connect  in  a  small  angle  instead  of  in  a  straight  line  with  this  petitioner's 
private  alley,  making  the  latter  a  public  alley. 

The  latter  proposition  may  be  the  best  to  adopt,  as  the  whole  matter  may  in  this 
way  be  disposed  of  without  much  trouble  and  without  any  expense  to  the  city  or  any 
damage  to  the  other  property  holders. 

Your  petitioner  doubts  not  that  he  is  entitled  to  the  relief  asked,  as  the  mistake 
must  have  originally  been  made  by  the  City  Commissioners,  or  at  best  is  a  mutual 
mistake,  which  should  be  corrected  so  that  this  petitioner  will  not  be  subjected  to 
any  loss  or  injury. 

Submitting  this  petition  to  your  consideration,  your  petitioner  hopes  that  you  will 
take  the  necessary  steps  towards  granting  proper  relief.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  preamble  and  resolution 
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offered  by  Councilman  Geiger,  (l  that  the  ordinance  and  contract  with  the  Indian- 
apolis Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  is  hereby  declared  forfeited,  and  is  hereby 
null  and  void." 

Upon  examining  the  contracts,  agreements  and  existing  relations  between  the  city 
and  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  while 
the  gas  company  is  not  living  up  to  the  ordinance  passed  March  19th,  1866,  in  that 
section  three  of  the  above  ordinance,  which  expressly  declares  "that  all  gas  sold 
shall  be  accurately  measured  by  said  company,"  etc.,  whereas,  the  said  Indianapolis 
Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  is  furnishing  gas  to  the  city  and  making  out  their 
bills  for  the  same  according  to  the  provisions  of  a  contract  between  the  above  com- 
pany and  the  city  made  May  1st,  1868,  in  which  they  agree  to  furnish  gas  to  the  city 
for  the  sum  of  $24  per  lamp  per  year  of  2,000  hours,  and  lighting  the  same  for  the 
additional  sum  of  $6  per  lamp,  which  contract  ran  for  a  period  of  three  years,  the 
city  reserving  the  right  to  extend  the  same  two  additional  years,  which  was  done, 
and  the  contract  remained  in  force  for  a  term  of  five  years,  from  May  1st,  1868,  and 
expired  by  limitatiom  May  1st,  1873,  therefore  there  is  no  contract  now  existing 
between  the  gas  company  and  city  which  authorized  them  to  make  out  their  bills 
and  collect  the  same  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  lamp  per  year. 

There  is  a  clause  in  the  last  or  five  years'  contract  which  expressly  agrees  that 
nothing  in  that  contract  shall  alter,  modify,  annul  or  suspend  the  first  contract  or 
ordinance  passed  March  19th,  1866.  The  judgment  of  your  Committee  is  that  the 
gas  company  has  not  violated  section  five  of  the  ordinance  passed  March  19th,  1866, 
in  which  the  company  agrees  to  introduce  any  discovery  or  improvement  that  may 
be  invented  in  the  preparation  of  gas  from  coal  or  other  material,  either  solid  or 
liquid,  by  which  the  cost  of  manufacturing  gas  shall  be  reduced,  and  giving  the  city 
and  consumers  the  benefit  of  such  reduction,  when  the  improvement  or  discovery 
shall  be  adopted  in  other  principal  cities  of  the  country.  We  believe  there  has  been 
such  an  improvement,  but  it  has  not  come  in  general  use  at  this  time. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  a  Special  Committee  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  in  accordance  with  Mr.  Geiger's  motion,  to  confer  with  the  Indianapolis 
Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  with  reference  to  securing  a  contract  for  furnishing  gas 
for  a  term  of  years,  and  on  a  basis  of  not  more  than  $2.25  per  thonsand  to  the  city 
and  all  consumers.

I  am  of  the  impression  that  if  a  standing 
reward  of  say  $10.00  was  offered  for  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person  caught 
throwing  stones  at,  or  near,  any  of  the  public  lamps,  or  in  anywise,  injuring  the 
same,  or  of  any  person  found  iiaterferring  in  any  manner  with  the  lamplighters  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duty,  that  it  would  have  a  beneficial  effect  in  suppressing  the 
injury  complained  of.

Indianapolis,  April  3,  1876. 

To  the   Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — In  view  of  the  rapid  increase  of  population  here  and  the  constantly 
increasing  demands  upon  the  Water  Works  Company,  the  Board  of  Health  feel  it 
their  duty  to  make  some  suggestions  to  your  honorable  body  in  regard  to  the  water 
supply  of  the  city  in  the  future,  and  the  need  of  some  legislation  by  which  water 
of  requisite  purity  may  be  secured  in  unlimited  quantity.  The  Water  Works  wells 
have,  so  far,  furnished  sufficient  water  to  meet  all  demands,  and  the  quality  is  as 
good  as  that  furnished  in  any  of  the  larger  cities  of  the  country.  But  the  increasing 
demands  upon  the  company  makes  it  certain  that  in  another  year  or  two,  at  farthest, 
a  sufficient  supply  can  only  be  secured  by  taking  it  directly  from  the  river,  with  all 
its  impurities,  unless  some  steps  are  taken  to  remove  the  sources  of  contamination 
along  the  river  and  streams  emptying  into  it  above  the  Water  Works.  Pure  water 
is  an  indispensible  public  and  household  necessity,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  may 
sometime  be  furnished  in  such  quantities,  and  so  distributed,  that  every  family 
may  avail  themselves  of  the  supply  and  abandon  the  nasty  contaminated  wells  that 
suck  up  the  drainage  from  privies  and  sewers.  The  only  way  to  secure  such  a  sup- 
ply in  the  future  is  to  compel  all  slaughtering  establishments  and  companies 
handling  and  dealing  in  animal  offal  to  remove  to  some  point  below  the  Water 
Works.  The  main  part  of  the  slaughtering,  for  the  supply  of  the  city,  is  now 
carried  on  above  Washington  street,  on  the  west  side  of  the  river.  In  almost  all 
the  principal  cities  of  the  country,  slaughtering  within  the  corporate  limits  has  been 
prohibited  and  abittoirs  established.  It  (an  not  be  doubted  that  slaughter  houses, 
located  in  populous  districts,  however  carefully  conducted,  become  offensive  to  the 
inhabitants ;  and  here,  where  they  are  situated  along  the  river,  upon  which  we 
must  ultimately  depend  for  our  water  supply,  they  are  open  to  serious  sanitary 
objections.  Slaughtering,  bone  boiling,  rendering  of  fats  and  the  manufacture  of 
glue  and  soa'p  should  all  be  conducted  in  one  neighborhood  remote  from  population. 

It  is  of  scarcely  less  importance  than  the  water  supply  that  this  city  should  have  a 
well  constructed  abattoir,  connected  with  an  ample  stock  yard,  where  animals  may 
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rest  from  travel  and  recover  from  exhaustion,  and  above  all,  be  inspected  by  com- 
petent judges  for  the  purpose  of  detecting  disease  or  unfitness  for  food  previous  to 
killing.

Genilemen  : — Bids  come  up  this  evening  for  the  improvement  of  St.  Clair  street 
between  the  United  strtes  Arsenal  grounds  and  the  west  side  of  the  western  portion 
of  Dorraan  street,  by  grading  and  graveling  the  same. 

I  discovered,  upon  taking  the  levels  for  said  improvement,  that  Pogues  Run 
occupies  the  center  of  the  street,  entering  the  same  at  the  west  line  <sf  the  United 
States  Arsenal  grounds  and  running  west  200  feet. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  street  cannot  be  improved  under  the  present  ordi- 
nance. The  course  of  Pogiaes  Run  will  either  have  to  be  changed,  or  stone  abutments 
built  on  both  sides  of  the  creek  for  200  feet  before  said  improvement  can  be  made. 
I  would  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Streets  and 
Alleys,  and  the  bids  for  the  present  improvement  be  rejected.

In  taking  the  levels  for  this  sewer,  I  find  that,  on  account  of  the  elevation  of  the 
ground,  Reid  street  will  not  be  the  best  route  for  the  sewer. 

The  most  advantageous  route  for  said  sewer  would  be  as  follows  :  Commencing 
at  the  intersection  of  English  avenue  and  Reid  Istreety  thence  west  in   and  along 
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English  avenue  to  Laurel  street,  thence  south  in  and  along  Laurel  street  to  Pleasant 
Eun.  By  adopting  this  latter  route>  an  additional  territory  of  about  15  squares  west 
of  Reid  street  could  be  drained  into  said  sewer,  which  must  otherwise  be  drained  at 
a  long  distance  into  South  street  sewer,  should  the  sewer  be  located  in  Reid  street.. 
The  latter  route  would  also  relieve  many  of  the  gutters  west  of  Reid  street,  which 
are  now  at  times  oversowed,  especially  during  heavy  rains.

It  is  required  by  law  in  most  of  cities  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Police  Board,  so  that  they  and  the  public  may  be  better  enabled  to  judge  of  just  how 
the  Department  is  conducted , 

THE  POLICE  FOKCE. 

The  regular  force,  as  at  present  constituted,  consists  of  64  men>  as  follows  i

Deducting  the  permanent  details  and  officers  from  the  above  total,  it  will  be  seen 
that  we  have  but  50  patrolmen  remaining  for  regular  patrol  duty.  The  population 
of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  is  estimated  at  about  110,000,  and  comparing  the  popu- 
lation with  the  number  of  officers  as  shown  by  the  above  statement,  it  will  be  ob- 
served that  there  is  just  one  policeman  for  every  2,200  inhabitants.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  that  at  the  present  time  our  population  amounts  to  fully  110,000,  which 
divided  by  50,  the  number  of  active  policemen  gives  one  to  every  2,200  inhabitants. 
It  is  estimated  that  under  ordinary  circumstances,  the  numerical  strength  of  a  police 
force  should  be  one  policeman  to  each  500  inhabitants.  This  estimate  is,  however, 
for  densely  populated  cities,  and  would  be  no  fair  criterian  for  a  population  spread 
out  and  scattered  as  Indianapolis  is. ; 

The  special  design  of  a  police  force  is  the  preservation  of  order  and  the  preven- 
tions of  crime.  This  object  can  only  be  obtained  in  proportion  as  a  district  is  care- 
fully patroled  and  guarded  in  every  part  by  the  frequent  and  almost  constant  pres- 
ence of  officers.  To  reach  this  end,  a  much  larger  force  is  required  in  this  city  than 
we  have  at  present,  and  without  this,  much  which  is  required  and  expected  of  the 
force  cannot  be  accomphished. 

The  city  is  divided  into  four  divisions,  as  follows  .  A,  B,  C  and  D,  and  twelve 
men  are  allowed  to  a  division,  except  Division  D,  which  is  allowed  fouiteeri,  as 
Indianola  is  added  to  that  division. 
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DIVISION  A. 

All  that  part  of  the  city  divided  as  follows  shall  be  known  as  Division  A  ,  On  the 
north  by  the  north  corporation  line  ;  on  the  east  by  the  east  corporation  line ;  on  the 
south  by  Washington  street ;  and  on  the  west  by  Delaware  street. 

DIVISION  B, 

All  that  part  of1  the  city  divided  as  follows  shall  be-  known  as  division  B  :  On  the 
north  by  the  north  corporation  line  :  on  the  east  by  Delaware  street ;  on  the  south- 
by  Washington  street  and  National  Road  to  White  River  -T  on  the  west  by  the  west 
corporation  line  east  of  White  River.

All  that  part  of  the  city  bounded  as  follows  3hall  be  known  aa  Division  C : 
On  the  north  by  Washington  street  and  National  road  ;  on  the  east  by  the  east  cor- 
poration  line ;  on  the  south  by  the  south  corporation  line }  on  the  west  by  Delaware 
street  and  Madison  avenue.  The  South  Park  is  added  to  and  included  in  this 
division. 

DIVISION  D. 

All  that  part  of  the  city  bounded  as  follows,  shall  be  known  as  Division  D;  On 
the  north  by  Washington  street  and  National  Road  to  White  River;  on  the  east 
by  Delaware  street  and  Madison  avenue ;  on  the  south  by  the  south  corporation 
line;  on  the  west  by  White  River.  West  Indianapolis  is  added  to  and  included  in 
this  division.  Washington  street  being  the  dividing  lines  east  and  west,  and  Dela- 
ware north  and  south  of  each  division. 

And  fifty  men  are  all  the  Council  allow  the  police  board  to  invest  with  powers  to 
look  after  the  lives  and  property  of  a  city  with  110,000  inhabitants  I  "  But,  Mr. 
Chief,"  says  one,  "does  not  the  ordinance  of  May  18,  1874,  provide  in  section  1st 
that  the  city  shall  hereafter  be  divided  into  four  divisions  and  each  division  into 
three  districts  J  and  does  not  section  2d  provide  for  four  patrolmen  for  each  dis- 
trict, which  makes  twelve  men  for  eadi  division  j  and,  as  there  are  four  divisions, 
forty-eight  men  for  the  city  of  Indianapolis?  "  In  reply  to  that  question,  I  will 
call  the  gentleman's  attention  to  part  of  section  1st.  which  is  as  follows:  Provided, 
That  the  Police  Board  shall  establish  an  additional  district,  tke  bounds  of  which 
shall  be  all  the  territory  within  the  city  limits  lying  west  of  White  river,  and  shall 
appoint  for  duty  within  such  districts  two  patrolmen,  only.  They  did  establish  an 
additional  district,  and  made  West  Indianapolis  that  district,  according  to  section 
1st,  which  gives  them  the  power  to  do  so.  If  you  look  once  more  at  section  2d  you 
will  see  that  it  does  not  mention  station-house  keepers— or  is  there  any  provisions 
made  for  a  cook  ?  But  if  yon  will  turn  to  Section  10  yo»  wilL see  that  it  provides 
for  them  as  follows:     The  keepers  of  the  station-houses,  and  their  assistants,  shall  be 
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appointed  by  the  Police  Board,  and  said  Board  shall  be  required  to  make  inles  and 
Regulations  for  the  government  of  the  station  houses  and  see  that  the  same  are 
•enforced.  So  it  will  be  seen  that  the  station  house  keepers,  their  assistants,  and  the 
two  patrolmen  for  West  Indianapolis  are  not  to  be  included  in  section  2d.

The  amount  of  stolen  property  reported  at  police  headquarters  during  the  past 
year  is  about  $15,000,  and  this  includes  the  $5,800.00  taken  from  the  Central  Bank 
last  June,  as  well  as  $900.00  taken  on  a  confidence  game  from  a  Mr.  Plummer.  of 
feushville,  by  one  Clark,  who  was  arrested  and  sentenced  to  Michigan  City  for  two 
years,  but  the  money  was  never  recovered.  The  amount  of  stolen  property  recovered 
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by  the  Police  Department  during  the  same  period  is  between  $4,000  and  $5,000, 
which  will  compare  very  favorably  with  other  cities,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following 
ntatements : 

In  1874,  the  amount  of  property  stolen  in  St.  Louis  and  reported  to  the  authorities 
was  $8,042.50  ;  amount  recovered,  $1,100.00.  In  Washington,  D.  C,  amount  stolen. 
$113,883.57^  amount  recovered,  $88,857.55,  etc.  It  will  be  seen  that  I  take  the 
reports  of  1874  instead  of  1875,  and  my  reason  for  so  doing  is  that  the  reports  of 
1875  do  not  give  the  amount  reported  stolen,  only  the  amount  recovered. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety,  as  soon  as  practicable,  of  the  construc- 
tion of  a  poHee  telegraph,  by  which  the  Central  Station  House  shall  be  placed  in 
telegraphic  communication  with  the  railroad  depots  and  the  four  engine  houses,  where 
police  roll  calls  are  foeld.  The  cost  would  be  about  $3,000  for  said  line?  and  instru- 
ments included,  and  the  new  method  of  communicating  by  letter  is  so  simple  that 
any  man  of  ordinary  capacity  can  learn  it  in  a  few  hours.  There  is  not  a  city  in  the 
Union  as  large  as  Indianapolis  without  a  police  telegraph,  and  it  is  regarded  by  all 
who  have  experienced  its  advantages  as  indispensable.  I  earnestly  recommend  this 
mutter  to  your  consideration  and  to  the  Common  Council. 

As  it  is  the  general  impression  among  a  great  many  of  our  citizens  that  the  Police 
Department  of  Indianapolis  is  costing  a  great  deal  more  than  it  should,  in  fact  more 
than  any  city  of  its  sixe  or  in  proportion  to  its  size  in  the  country,  I  shall  endeavor 
to  correct  that  impression,  in  the  mind  of  all  fair  minded  citizens,  by  showing  what 
it  costs  to  run  the  Police  Departments  in  the  cities  of  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Boston, 
Baltimore,  New  Orleans  and  Washington,  by  presenting  the  iollowing  table:

It  will  at  once  be  seen  that  $59,200,  the  actual  cost  of  running  the  Police  Depart- 
ment at  its  present  strength,  is  very  small  in  comparason  with  the  citie-;  quoted 
above.  Washington,  with  a  population  of  only  150,000,  costs  five  times  more  to  run 
its  Police  Department  than  it  costs  to  run  the  department  in  Indianapolis  at  its  pres- 
ent strength.  The  force  for  the  past  year  ending  April  1st,  has  cost  the  city  of 
fndianapolis  just  $79,270.75,  but  it  must  be  taken  into  consideration  that  the  force 
was  reduced  last  month  twenty-live  men,  making  the  present  strength  64;  therefore 
T  base  my  report  on  its  present  strength.  The  idea  has  been  advanced  by  certain 
newspapers  and  citizens  of  this  city  that  the  police  force  of  Indianapolis  i->  too  large; 
that  it  costs  too  much ;  that  the  citizens   cannot  -afford    to  pay  such    heavy  taxes  to

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maintain  it  ;  that  a  few  years  ago  we  got  along  with  a  small  force,  and  a  thousand 
ether  ideas  of  a  like  nature.  If  the  Board  will  look  for  one  moment,  they  will  see 
how  inconsistent  the  idea  is,  that  the  police  force  ot  Indianapolis  is  too  large,  and  the 
maintenance  of  such  a  large  force  is  an  outrage  upon  the  citizens  and  tax-payers  of 
the  city,  by  the  fact  that  a  very  large  majority  of  the  citizens  who  have  to  bear  the 
the  burden  of  taxation  are  paying  out  every  week  to  private  watchmen  from  one  to 
two  dollars  to  watch  their  property.  Why  is  it  done  ?  Because  the  police  force  is 
so  small  and  the  territory  so  large  that  a  policeman  cannot  patrol  his  beat  and  do- 
justice,  more  than  twice  in  twelve  hours,  and  the  fact  is  well  known  to  almost  every 
fair  minded  person  of  the  city. 

For  an  example  I  will  show  you  the -territory  that  two  men  have  to  patrol? 
Bounded  on  the  north  by  First  street,  on  the  sorHh  by  Washington  street,  on  the 
east  by  Delaware  street,  and  on  the  west  by  Missouri  street,  making  a  beat  extending 
ten  sqaaves  north  and  south,  and  five  squares  east  and  west.  It  will  at  once  be  seen 
that  it  is  impossible  for  two  men  having  that  amount  of  territory  to  patrol  to  do 
justice  to  it,  and  until  the  Council  does  increase  the  force  twenty-five  or  thirty  more, 
we  must  expect  that  crime  will  not  decrease  in  our  fair  city,  and  would  it  be  right  to 
hold  the  Chief  of  Police  and- his  men  alone  responsible?  I  think,  gentlemen,  you 
will  coincide  with  me  by  saying  that  a  power  higher  must  assume  part  of  the  respon- 
sibility. 

SECRET  SERVICE. 

Whatever  difference  of  opinion  may  be  entertained  in  relation  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  proper  system  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  the  detection  of  criminals  and 
the  recovery  of  stolen  property.  One  thing  is  certain,  so  long  ascrirae  is  committed 
or  property  stolen,  injured  parties  have  a  right  to  demand  the  services  of  the  police 
in  recovering  their  goods  and  bringing  the  offenders  to  justice;  and  a  most 
important  and  difficult  service  it  is.  A  work  that  not  only  demands  the  best  and 
most  active  talent  in  the  department,  but  is  attended' with  more  hazard  and  beset 
with  more  temptations  and  inducements  to  wrong-doing  than  any  other  known  in 
the  land. 

He  that  is  robbed  of  his  goods,  perhaps  his  last  dollar,  finding  himself  reduced 
in  one  short  hour  from  affiuency  to  poverty,  first  thinks  of  the  loss  of  his  fortune, 
and  next  of  the  detective  who  can  render  him  the  most  efSciant  service  in  recover* 
ing  it;  and  he  is  ready  to  give  ten  or  even  twenty  per  cent,  to  any  one  who  will 
recover  it.  What  an  inducement  is  here  held  out  to  an  officer  who  has  a  large 
family  to  support  and  nothing  to  depend  on  but  his  small  salary.  Who  best  knows 
and  who  can  best  tell  the  officers  where  to  look  for  stolen  treasures?  Be  his  purpose. 
ever  so  honorable,  will  he  have  any  inducement  to  visit  the  haunts  of  thieves  to 
obtain  information?  Can  he  accomplish  his  work  in  that  direction  without  associ- 
ating with  them  and  securing  their  confidence  and  good  wiil  ?  Will  he  have  an/ 
inducements  held  out  to  him  to  share  with  them  a  generous  reward  if  they  wilJ 
aid  him  to  obtain  it?  The  detective  officer  is  virtually  the  "  man  about  town,"  and 
is  supposed  to  know  more  of  the  haunts  and  habits  of  the  violators  of  the  law;  and 
more  of  their   secret  devices   and  machinations,-  and   of  the  means  and* manner  in- 
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"which  they  accomplished  their  various  purposes,  than  any  other  man.  Would  not 
that  class  of  persons,  under  such  circumstances,  be  likely  to  leave  no  means  untried 
to  secure  his  favor  ? 

I  do  not  pretend  to  say  that  these  things  hav#  ever  been  dones,  hut  no  sane  man 
vcan  shut  his  eyes  to  the  fact  that  the  detective  officer  is  at  every  step  liable  to  meet 
with  these  temptations  and  thousands  of  others  of  a  like  character  ;  and  be  he  ever 
so  honest  the  Tiature  of  his  work  is  such  that  he  is  often  subjected  to  tbe  most  unjust 
suspicions,  under  circumstances  which  he  can  neither  control  nor  satisfactorily 
explain  to  the  public. 

The  first  duty  of  the  police  officer  is  the  protection  of  life  and  property  and  the 
prevention  of  crime.  While  acting  in  that  capacity  his  character  and  position 
should  always  be  known  to  the  public.  But  another  most  important  and  difficult 
duty  devolves  upon  him  in  the  detection  of  criminals.  In  this  should  his  character 
and  position  be  as  fully  known,  or  should  his  power  be  felt,  but  not  seen  ;  a  power 
that  bad  men  can  not  avoid,  because  unseen ;  that  they  can  not  corrupt  because 
'unknown ;  would  not  a  mere  suspicion,  even,  that  such  a  force  existed,  have  its 
influence  on  bad  men.  The  peace  of  our  city,  the  lives  and  property  of  our  citizens 
are  involved  in  these  questions.  They  are  worthy  of  a  careful  consideration,  not 
only  by  the  Police  Board  and  Common  Council,  but  by  the  press  of  our  city  who 
have,  from  time  to  time,  tried  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  its  readers  that  it  was 
-a  useless  expenditure  of  public  money  and  should  be  abolished. 

I  have  in  this  report  endeavored  as  fat  as  possible  to  draw  no  partisan  lines. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  thanking  the  board  for  their  kindness  in  aiding 
>me  in  every  way  in  their  power,  and  by  so  doing  you  have  made  my  duties  seem 
lighter  than  they  actually  were. 

1  have  two  as  good  captains,  one  detective  and  four  rargeants  as  can  be  found  in 
•any  force  in  the  country,  and  as  for  the  patrolmen,  they  are  all  good  and  competent 
-men.

Gentkrnen: — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred  sun- 
'dry  papers,  would  respectfully  report: 

FIRST, 

A  motion,  introduced  by  Councilman  Oaft,  directing  the  'Committee  on  Streets 
.and  Alleys  to  examine  the  repairs  made  on  the  gutters  of  Massachusetts  avenue, 
between  Pennsylvania  and  Alabama  streets,  by  the  Street  Commissioner  and  report 
to  this  Council  as  to  why  cement  pipe,  to  the  amount  of  several  hundred  feet,  was 
used  when  the  repairs  could  have  been  better  and  at  a  very  trifling  cost  by  simply 
carrying  out  the  orders  of  the  Council  Your  Committee  have  examined  the  work 
and  found  that  there  was  a  mistake  made  between  the  City  'Civil  Engineer  and  the

Gentlemen : — The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  which 
was  referred  sundry  papers  looking  to  the  consolidation  of  the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.,  and 
the  I.,  P.  &  C.  Kailway  tracks,  on  a  line  east  of  the  present  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Railroad 
shops  and  transfer  depot  east  of  Winston  street,  and  the  abandonment  by  said  com- 
panies of  Railroad  street,  from  Market  to  North  streets,  would  report  that  we  have 
had  the  same  under  consideration  for  several  months,  and  have  at  last  succeeded  in 
bringing  the  said  companies  to  a  mutual  agreement,  which  is  duly  signed  and 
accompanies  this  report,  together  with  a  large  number  of  petitioners,  asking  that  the 
same  be  accepted  by  the  city.

CONTRACT. 

Whereas,  Two  suits  are  now  pending  in  the  Civil  Circuit  and  Superior  Courta, 
of  Marion  county,  between  the  city  of  Indianapolis  and  the  Cleveland,  Columbus, 
Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis  Railway  Company,  concerning  the  opening  of 
Michigan  street,  and  the  use  of  the  grounds  now  belonging  to  said  company,  lying 
between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Market  streets, 
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And  Whereas,  The  said  C,  C.  C.  &  I.  Railway  Company,  and  the  I.  P.  &  C 
Railroad  Company,  as  between  themselves,  are  proposing  to  re-arrange  their  tracks, 
within  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  abandoning  some — changing,  consolidating,  and 
building  others,  and  otherwise  providing  for  their  mutual  benefit  and  convenience, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  public. 

And  Whereas,  To  do  so,  it  is  essential  that  the  city  and  each  of  said  railroad 
companies  should  have  their  rights  definitely  and  permanently  fixed,  so  that  hereaf- 
ter no  controversy  in  relation  thereto,  can  or  shall  arise. 

Now  as  a  compromise  and  settlement,  of  all  matters  in  controversy  in  said  suits, 
and  as  a  full  and  final  adjustment  of  the  question,  of  the  rights  of  said  company, 
and  said  city  over  said  premises,  and  the  future  occupancy  and  control  of  the 
same,  and  in  order  to  enable  it  to  fully  carry  into  effect  its  proposed  arrangement 
and  contract  with  said  I.  P.  &  C.  R.  R.  Company,  and  secure  mutual  protection 
therein,  the  said  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Railway  Company,  offers  the  following  propositions 
lor  a  complete  amicable  adjustment  of  all  of  said  matters  in  controversy,  to  which 
the  said  I.  P.  &  C.  Railroad  Company,  as  to  all  matters  and  things  relating  to  it, 
assents  and  agrees. 

First.  The  city  of  Indianapolis  shall  on  the  petition  of  said  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Rail- 
way Company,  without  cost  to  it,  vacate  forever  all  that  part  of  East  Second  streets 
lying  south  of  Massachusetts  avenue. 

Second.    And  also,  in  like  manner,  to  vacate  so  much  of  East  Maryland  street,  a 
lies  between  East  street  and  Pogue's  Run. 

Third.  And  also,  in  order  to  afford  convenient  access  by  the  public,  to  the  pro- 
posed upper  city  freight  depots,  that  may  be  hereafter  erected,  by  this  or  the  I.  P.  & 
C.  R.  R.,  Company,  south  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  the  city  will,  without  cost  to 
either,  widen  the  alley,  lying  between  lots  25  and  26,  in  out-lot  43,  to  the  width  of 
sixty  feet,  and  maintain  the  same  as  a  continuation  of  John  street ;  and  when  said 
depot  or  depots  are  erected,  permit  said  railway  companies  to  lay,  use  and  maintain 
such  side-tracts  and  switches  as  they  may  find  necessary  for  the  convenient  transac- 
tion of  their  business  at  such  depot  or  depots.  But  they  shall  not  cross  or  touch 
Massachuseetts,  or  John  street  with  said  tracks  and  switches.  The  C,  C,  C.  &  I. 
Railway  Company,  agree  to  widen  John  street  where  it  passes  through  their  grounds, 
west  of  their  tracks,  to  the  width  of  sixty  feet. 

Fourth.  And  also,  in  order  that  said  companies  or  either  of  them,  may  conveni- 
ently reach  their  proposed  lower  city  freight  depots,  to  be  erected  on  the  square  No. 
79,  in  said  city,  on  or  near  Alabama  street,  said  city  shall  grant  to  the  said  compan- 
ies, the  irrevocable  privilege  to  lay,  use  and  maintain  such  tracks  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  convenient  transaction  of  their  business,  with  the  public  across 
East  and  New  Jersey  streets,  and  inte  vening  streets,  and  alleys,  between  Pearl 
street  and  their  tracks  on  the  north iia>*  of  Pogue's  Run;  but  at  the  crossing  of 
New  Jersey  street  no  tracks  shall  be  laid  down  or  mainted  north  of  the  line  of  square 
79,  and  said  city  shall  not  at  any  time  lay  out,  open  and  maintain  any  alley,  street 
or  passage  way  over  the  ground  owned  by  the  said  companies  or  either  of  them 
between  East  and  Alabama  streets,  and  Pearl  street  and  Pogue's  Run. 
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Fifth.  The  grounds  now  held  by  said  companies  in  squares  79,  80,  83  and  84, 
together  with  the  grounds  in  squares  83,  84  and  85,  lying  north  of  the  Union  Rail- 
way tracks,  to  be  purchased  by  parties  other  than  those  to  this  contract,  and  the 
same  conveyed  free  of  incumbrance  in  fee  simple,  to  said  I.  P.  &  C.  Railway  Com- 
pany, shall  be  divided  between  them  so  as  to  give  to  the  I.  P.  &  C.  Company,  all 
lying  north  of  and  to  the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Company,  all  south  of  the  line  com- 
mencing at  a  point  forty  feet  west  of  the  west  side  of  Liberty  street,  and  two  hun- 
dred and  twelve  feet  north  of  the  north  side  of  Maryland  street,  which  starting 
point  shall  be  at  least  three  feet  south  of  the  south  rail  of  the  present  switches  of 
the  said  I.  P.  &  C.  Company,  to  its  round  house,  which  line  shall  be  drawn  in  a 
south  westerly  direction,  so  as  to  leave  off  the  grounds  of  the  I.  P.  &  C.  Company, 
south  of  said  line  an  amount  equal  in  square  feet  to  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  off 
the  north  side  of  that  part  of  square  79,  held  by  the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Company,  which 
line  shall  be  located  as  near  as  practicably  to  the  lines  shown  by  the  survey  map 
made  by  Jas.  W.  Brown,  engineer,  and  in  a  way,  so  as  to  make  both  parcels  as 
available  as  possible  for  railway  purposes,  and  when  the  line  is  fixed  by  said  Brown 
each  company  shall  convey  to  the  other  by  warranty  deed  in  fee  simple,  so  as  to 
give  all  of  said  grounds  lying  south  of  said  line  to'the  C.  C.  C.  &  I.  Company,  and  all 
lying  north  of  said  line,  including  130  feet  of  the  north  side  of  the  square  79,  to 
the  I.  P.  &  C.  Company.  The  line  of  Division  named  in  this  section,  is  not  perma- 
nently fixed,  but  is  to  be  fixed  by  the  companies  themselves,  so  as  to  give  the  I.  P. 
&  C.  Company  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  off  the  north  end  of  square  79,  and  an 
equal  number  of  square  feet  to  the  0.,  C,  C.  &  I.  Company,  off  the  south  side  of  the 
I.  P.  &  C.  Company's  grounds.  If  in  the  division  an  excess  of  ground  falls  to 
either,  it  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  company  receiving  the  same  at  its  fair  value. 

Sixth.  And  each  company  shall  maintain  under  the  direction  of  the  city  author 
ities,  good  and  safe  plank  crossings,  at  the  several  street  and  alley  crossings,  when 
such  switches  and  tracks  are  constructed. 

Seventh.  The  I.  P.  &  0.  Company,  shall  abandon  its  main  track  from  Cross 
street  to  Christian  avenue,  and  from  the  north  side  of  North  street,  all  of  its  tracks 
to  Market  street,  and  shall  be  furnished,  free  of  cost  to  said  company  by  parties 
other  than  those  to  this  contract,  the  perpetual  right  of  way  from  a  convenient  point 
north  of  Christian  avenue  on  and  along  the  West  side  of  Macy  street,  to  Massa- 
chusetts avenue ;  and  in  like  manner,  the  right  of  way  of  a  width  sufficient  to  oper- 
ate a  single  track  and  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  in  width,  so  as  to  connect  its  proposed 
maid  track  by  a  cross  over  switch,  with  so  much  of  its  present  track  as  shall  remain 
between  Cross  and  North  streets,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  locate  and  shall  use  aud 
maintain  its  main  tracks  between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Winston  street,  at  its 
junction  wtth  Ohio  street,  on  a  strip  of  ground  twenty-five  feet  wide,  which  the 
C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Company,  will  deed  to  the  said  I.  P.  &  C,  Company,  in  fee  simple 
out  of  a  strip  100  feet  wide,  between  said  points,  the  same  to  be  laid  out  and  used  as 
hereinafter  set  forth.  And  the  two  tracks,  of  the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Company  from 
Winston  street  at  its  junction  with  Ohio  street  to  Market  street,  shall  be  used  and 
maintained  in  common  by  both  companies,  the  same  as  now  used  in  common  from 
Market  street  south  to  the  Union  tracks,  and  the  said  companies  agree  to  surrender 
all  right  to  use  Railroad  street  from  north  side  of  North  street  to  Market  street, 
when  abandoned  as  aforesaid  by  the  I.  P.  &  C.  Company. 
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Eighth.  Upon  the  acceptance  and  fulfillment  of  the  foregoing  provisions  the  C, 
C,  C.  &  I.  Co.  will  re-arrange  its  tracks  over  its  said  grounds  between  Massachusetts 
Avenue  and  Ohio  streets,  so  as  not  to  occupy  a  space  more  than  one  hundred  feet 
wide  at  any  street  crossing  including  said  twenty-five  feet  to  be  given  to  said  I.,  P- 
&  C.  Co.,  said  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Co.  being  granted  the  privilege  at  any  time  its  officers 
may  find  it  necessary  to  accommodate  the  business  of  said  road  to  lay,  use  and  main- 
tain two  tracks  in  addition  to  those  now  in  use  from  Ohio  to  the  east  line  of  Noble 
street,  said  one  hundred  feet  strip  to  be  laid  out  over  said  Second  street,  and  passing 
south  through  its  said  grounds  on  a  line  east  of  or  near  to  its  present  shops  and 
round  house  and  near  to  its  present  transfer  depot,  and  there  shall  not  be  more  than 
seven  tracks  on  said  strip  at  any  of  said  street  crossings,  including  the  the  I.,  P.  & 
C.  Co.  track. 

Ninth.  And  when  its  tracks  are  so  re-arranged  it  will  open  and  extend  Michigan 
North,  Vermont,  St.  Clair  and  Biddle  streets,  across  its  present  grounds  and  the 
tracks  as  aforesaid,  to  the  full  width  of  said  streets  in  said  city  immediately  west 
thereof,  and  grade  and  gravel  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Civil 
Engineer,  free  of  all  cost  and  expense  to  the  city  within  two  years  from  this  date  or 
sooner  if  it  can  conveniently  without  detriment  to  its  business,  and  also  open  and 
extend  Maryland  street  through  square  79  as  hereinafter  provided.  In  considera- 
tion whereof,  and  as  liquidated  damages,  the  said  city  shall  pay  to  the  said  C,  C, 
C.  &  I.  R.  W.  Co.  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  as  follows:  One-third  in  one,  one- third 
in  two,  and  one-third  in  three  years  with  six  per  cent,  interest.  When  this  contract 
shall  have  been  accepted  by  all  the  parties  hereto,  the  city  shall  issue  to  said  com- 
pany her  orders  on  the  City  Treasurer,  payable  as  herein  provided  :  And  further, 
That  the  city  shall  not  at  any  time  open  or  permit  any  other  street  or  alley  to  be 
laid  out,  opened  or  extended,  over  its  said  grounds  between  Massachusetts  avenue 
and  Market  street,  except  by  the  written  consent  of  the  Company. 

Tenth.  And  if  at  any  time  said  city  shall  build  or  permit  any  bridge  or  viaduct 
to  be  built  over  said  strip  hereby  exclusively  reserved  for  tracks  and  railway  pur- 
poses one  hundred  feet  wide  as  aforesaid,  the  heigh th  of  said  passage  ways  and  the 
width  between  the  arches  or  supports,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Chief  Engineers  of  the 
respective  railroad  companies,  and  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  so  as  to  secure  the  free 
and  safe  passage  of  all  locomotives  and  trains  through  and  under  the  same,  and  pre- 
vent accidents  to  passengers  and  employes. 

Eleventh.  And  all  passage  ways  that  may  hereafter  be  built  over  or  under  said 
strip  one  hundred  feet  wide  shall  be  without  any  other  cost  or  expense  to  said  com- 
panies or  either  of  them,  other  than  their  share  of  any  general  tax  levied  therefor 
on  all  property  then  within  the  limits  of  said  city. 

Twelfth.  The  track  to  be  built  for  the  I..  P.  &  C.  Co.,  from  Massachusetts  avenue 
to  Winston  street  and  there  connecting  with  the  present  main  line  of  the  C,  0.,  C. 
&  I.  Co.  shall  be  a  guage  of  four  feet  eight  and  one  half  inches,  which  track  shall  be 
built  for  and  furnished  to  said  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co.  free  of  cost,  except  that  said  company 
shall  allow  the  iron  now  on  its  main  track,  lying  between  Market  and  North  streets 
to  be  taken  and  used  in  making  said  new  track:  And  provided  further,  That  the 
Other  cost  and  expense  incurred  in  building  said  track  shall  be  borne   and  paid  by 
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parties  other  than  the  parties  to  this  agreement.  And  the  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co.  shall 
build  a  like  track  alongside  thereof,  upon  said  twenty-five  feet  strip,  which  track 
shall  be  connected  by  proper  switches  with  another  track  to  be  built  or  furnished 
alongside  thereof  by  the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Co.  on  its  grounds,  and  said  two  tracks  shall 
be  used  and  maintained  jointly  and  in  common  by  both  companies  as  a  double 
track,  the  said  two  tracks  t«  be  built  and  used  in  common,  shall  be  upon  a  comprom- 
ise guage  of  four  feet,  nine  and  one-quarter  inches. 

Thirteenth.  The  work  necessary  to  be  done  in  changing  the  tracks  of,  and  so 
adjusting  or  changing  the  position  of  the  present  city  freight  depot,  of  the  I.,  P.  & 
C  R.  R.  Co.,  so  as  to  remove  it  from  the  grounds  to  be  deeded  to  the  C,  C,  C.  &  I. 
R.  W.  Co.,  necessitated  by  the  exchange  of  property  herein  provided  for  shall  be 
done  by  parties  other  than  those  to  this  agreement,  free  of  cost  to  said  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co* 
or  the  city. 

Fourteenth.  Maryland  street  shall  be  opened  and  extended  through  square  79, 
forty  feet  wide,  upon  and  over  the  proposed  line  dividing  the  grounds  of  said  rail- 
way companies  as  herein  provided  for,  each  company  giving  twenty  feet  for  the  use 
of  said  street. 

Fifteenth.  All  promises,  privileges,  covenants  and  agreements  herein  accrue  to 
and  rest  upon  the  successors  and  assigns  of  each. 

Sixteenth.  This  settlement  to  be  in  force  when  signed  by  the  proper  officers  o  * 
said  companies,  and  accepted  by  the  Common  Council  of  said  city  and  a  copy  filed 
in  said  courts,  where  said  suits  are  pending,  and  judgment  rendered  therein  by 
agreement  and  for  the  plaintiff  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  compromise 
and  agreement. 

We,  David  Macy,  for  the  Indianapolis,  Peru  &  Chicago  Railroad  Company,  and 
H.  B.  Hurlbut,  for  the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis  Railway 
Company,  hereby  covenant  and  agree  that  the  railway  companies  we  respectively 
represent,  will  accept  and  carry  out  and  perform  the  terms,  provisions  and  obliga- 
tions contained  in  the  foregoing  contract,  upon  the  acceptance  and  performance  of 
the  provisions  therein  contained,  by  the  other  parties  thereto.

Indianapolis,  April  21, 1876. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — I  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration  and  approval,  as  per 
your  order,  a  full,  complete  and  final  report  of  the  street  repair  department.  I  have 
expended  the  sum  of  $59,296.84  (see  table  A),  and  have  still  the  sum  of  $2,707.16 
in  hand  to  the  credit  of  the  street  repair  fund. 

I  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the  fact  that  I 
have  had  very  bad  weather  to  contend  with  the  whole  year  just  past,  the  floods  of 
June  and  July  last  and  an  open  winter,  which  has  necessarily  increased  my  expend- 
iture to  some  extent.  I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  of  having  to  carry  on  my 
pay  roll  the  sewer  cleaning  hands,  building  of  catch  basins  and  manholes,  all  of 
which  heretofore  have  been  appropriated  and  paid  out  of  the  sewer  fund.  I  have 
also  been  compelled  to  carry  on  my  pay  rolls  a  great  number  of  hands  engaged  in 
laying  cement  pipe  sewers,  of  which  I  have  laid,  per  order  of  Council,  a  number  of 
miles,  that  also  should  have  been  paid  out  of  the  sewerage  fund. 

I  am  not  prepared  to  present  a  detailed  report  of  the  number  of  streets  cleaned, 
boundered  and  repaired,  but  say  to  you  that  I  have  tried  to  be  economical  and  to  do 
my  duty  as  Street  Commissioner  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  in  accordance  with  the 
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orders  of  your  honorable  body,  and  within  bound  of  the  amount  appropriated  and 
set  apart  for  the  Street  Eepair  Department. 

The  expenditures  on  account  of  street  repairs  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  12th, 
1874,  as  per  report  of  the  City  Clerk,  is  $81,660.11,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
May  12th,  1875,  is  $78,536.04.  I  therefore  show  a  reduction  of  $21,363.27  up  to. 
April  21st,  1876,  and  a  reduction  of  $19,660.11  up  to  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year,  over 
the  fiscal  year  ending  May  12th,  1874.  I  also  show  a  reduction  of  $19,240.20  up  to 
April  21st,  1876,  and  a  reduction  of  $16,536.04  up  to  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year,  over 
the  fiscal  year  ending  May  12th,  1875. 

I  will  also  state  that  I  have  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  $192.00,  for 
which  I  hold  the  receipts  therefor.  There  is  also  about  $500.00  due  the  city  and 
uncollected.  I  have  the  bills  in  my  possession,  and  will  make  returns  as  soon  as 
the  money  can  be  collected.

We  are  charitable 
enough  to  hope  that  this  was  not  done  purposely,  and  that  it  is  only  necessary  to 
call  your  attention  to  this  oversight  that  it  may  be  corrected.  'We  may  be  permitted 
to  anticipate  an  objection,  as  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  to  make  a  change  of  this 
kind.  In  reply,  we  would  most  respectfully  remind  your  honorable  body  that  at 
least  a  majority  of  you  have  ignored  the  question  of  time  when  in  the  way  of  accom- 
plishing a  desired  object.  We  therefore  hope  that  you  may  desire  to  grant  our 
request. 

Permit  us  to  suggest  the  names  of  parties  in  the  various  wards  who  are  qualified 
to  act :  John  Westenberg,  First  Ward  ;  Wm.  Wallace,  Fifth  Ward  ;  Jacob  Kiefer, 
Sixth  Ward  ;  August  Shultz,  Seventh  Ward  ;  W.  F.  Gilkinson,  Eighth  Ward ;.  Geo. 
Bradshaw,  Tenth  Ward;  O.  E.  Olleman,  Eleventh  Ward;  C.  H.  Lewis,  Twelfth

We  would  further  state  in  conclusion  to  your  honorable  body,  as  a  reason  for 
desiring  a  representation  on  the  election  boards,  that  the  Workingman's  party  is  a 
fixed  institution,  and  has  come  to  stay,  our  motto  being,  "  Equal  and  exact  justice  to 
all — special  privileges  to  none."
